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IN THE WIND 


In rainy conditions, Belgian Stefan 
Everts (Hon) won the opening round of 
the FIM World Championship 250cc MX 
Series in Talavera, Spain, on March 29. 
Everts went 1-2, losing the first moto to 
Pit Beirer (Hon) of Germany. Beirer suf- 
fered a pair of falls in the second moto 
before retiring to the pits. Second overall 
went to Los Angeles Supercross winner 
Sebastien Tortelli (Kaw) of France. 
Tortelli went 3-2, while American Tal- 
lon Vohland (Yam) went 7-3 for third 
place. Rounding out the top five overall 
were Beirer and Justin Morris (Hon) of 
Great Britain. 


Defending champion Doug Lampkin 
(Bet) started his World Championship 
Observed Trials season off right by top- 
ping both days at the season-opening 
round in Madrid, Spain, March 28-29. 
On day one, Lampkin beat Marc Colom- 
er (Mon) and Amos Bilbao (G-G). On 
the second day, Takahisa Fujinami 
(Hon), who had finished eighth the 
prior day, climbed to second, just ahead 
of Colomer. 


Defending champ Mike Lafferty (KTM) 
scored the overall win in round two of 
the AMA/Acerbis National Enduro 
Series in Belleplain, New Jersey, on 
March 29. Finishing second was New 
Jersey’s own Fred Hoess (Suz), while 
Kevin Bennett (Hon), Rich Lafferty 
(KTM) and Bill Adkinson (KTM) 
rounded out the top five. The win put 
Lafferty at the head of the series leader- 
board, followed by seventh-place finish- 
er in New Jersey Matt Stavish (Hon) 
and opening-round winner Ty Davis. 


Chris Walker (Kaw) and Niall Macken- 
zie (Yam) split wins in the opening 
round of the British Superbike Champi- 
onship at Brands Hatch on March 29. 
Walker topped Sean Emmett (Duc) and 
James Haydon (Suz) in winning the first 
race while Mackenzie was able to hold 
off Steve Hislop (Yam) and Walker to 
win the second leg. 


Scott Plessinger (KTM) won the final 
round of the AMA Pirelli/Moose Mid- 
South Winter Hare Scrambles Series, 
held in Dickson, Tennessee, on March 
29, 1998. Mike Sampson (TM) finished 
second overall, followed by Duane Con- 
nor (G-G), John Machino (TM) and 
Blair Bersano (Kaw). 


With the World Championship Road 
Race Series scheduled to open its season 
on April 5 with the Japanese Grand Prix 
at Suzuka, two teams have announced 
that replacement riders will be used 
because of injuries to their regular rid- 
ers. The first to be replaced was- Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Jean-Michel Bayle, who 
continues to battle with the concussion 
he suffered during preseason testing in 
Malaysia in February. The Frenchman is 
reportedly having problems with bal- 
ance and he may not return to action 
until the third round of the series in 
Spain on May 3. Bayle will be replaced 
at Suzuka by veteran Yamaha test rider 
Kyoji Namba. “I think it's the best deci- 
sion,” team owner Wayne Rainey said. 
"Jean-Michel is doing very well now. 
He's had many tests and all of them 
have been okay, but I think it should 
help him knowing that he doesn't have 
to hurry back. He's now working on his 
fitness again so that he'll be in better 
shape mentally and physically when he 
comes back. We're not sure if he'll do 
Malaysia (round two on April 19), but 
after that we'll now test at Albacete 
(Spain) on April 27 on our way to Jerez, 
and that should give him much-needed 





time on the bike before he gets going in 
Europe." The second rider to be 
replaced is Team Suzuki's Katsuaki 
Fujiwara, who has also been withdrawn 
from Suzuka because of injury. Fellow 
Japanese racer Keiichi Kitagawa will 
replace Fujiwara, who suffered ankle 
injuries in a preseason crash at Eastern 
Creek in Australia. Kitigawa is a regular 
in the All-Japan Superbike Series. 


Four-time 250cc World Champion Max 
Biaggi showed he has every intention of 
being a factor in his rookie season of 
500cc Grand Prix racing by leading the 
way in the final preseason test at the 
Suzuka Circuit in Japan, March 23-25. 
Marlboro Honda's Biaggi lapped at 
2:06.999 on the third day of the test, bet- 
tering the times turned in by the rest of 
the 500cc field. Second quickest at Suzu- 
ka was Kyoji Namba, the man who will 
replace the injured Jean-Michel Bayle at 
Suzuka. Namba lapped at 2:07.162 on 
the 1998 Yamaha YZR500 with wild- 
card Yamaha entry Noriyuki Haga third 
fastest at 2:07.328. Repsol Honda's 
Tadayuki Okada and four-time 500cc 
World Champion Mick Doohan were 
fourth and fifth with times of 2:07.338 
and 2:07.757, respectively: Team Yama- 
ha Rainey's Norifumi Abe, Team Suzu- 
ki's Nobuatsu Aoki, MoviStar Honda's 
John Kocinski, Honda NSR500-mount- 
ed Alex Barros and Repsol Honda's 
Alex Criville rounded out the top 10. 
The second American in the lineup, Cal- 
ifornian Matt Wait, carded the 22nd- 
quickest time at 2:10.611 оп his Honda 
V-twin. The fastest of the 250cc riders 
was nondefending 125cc World Cham- 
pion Valentino Rossi, with the Italian 
lapping at 2:08.804. 


Australian World Superbike racer Peter 
Goddard was philosophical about his 
up-and-down first race with the Suzuki 
World Superbike team after staging a 
promising buildup when he grabbed the 
first provisional pole. Goddard was 
bumped back to seventh grid position in 
the new Superpole qualifying method 
and then crashed while second in the 
first leg. "The wind blew me off line a 
bit into the MG hairpin, right to where a 
big bump is," Goddard explained to 
Cycle News contributor Darryl Flack. 
"It's the most important one to miss and 
I hit it and the front end went away. I 
looked at the telemetry later and the 
forks almost bottomed out." Fighting for 
position with Japanese sensation 
Noriyuki Haga at the time of his spill, 
Goddard reserved his judgment about 
the Yamaha rider's chances in 1998. 
"He's certainly aggressive and doesn't 
mind sticking it in, and he's got good 
bike control - he's the new wild child, I 
suppose," Goddard said. "We'll see how 
he goes at the European tracks and I 
understand that he will be commuting 
from Japan for each race, so that will 
probably count against him." In the sec- 
ond leg, Goddard led home Kawasaki's 
Akira Yanagawa by just .015 of a sec- 
ond, and counts himself lucky to have 
clinched fourth place. "The engine 
wasn't quite on song after the crash in 
the first race - it must have sucked in 
some dirt." 


Former two-time 500cc World Champi- 
on Barry Sheene is one of many to sing 
Goddard's praises in lifting the Suzuki 
GSXR750 from also-ran to serious con- 
tender. A longtime advocate for the 
Australian to play some role in Suzuki's 
World Superbike effort, Sheene had fur- 
ther words for the Harris-run team: 
"Peter's doing a great job and I think a

The series then moves to 
Southern California, with a stop at the 
Perris Auto Speedway half mile in Perris, 
California, on June 6, followed by dates at 
Bakersfield Speedway in Bakersfield, Cal- 
ifornia, on July 18 and August 22. 

Three classes - 600cc Expert, 600cc Pro 
Sport and 883cc - will carry a minimum 
$3000 purse, with the possibility of addi- 
tional support classes being added.

While Carl Fogarty was lucky to have 
made it to the line in the first World 
Superbike race of the year at Phillip 
Island, Troy Corser was equally fortu- 
nate to finish second to the Brit, and not 
just because of the bruised left foot he 
sustained in testing on Wednesday. "My 
foot was pretty bruised and ГА thought 
I may have had trouble shifting through 
the race, but the biggest concern we had 
was fuel consumption," Corser 
explained. "The team thought it would 
be real touch-and-go, but we made it." 
The 22-lap race around the picturesque 
Australian circuit was 60 miles. 


Kawasaki Racing Team rider Neil Hodg- 
son had a weekend to forget in Aus- 
tralia, after starting from 14th despite 
equaling Peter Goddard in running the 
fastest trap time. The 23-year-old then 
stalled his bike on the grid just seconds 
before the start of the first race and was 
lucky to restart the engine after Kawasa- 
ki team members gave him a push, 
against the wishes of the starter. Claim- 
ing the windy and hot conditions were 


the worst he'd ever raced in, Hodgson . 


finished a disappointing eighth after 
fending off a remounted Aaron Slight. 
Returning in the second leg, Hodgson 
claimed he was T-boned in turn four on 
lap five and retired on lap six when his 
engine appeared flat. "Maybe it had 
something to do with the crash, I don't 
know," Hodgson said afterward. "I 
don't know what it is with Phillip Island 
but I never seem to have any luck here. I 
really like the track, but looking at the 
results, it’s been a complete waste of 
time. I shouldn't have bothered coming, 
really.” Runner-up in the “I don't wanna 
be here" stakes at Phillip Island was 
Scott Russell, who told one television 
network, “I wanna go home!” following 
his miserable results. 





North American Sport Bike (NASB) 
president Roger Edmondson announced 
on March 30 that he now has a con- 
firmed NASB schedule. The series, 
which began at Daytona International 
Speedway in March, will consist of 
seven rounds. The second round of the 
series will be held May 8-10 at Road 
Atlanta in Braselton, Georgia, before 
heading to round three at Buttonwillow 
Raceway in Buttonwillow, California, 
July 3-5.

Prix road racing, is in the process of being sold to CVC Cap- 


р: the Spanish company that holds all rights to Grand 
ital Partners Europe Limited - a management company that 


was once a part of Citicorp. 


News of the sale originally leaked from Spain, where Dorna 
has its headquarters. The company was hitherto the property of . 
the Banco Santander, which inherited ownership when it took 
over the failed Banco Banesto - the original owners of Dorna. It is 
known that Dorna has been on the market for several years and 
the list of past potential buyers has included Reuters, but all 


deals had floundered until now. 


The buy-out follows the recent purchase of the World Super- 
bike Championship by the London-based Octagon Co. Though 
originally rumored to be part of the same group, sources say that 
that CVC is in no way related to Octagon or its parent company, 


the Interpublic Group. 





According to those same sources, CVC is paying in the neigh- 
borhood of $80 million for Dorna and the takeover process is cur- 
rently going through due diligence. The purchase is being han- 


dled entirely in Madrid, Spain, as CVC has an office there. 


Reportedly, Spaniard Carmelo Ezpeleta will continue in his 
role as Dorna's managing director and will still lead the company 
- even after the buy-out. This follows Octagon's lead in keeping 
the Flammini Group in charge of World Superbike racing, 
despite the ownership change. 

According to sources, Ezpeleta is in favor of the buy-out and 
sees the World Championship Road Race Series as now having 
the venture capital it needs to be properly promoted. Г

the 500cc class, the situation is even — ————— 
worse: It's a disaster. As far as I’m concerned, superbike is the future. There are 
guys there investing in the championship, doing good work. Right now, GP rac- 
ing is on the way down, and World Superbike's on the way up. I'd like to do 
something in that class of racing." 


Aprilia to get four with a four? 


Aprilia may have withdrawn its 480cc V-twin from 500cc GP rac- 
ing for the coming season, but company boss Ivano Beggio says 
Aprilia will be back soon - with a V-four contender. 

In announcing a $28 million global race budget for 1998 - part 
of it covered by outside sponsorship - at the launch of Aprilia's 
125cc and 250cc GP team in Alassio, Italy, in February, Beggio con- 
firmed that Aprilia still regards 500cc GP racing as unfinished 
business, and that race boss Jan Witteveen is presently working on 
a four-cylinder contender. This is understood to be based on a 
modified version of the SwissAuto V-four engine that has pow- 
ered the Elf 500 for the past two seasons before it was transformed 
With Malaysian money into an MuZ for the 1998 season. 

Aprilia is known to be talking to currently unemployed Italian 
star Luca Cadalora to ride the bike - a move that would have obvi- 
ous promotional advantages for the image-conscious Beggio - and 
given that the new Aprilia RSV500 is sure to be ready for testing 
relatively early in the year, it's possible he may even race it in a 
couple of late-season GPs as a wild card. 

But, at Alassio, Beggio confirmed that in 1999 Aprilia will be 
the only factory aside from Honda to compete not only in 125cc, 
250cc and 500cc GP racing but also with a works team in World 
Superbike. 

“I know it's a huge challenge, but it's one we know we must 
face calmly," he says. "I have every confidence in the guys in our 
race department (80 in all), and we know we can't do it overnight. 
But here's our goal: Can you imagine how it would be if one com- 
pany won all four world titles in a single season?" 

"Well, Honda won three out of four in '97, and only Aprilia 
stopped them from achieving that selfsame clean sweep. So now 
the aim of the ambitious Italian company is to turn the tables - and 
then some. 

At the same press conference, Beggio revealed the true extent of 
Aprilia's stratospheric growth as a company, with turnover rocket- 
ing tenfold to $560 million between 1989 and 1997. With 1500 full-time employees, 
4500 part-timers and a factory floor space of 3.8 million square feet (one third of it 
covered), Aprilia seems justified in its claim to be poised to make the jump to becom- 
ing a fifth force in world motorcycling alongside the four Japanese, even if at present 
62 percent of its total production is concentrated in scooters. 

However, with annual production breaking the 250,000 barrier and the imminent 
arrival of its range of four-stroke V-twins to complement its range of scooter and 
small-capacity street bikes, Aprilia is poised to enter the U.S. market as well as sub- 
stantially expand its operations in big-bike markets such as Germany, Britain, France 
and Japan on the back of the V-twin range. Ivano Beggio's carefully laid plans look as 
though they are bearing fruit. 

However, these plans may perhaps be delayed by a couple of months, if rumors 
coming out of Italy are to be believed. The superbike race version of the RSV1000 was 
semi-publicly tested for the first time at Mugello early in March by development 





Moto Guzzi to build scooters 

The man who helped Ivano Beggio put 
Aprilia on the road to commercial suc- 
cess was the company's former manag- 
ing diréctor, Oscar Cecchinato, to whom 
company observers accord much of the 
credit for Aprilia’s recovery from severe 
cash-flow problems five years ago. The 
key to this turnaround was Aprilia's 
decision to concentrate on the booming 
Italian scooter market, where in 1997 
they succeeded in selling no fewer than 
155,627 50cc two-wheelers - second only 
to market leaders Piaggio, with a 22.7- 
percent share of the 685,000-unit total 
market. 

Now, Cecchinato has set in motion 
plans to use a similar ploy to turn 
around the company he has headed up 
since last April: Moto Guzzi. With a 
muddled range of bikes - none of which 
is smaller than 750cc - Guzzi badly 
needs a volume product to underpin its 
revival, and Cecchinato has moved to 
provide that, by signing a deal with 
Piaggio for the supply of the 125cc and 
180cc liquid-cooled two-stroke engines 
fitted to the Gilera Runner and the new 
Piaggio Hexagon range, which will be 
used to power a range of Moto Guzzi 
scogters set for launch later this year. 

These will bear the name of one of 
the most famous bikes in Guzzi produc- 
tion history: the Galletto, of which more 
than 150,000 were produced in 160- 
200cc single-cylinder four-stroke form 
between 1950 and 1966. As a reliable

everyday workhorse, this had few 
equals, promoting customer goodwill 
for the Moto Guzzi marque that lasts 
even today among older guzzisti. The 
Galletto's trademark was the spare 
wheel it carried slung across the front of 
its distinctive scooter-like apron-- ironi- 
cally, the Galletto was Moto Guzzi's 
motorcycle riposte to the then-newly 
launched Vespa and Lambretta scooters, 
from which much of its success was 
derived. 

But the Galletto's spare wheel was 
the clue to an avant-garde piece of 
design that, years later, was to play a 
key role in settling a dispute-between 
two major rivals for superbike suprema- 
Cy. A rear-tire puncture could be fixed at 
the roadside by fitting the Galletto's 
spare wheel, thanks to a single-sided 
swingarm which the little Guzzi was the 
first motorcycle of volume manufacture 
to carry. Years later, Elf "reinvented" 
the concept on its avant-garde 
endurance racers, and succeeded not 
only in patenting it but actually selling 
the patent to Honda - hence the so- 
called ProArm fitted to a variety of title- 
winning Hondas ranging from the 
RC30/45 superbikes and their street 
spinoffs to Max Biaggi's NSR250. 

So how did the Galletto help settle a 
dispute? Only that, perhaps mindful of 
the tenuous nature of their patent's 
legitimacy, Elf was always very keen to 
send in the lawyers if any company 
other than Honda tried to fit a single- 





rider Alessandro Antonello. I was informed at that time that the bike's rather bulky 
dimensions were noted by observers. It looks wide and tall, especially in comparison 
to a 916 Ducati, in spite of the compact dimensions of the Rotax-developed 60-degree 
V- twin engine. 

Since it isn't confirmed that the prototype V-twin ever saw the inside of a wind 
tunnel before its launch in street guise at the Milan Show last autumn, there are 
unconfirmed reports that the first task of Aprilia's new design guru, ex-Bimota chief 
engineer Pierluigi Marconi (who joined the company in February), is to supervise a 
retouching of the RSV1000's chassis and bodywork, to make the bike more svelte and 
aerodynamic. It is important that this be done now since it's not permitted to alter a 
model's homologated silhouette or frame design for superbike racing. 

Inevitably, if true, this will cause a delay in the arrival of the stock RSV1000 in the 
marketplace by at least a couple of months. With a press launch of the production 
bike penciled in for the last week of April, it remains to be seen if what is arguably 
the most important new model that Aprilia has ever launched in fact arrives on time. 

















sided swingarm to one of its bikes. That 
supposedly is how Yamaha was dis- 
suaded from continuing to fit the quick- 
change rear end it used on its works 
YZF750R endurance racer in the late 
‘80s, and it certainly explains the Elf 
stickers fitted to all Aprilia 125cc street 
racers sold with monobraccia rear ends 
up until five years ago. 

But then when the Elf patent police 
came calling on Cagiva boss Claudio 
Castiglioni in 1993 to deter him from 
allowing his engineers, on the grounds 
of infringement, to fit the single-sided 
rear swingarm that the upcoming new 
916 Ducati was rumored to be wearing, 
they met their match. One version of the 
encounter relates how Mr. Castiglioni 
listened politely to the French compa- 
ny's representatives outline their case - 
then, without a word, rose from his 
desk, drew back the blinds of his 
ground-floor office in Cagiva's Varese 
factory, and invited the EIf party to look 
at the Moto Guzzi Galletto he'd taken 
the precaution of having brought and 
parked outside as evidence that the Elf 
monoarm patent wasn't worth a dime 
(or damn), based on a prior application! 

So now you know why the Ducati 
916 (as well as the Triumph T595) uses 
single-sided swingarms, without con- 
cern for the supposed Elf/Honda 
patents - and why the Moto Guzzi Gal- 
letto is the reason. 

The new Guzzi Galletto scooter 
won't be as avant-garde as its vintage 
predecessor - but it is likely to have the 
desired effect of building much-needed 
volume for Moto Guzzi, as the company 
continues its American-financed come- 
back under Cecchinato's control. It also 
makes the still-unconfirmed reports of 
the company's move away from its his- 

- toric Mandello base to a brand-new fac- 
` {огу near Monza all the more probable. 


Piaggio pummeled 

Scooter giant Piaggio has its own prob- 
lems, and on a much larger scale than its 
new Moto Guzzi customer's. The most 
tragic of these is the untimely death 
from cancer last year of its dynamic 
young chairman, Giovanni Alberto 
Agnelli, at the age of 34. The nephew of 
Fiat tycoon Gianni Agnelli, he was 
widely foreseen as the older Agnelli's 
successor in assuming control of the Fiat 
empire. 

And while its massive Pontedera 
plant near Pisa (occupying 6.5 million 
square feet, half of which are covered) - 
together with its satellite factories in 
Spain, India, China and Indonesia - 
continue to churn out more than 
800,000 powered two-wheelers a year, 
the fact is that the king of scooter pro- 
duction in the world has been caught 
out badly in terms of keeping up with 
fast-changing public taste for new 
models. 

Nowhere is this better underlined 
than by the surprising fact that Piaggio 
has been completely unprepared for the 
boom in 250cc four-stroke maxi-scoot- 
ers, such as the Yamaha Majesty, which 
was Italy's best-selling two-wheeled 
product over 50cc in 1997. In fact, the 
Yamaha ousted Piaggio's 125cc Vespa 
from the top spot in which it had been 
parked for many years. 

In addition, the new Hexagon range 
just launched in Italy offers only two- 
stroke engines, with no small-capacity 
four-stroke option which customers are 
increasingly demanding. Add to this the 
rather leaden styling of the current 
Vespa range that has led some Italian 
commentators to liken Piaggio to the 
Fiat car company of 10 years ago, before 





Wal Phillips passes 

One of the pioneer stars of early speedway racing, Britain's 
Wal Phillips, died in February at the age of 89. Along with 
his exploits as one of the first British riders to successfully 
challenge the visiting American and Australian dirt-track 
aces when speedway was introduced to Britain from those 
countries in 1928 - men such as American Lloyd "Sprouts" 
Elder and Aussies Vic Huxley and Billy Lamont - Londoner 
Phillips will also be remembered for his mechanical inno- 
vation, pioneering several features now commonplace on 
speedway bikes as well as other four-stroke motorcycles. 

These innovations include the laydown position in the 
frame for the speedway engine, offering a lower center of 
gravity for improved traction and handling. Although cur- 
rently universally adopted around the world, when Phillips 
first introduced the inclined-engine format in the late 
1940s, it was a hard sell that took four decades to finally be 
accepted. 

The same thing goes for another of his ideas: fuel injec- 
tion. Phillips developed his own mechanical form of injec- 
tion which became a popular aftermarket fitment not only 
for British road racers and speedway riders but also for 
Britain's cafe-racer set in the 1960s and '70s. 

He was also one of the first to fit disc brakes to a motor- 
cycle - not a speedway bike (they don't use brakes!), but a 
road racer for which he concocted his own rim-disc brake, 
to reduce the gyroscopic effect of the big, heavy drum

brakes that were then 
commonplace. 

Phillips saw no 
point in replacing 
these with equally 
heavy centrally locat- 
ed discs - hence the 
rim-disc project, 
which brake special- 
ists AP adopted in 
1984 for an experi- 
mental design fitted to 
Rob McElnea's works 
Suzuki RGB500. 

Wal Phillips was 
not only a far-sighted 
mechanical innovator, 
he was also a skilled 
road racer (winning a 
prestigious Gold Star 
for lapping the Brook- 
lands circuit at over 
100 mph) as well as 
one of Britain's top 
speedway riders 
before suffering a 
severe leg injury (rid- 
ing for England in 
Australia during the 
1936-37 test series), 
which ended his rac- 











ing career. Before that, Phillips had raced for the English 
team in all the first 24 so-called "Test Matches" against Aus- 
tralia, and he appeared in the first official Speedway World 
Championship final at Wembley in 1936. 

He was also the man responsible (together with JAP engi- 


neer Stan Greening) for developing the J.A. Prestwich Co.'s 
JAP engine into its supreme position as the universal engine 
of choice for speedway riders all over the world, a position it 
occupied until the resurgence of the Jawa motor in the 1970s. 
An important figure in the development of speedway racing 
throughout its history, Wal Phillips will be sadly missed. 








they learned to move with the times, 
and the reason for the 1300 Pontedera 
workers currently facing layoffs, despite 
the strong scooter market, becomes 
apparent. 

Faced with the need to get a 250cc 
maxi-scooter into production very 
quickly, Piaggio has responded by 
becoming the first European company 
to sign an engine-supply deal with 
Honda - a bit like Fiat fitting a Toyota 
engine to one of its cars. 

The motor in question is the one fit- 
ted to the Honda CN250 (Italy's fourth- 
best-selling two-wheeler in 1997), which 
will be used to power a 250cc version of 
the Hexagon, due to make its appear- 
ance in the marketplace in May. When 
Honda executives announced at the 
Paris Show last September their inten- 
tion to forge closer links with European 
manufacturers, including the establish- 
ment of joint ventures and the supply of 
engine packages, they denied that Piag- 





gio was on their hit list. Well, six 
months later, they most definitely are. 

Interestingly, this isn't the first time 
that Honda and Piaggio have 
announced an engine-supply agree- 
ment. Back in 1990, Piaggio revealed a 
link with Honda to purchase CBR600 
engines in order to create an Italian-built 
supersport contender that was to bear 
the historic Gilera name. The deal fell 
apart with the closure of the Gilera fac- 
tory and the marque’s withdrawal from 
the motorcycle market. Could the scoot- 
er-engine deal be the prelude to a 
revival of such a link, as persistent 
rumor in Italy currently insists? 


Bimota bash bumped back 

As reported earlier, Bimota’s got a birth- 
day party coming up, celebrating its 
25th anniversary with an international 
reunion at the Misano race circuit for 
Bimota owners around the world. Origi- 





nally, this was planned for the first 
weekend in June, but a combination of 
track availability and the proximity of 
Ducati’s 50th birthday celebration the 
following week has prompted a shift in 
dates to a midweek get-together July 15- 
16. 

Among the planned highlights is a 
display of every one of the 40-plus dif- 
ferent models that Bimota has built over 
the past quarter-century, including the 
many one-off race bikes built in the 
company’s early years as well as all the 
various Tesis and other prototypes. 
Already, one of each of the Bimota pro- 
duction street bikes has been located, 
and most of the racers. The only signifi- 
cant gap is, perhaps surprisingly, the 
YB2 Yamaha TZ350-based GP racer.

JJ t's amazing what a little confidence 
will do. Just ask Team Yamaha's 
Kevin Windham, who posted his 
second 250cc main-event win in three 
weeks, his latest victory coming in front 
of 49,511 spectators at the Trans World 
Dome in St. Louis. Ever since winning 
his first race of the season at New 
Orleans three weeks ago, Windham has 
been tearing up the track. He's posted 
two wins and a second-place finish - 
and at that race, he nearly won. 

Windhamv's victory at St. Louis was 
also his sixth podium finish in the last 
eight races. 

“I can't even describe how I feel - I'm 
on top of the world right now," Wind- 
ham said after blowing away the com- 
petition in the 20-lap main event. “It 
feels great that everything is falling into 
place. I'm just having so much fun on 
the bike - just having a blast. It's unbe- 
lievable - a great feeling. The confidence 
is there." 

A lot of that great feeling had to do 
with him passing both supercross points 
leader Jeremy McGrath and Suzuki's 
Mickael Pichon before getting out in 
front and pulling away for the win on

what some riders felt was one of the 
best and most technical tracks this sea- 
son. 

Getting nearly as much attention as 
Windham for his win was Team 
Honda's Ezra Lusk for his questionable 
pass on last year's St. Louis winner, 
McGrath, two turns from the end to 
steal second place. 

Lusk was nearly booed off the podi- 
um after executing an aggressive block- 
pass on McGrath that left the four-time 
champ sprawling. The move cost 
McGrath at least two positions and Lusk 
perhaps à few fans. 

“I know I'll never be a Jeremy 
McGrath, and I hate to get booed 
because of a race like this, but once in a 
while somebody's got to do that to 
somebody," Lusk said from the podium. 
“It is just aggressive racing; we had a lot 
of fun." 

Uh, McGrath didn't think so. 

"It was a chicken-shit move," 
McGrath said. "He (Lusk) didn't even 
attempt to turn; I guess it all boils down 
to that I should've just went inside in 
the last two corners. I just watched it 
(the collision) on video, and he came 
straight into me, no doubt about it. I 
personally would rather ride and get 
third than do that to someone."

again after being taken down by Lusk, 
Mike LaRocco, on the Factory Connec- 
tion/Jack in the Box Honda, rode 
around McGrath and into third place for 
his first podium finish since the Indi- 
anapolis Supercross - last year. LaRocco 
started the St. Louis race off in fifth, 
worked up to third and, at one point, 
was hounding McGrath for second 
before letting McGrath get away and 
having Lusk pass him three laps from 
the finish. : 

“I can't say that I’m not happy to be 
on the podium, because it’s been so 
long,” LaRocco said. “But, honestly, I’m 
not happy with the way I rode. I got a 
good start, for me, and had a decent first 
half of the race. But once I got up there, I 
kind of rode tense, maybe because it’s 
been so long (since racing among the 
leaders). Normally I hang it out when I 
ride, but when I got up there, I just kind 
of rode a level down, trying not to make 
any mess-ups. I don't ride as well that 
way; that was the mistake I made." 

Finishing nearly a half-lap down on 
LaRocco in fifth was Yamaha's Doug 
Henry, who passed Honda of Troy's 
Mike Craig for that spot on the 17th lap. 
John Dowd, who like teammate Henry 
qualified for the feature through the 
last-chance qualifier, finished seventh, 
followed by Kawasaki's Damon Huff- 
man, Suzuki's Larry Ward and early 
leader Pichon. 

Pichon grabbed the holeshot, quickly 
opened up a sizable lead but couldn't do 
much about the high-flying Windham. 
Pichon was passed by Windham on the 
sixth lap and from there things went 
downhill for the former two-time 125cc 
East Coast Supercross champ. The Team 
Suzuki rider would also get passed by 
McGrath on the eighth lap before crash- 
ing a lap later and becoming mired in 
the middle of the pack. 

Finishing in 11th place was arenacross 
star Cliff Palmer, followed by Honda of 
Troy's Stephane Roncada, who was mak- 
ing his second appearance in the 250cc 
class. Team Honda's Steve Lamson was 
unable to climb any higher than 12th 
after going down on the first lap. Lamson 
finished just ahead of Canadian Jean- 
Sebastien Roy, Honda of Troy's Mike 
Brown, Gauldings Kawasaki's Kevin 
Crine, Thor's Jeromy Buehl and Tom 
Morgan Racing's Ryan Terlecki, who was 
making his seventhi main-event appear- 
ance of the year. 

Rounding out the field in 19th and 
20th places were Chaparral / Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button and factory Kawasaki 
rider Ryan Hughes, both of whom never 
made it beyond the first lap after going 
down in separate incidents. Button came 
up on the short end of the stick in a col- 
lision with Ward, which left the Yamaha 
rider with a broken triple clamp on his 
YZ250. Hughes went down all alone in a 
whoop section. In a lot of pain, but suf- 
fering no serious injury, Hughes would 
retire to the pits. 

For Button, this would be the fourth 
time he scored three points or less in the 
last five races and, as a result, he now 
sits 10th in the series point standing 
after running as high as second earlier 
in the season. 

Despite finishing off the podium for 
only the second time this year, McGrath 
still enjoys a hefty 52-point lead over St. 
Louis winner Windham, 267-215. Lusk 
is fourth with 199 points, followed by 
LaRocco with 175 and Ward with 172. 

For the second week in a row, both 
defending champ Jeff Emig and Team 
Suzuki's Greg Albertyn did not compete 
at St. Louis due to injuries (see 
- Briefly...). 





HEATS 


Windham and Lusk settled into the 
first two positions at the start of the first 
heat race, and right behind them were 
Hughes, Brown, Button, Kawasaki rider 
Roy and Pichon. 

The stage was set for a 
Windham/Lusk duel to the finish, but 
Windham had different ideas. His plan 
was to steadily pull away from Lusk 
and that's exactly what he did with 
every passing lap. When it was all over, 
Windham had built up a comfortable 
lead over Lusk for the impressive win. 

Elsewhere, a few close individual 
dices had brewed, one of which was 
between Hughes and Button for third. 
They mixed it up during the early laps 
until Hughes bobbled in a turn, letting 
Button get away and Pichon to get 
around him. Hughes, however, hun- 
kered down and went to work on 
Pichon, driving to the outside and pass- 
ing Pichon in a turn. 

Then Pichon lost the front end of his 
Suzuki and crashed, making the first 


four qualifiers Windham, Lusk, Button | 


and Hughes. Brown barely held off 
teammate Roncada for fifth but was still 
one position out of a transfer. Off to the 
semis were Brown, Roncada, Pichon, 
Jeromy Buehl and Roy, among others. 

The second heat race saw McGrath 
put his Chaparral Yamaha into the lead 
right off the start, ahead of Dowd, Craig, 
Huffman, LaRocco and Ward. 

Craig quickly moved into second but, 
on the third lap, came up short over a 
triple jump and careened off the track. 
Craig unfortunately reinjured his just- 
healed wrist and rode back to the pits. 

“I think I spun the rear tire on the 
jump and came up way short, complete- 
ly framed it,” Craig said. “My wrist hurt 
and I thought I broke it again.” 

As it turned out, Craig sprained the 
wrist, taped it, and got ready for the 
semis. Meanwhile, Huffman suddenly 
found himself in second and began clos- 
ing in on the champ. By the last couple 
of laps, Huffman was threatening to 
pass McGrath as they threaded their 
way through lapped traffic. McGrath 
was forced to double a triple and single 
a double, nearly getting passed by Huff- 
man. But at the same time, a lapper held 
Huffman up on the last lap and 
McGrath was able to forge ahead for the 
win, with Huffman taking second. 

Sneaking up and finishing right 
behind Huffman in third was LaRocco. 
Taking the checkered flag some distance 
behind LaRocco but in the all-important 
final transfer position was Ward. Lam- 
son finished a distant fifth, followed by 





Kawasaki of Carrollton's Cliff Palmer 
and Dowd. One of the nonqualifiers was 
Henry, who suffered a hard get-off. 
Near the middle of the race, while run- 
ning fifth and pressuring Ward, Henry 
nose-dived into the face of a triple jump, 
catapulting him off his cartwheeling 
motorcycle. Despite the violent-looking 
crash, Henry quickly remounted but 
slowly circulated the track. Henry was 
semi-bound. 


SEMIS 


Brown and Pichon provided most of 
the action in the first semi, as the two 
riders quickly broke away from the rest 
of the pack, with Brown leading the 
way. 

Pichon, however, kept close tabs on 
the Honda rider through every turn and 
jump, and it wasn't until the halfway 
point that Pichon decided to make his 
move. The Suzuki rider cut underneath 
Brown in a turn and snatched away the 
lead. Brown stayed close to Pichon for 
the rest of the way but could not get 
close enough to attempt a pass. Pichon 
scored the win over Brown. 

After getting off to a terrible start, 
Roncada rode a determined race and 
climbed his way through the pack, fin- 
ishing third. Roy took the checkered flag 
in fourth, while Buehl took the final 
transfer in fifth. 

Sore wrist and all, Brown nailed the 
holeshot in the second semi but came up 
short over a triple jump right after the 
first turn. He cased his Honda, and 
Yamaha riders Dowd and Henry 
plowed into the back of him, with all 
three riders going down. Brown got up 
first, while Henry restarted his Yamaha 
back in last place. Dowd was less fortu- 
nate, as he had to push his broken bike 
back to the pits. 

Kawasaki rider Cliff Palmer inherited 
the lead, followed by Lamson, Yamaha 
of Troy's Todd DeHoop, Crine, Terlecki 
and Airdfie Motorsports' Jason Frenette. 

Palmer led for a couple of laps before 
Lamson passed him and rode off with 
the win, while Palmer held on for sec- 
ond. 

Craig was on fire as he made up for 
his first-lap crash to finish third, just 
ahead of Crine. The battle for the fifth 
and final transfer position went down to 
the wire between DeHoop and Terlecki, 
with Terlecki making a last-lap pass on 
DeHoop for a trip to the show. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Two-thirds of Yamaha's entire facto- 
ry team was featured in the last-chance 
qualifier, with both Henry and Dowd on

the starting grid. Off the start, Dowd 
again had problems early on after get- 
ting run off the track in the first turn, 
and Henry came out in third, then sec- 
ond. 

Henry quickly had control of the lead 
after passing Yamaha rider Mike Katin, 
but Dowd had to work for a while, 
eventually settling into second - and the 
last transfer spot of the night - at the 
halfway point. Henry went on to win, 
followed by Dowd. Finishing one spot 
out of the transfers in third was Kawasa- 
ki rider Mike Jones. 


MAIN 


Pichon powered his Suzuki to the 
front of the pack at the start of the main 
event, just ahead of McGrath, Windham, 
LaRocco and Lusk. The first turn wasn't 
kind to a number of riders, including 
Lamson, who went down, and Dowd, 
who was pushed off the track and onto 
the concrete floor that surrounded the 
track. Soon after that, Button and Ward 
got together. 

"Larry Ward took me out and broke 
my triple clamps, plain and simple," an 
angry Button said. "I was in the àir and 
he friggin' hit me while I was in the air - 
totally T-boned me; bent my swingarm 
and everything. I’m not happy about no 
one's riding tonight." 

Button's night was prematurely over, 
while Ward rounded the first lap in 
17th. Ward would later fall again and 
eventually finish ninth, a repeat perfor- 
mance of his placing last week. 

Things weren't any better for Hughes. 

“I got tangled up in the first turn; I 
think Yogi (Lusk) hit me - imagine that? 
He hits everybody out there,” Hughes 
said of his first and only lap. "I got up 
and I figured that I’m going to have to 
hang it out and do it. I got to the 
whoops, went to the right, my foot kind 
of fell off the peg, and I went over the 
bars. I hit the ground so hard - I knew 
nothing was broken or anything, but it 
hurt so bad I couldn’t move. My leg was 
so charlied, my shoulder was so hurt, I 
couldn’t move. It was weird. I kind of 
saw a couple of stars, too.” 

Windham chased down McGrath 
and passed him for second on the 
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fourth lap, and then he began his 
charge on Pichon, who had already 
built up a few seconds on the rest of the 
pack. But, for Pichon, it wouldn't be 
nearly enough, as Windham reeled in 
the Suzuki rider and passed him on the 
eighth lap. From there on out, the race 
would be all Windham's. The Yamaha 
rider opened up about a full straight- 
away lead, which he would maintain to 
the finish. 

But the battle for second place was 
wide open, as LaRocco and Lusk moved 
into third and fourth after Pichon 
crashed and dropped to eighth. LaRocco 
quickly closed the gap on McGrath and 
began putting serious pressure on the 
defending champ. By the halfway point, 
McGrath and LaRocco were battling 
closely while threading their way 
through lapped traffic, and Lusk kept a 
close eye on the happenings from a safe 
fourth. Eventually, McGrath got the 
upper hand on LaRocco when he 
jumped a triple that LaRocco chose to 
double. 

At that point, the pursuer was now 
being pursued, as LaRocco began feel- 
ing heavy pressure from Lusk. On the 
17th lap, Lusk made his move and got 
by LaRocco for third. 

Once past LaRocco, Lusk was within 
striking distance of McGrath, but 
McGrath seemed in control of the situa- 
tion, not letting Lusk get too close - until 
two corners from the checkered flag. 

In a tight right-hander, Lusk out- 
braked McGrath going into the turn, cut 
to the inside, then drove out wide and 
into McGrath, knocking the Yamaha 
rider to the ground. Lusk stayed upright 
to finish second, while LaRocco slipped 
by McGrath before he could get going 
again to take third. A not-so-happy 
McGrath took fourth. 

Moments after riding into the pits, 


words were exchanged between 


McGrath and Lusk before they retreated 
to their respective pit areas. 

^He didn't even attempt to turn," a 
rather calm McGrath said. "I was in the 
rut and there was nowhere I could turn 
out and get away from it. What am I 
supposed to do? I'm just going to have 
to muscle down and wae “em next 
time.” 

"I didn't get a great start, and I 
played around with Mike (LaRocco) a 
little too long,” Lusk said. “I wanted to 
make it past him, but I never made that 
pass stick, so we ended up losing touch 
with Kevin (Windham). I got by Mike, 
and then passed Jeremy - he should’ve 
expected it. It was a strong block-pass, 
and I really didn’t do it intentionally. I 
came in sliding with my binders on, 
toward the exit of the turn, but he just 
didn’t expect it, and we went together, 
and he went down. I slid into him to do 
a block-pass; unfortunately, he didn't 
hold on tight enough." 

Later that evening, Lusk was visited 
by the AMA's Duke Finch and was offi- 
cially given a warning for rough riding. 

But McGrath will admit that he prob- 
ably should not have let himself get in a 
position to get taken out in the first 
place after turning in a (for him) less- 
than-spirited ride. 

“I don't know, I just didn't feel that 
good tonight," McGrath said. "But I was 
feeling good enough to at least get sec- 
ond. I just couldn't get going tonight. 
He (Windham) got a big lead - there was 
nothing I could do, really. I just couldn't 
get into a charging mode. I didn't have 
that killer instinct tonight and I don't 
know why. " 

А huge gap separated the top four 
riders from the rest of the pack for much 
of the race. Craig held down fourth 
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place during the middle portion of the 
race until Henry slipped by him on the 
17th lap. Finishing right behind Craig in 
seventh was Dowd, followed by Huff- 
man, Ward and Pichon. 

"When Lusk got behind me, I made a 
mistake in a turn and fell over," Pichon 
said. "I bent the handlebars a little bit, 
and I couldn't run very good in the ruts. 
I know I have the speed, but I’m going 
to have to work a bit more." CN

fter a week's vacation, Pro Cir- 
A SplitFire/Kawasaki's Ricky 

Carmichael returned to the 125cc 
Eastern Regional Supercross Series at 
the St. Louis Trans World Dome unde- 
feated, with five commanding wins. 
When it was all over, he came away 
with win number six. 

The native of Havana, Florida, made 
it look easy once again, winning both 
his heat races and the main event after 
grabbing the holeshot on his Chad 
Watts-prepared KX125. Although he 
crashed by himself on the final lap of the 
main, Carmichael eventually won by 
eight seconds for his sixth consecutive 
win. 

“I rode a smart 14 laps in a row and 
had a little last-lap bobble,” Carmichael 
said. “Luckily it wasn’t too bad, just a 
little tip-over in a turn.” 

Carmichael’s closest competitor in 
points, Primal Impulse Suzuki/ 
Answer/Bill’s Pipes-backed Robbie 
Reynard, did not earn a single point on 
the evening. Reynard, who also won his 
heat race in convincing fashion, cased a 
triple on the opening lap of the final and 
careened off the track and into the stadi- 
um wall. Reynard was battered and 
bruised but said he will be back next 
week. 

Finishing second in the final was 
FMF/Honda-mounted Brock Sellards. 
Sellards, who currently sits in third in 
the point standings, took third in his 
heat race and rounded the first turn in 
fourth in the final, passing two riders en 
route to a second-place finish. 

“I finally figured out how to do first- 
gear starts," a smiling Sellards said after 
the final. "I've been doing second-gear 
starts all my life." 

Finishing third for the second time 
this year was Lemonds Yamaha/Tom 
Morgan-backed Robbie Skaggs. The lik- 
able Skaggs rode well after being sick 
and not qualifying for the last several 
events, and moved into the top 10 in 
points. 

“АП of a sudden, I was in second 
after Reynard crashed, and I was like, 
‘This is cool,” Skaggs said. "I got a little 
weak midway through, though, because 
I've been sick." 

Next in line was Pro Circuit/Split- 
Fire/Kawasaki's Nick Wey. The rider 
from Michigan worked up to fourth 
after an eighth-place start. Wey has been 
out of action with a shoulder injury 
since Indianapolis but seems to be right 
back in the swing of things. 

“1 got tired from not being on the 
bike too much," Wey said. "I'm going to 
work real hard this week for the race in 
Michigan and see if I can get back up 
there." 

Finishing fifth was Team 
Stiffie/Westwood's Shaun Perolio, fol- 
lowed by FMF/Xtreme's Cory Keeney 
in sixth and Moto XXX-backed Brian 
Deegan in seventh. 

Finishing eighth was Streits Motor- 
sports/ RPI-backed Jason Thomas in 
what was his best finish of the year. He 





was followed by Cycle Shed KTM-spon- 
sored James Povolny in ninth. 
FMF/Honda's Danny Smith rounded 
| out the top 10 in his first race back since 
being injured at Daytona. 

With two Eastern Regional events 
remaining, Carmichael only needs one 
point to clinch his first 125cc supercross 
title. Barring misfortune, Carmichael 
will most likely wrap up the title next 
week at Pontiac. The real battle in points 
will be between Reynard and Sellards. 
Reynard has a six-point advantage over 
Sellards, 101-95.

Skaggs nailed the start in heat two 
and led for a lap, with Carmichael, Pero- 
lio and Kawasaki of Carrollton's Brad 
Woolsey following closely.

Honda of Troy's Casey Lytle, 
Stoughton Cycle's Jeffrey Baker and 
Suzuki's Tyler Evans moved into fifth, 
sixth and seventh, respectively, after 
Woolsey and R&S Kawasaki's Isaiah 
Johnson tangled hard over a triple jump. 

Team RPM/SMP/ Papa Joe's Pizza- 
backed Doug Dehaan crossed the line in 
eighth and Primal Impulse Suzuki's 
newest recruit, Tony Lorusso, came 
back from a first-lap crash to snag the 
final transfer position.

Skaggs moved into second and Pero- 
lio found himself in third. Sellards, who 
gated in fourth, moved by Perolio on lap 
three and was gunning for Skaggs. 
Skaggs, who was tiring, gave way to 
Sellards late on lap six. 

Notably moving through the pack 
was Wey. Starting in eighth, Wey 
passed two riders on lap one, Keeney on 
lap five and Perolio on lap six. Wey now 


had his sights set on Skaggs, who was ` 


some five seconds ahead of him. 
Carmichael, meanwhile, pulled away 
from the other riders and had a seven- 
second lead by the halfway point.

Sellards, who is currently third in the 
points, said.

For the sécond week in a row, defending Supercross Champion Jeff 
Emig did not compete. Emig is still suffering from a strained back liga- 
ment that first surfaced at the Daytona Supercross. Emig, who is original- 
ly from Missouri, says he will also pass on next week's (April 4) Pontiac 
Supercross in Michigan but is hopeful he will be ready for Charlotte on 
April 18. 





So how has the loss of Jeff Emig affected the Kawasaki team? 
“Because of the individual nature of each of our athletes, we look at it as 
an opportunity to shine, show what they can do," team manager Bruce 
Stjernstrom said of teammates Ryan Hughes and Damon Huffman. 
"Jeff has carried the torch for the last three years. We've told Ryan and 
Damon, ‘Here’s your opportunity, take advantage of it.' We're hoping 
they ride to the challenge. " 


Also sitting out the St. Louis Supercross was Team Suzuki's Greg 
Albertyn. lt was Albertyn's second no-show in a row. Albertyn took а 
couple of hard falls at the New Orleans Supercross three weeks ago and 
is. still too sore to race, "We thought he was going to be able to ride this 
week," Team Suzuki manager Roger DeCoster said. "He tried to practice 
on Tuesday but was in too much pain." DeCoster added that Albertyn's 
MRI on his upper back region came back negative (no broken bones or 
torn muscles) and his physician believes the problems are nerve-related. 


Still on the injured list is Team Noleen's Tim Ferry. Ferry injured his 
knee at the Tampa Supercross on March 1.and is expected to miss the 
remaining rounds of the Supercross Series and start his comeback at the 
outdoor National series opener in San Bernardino, California, in May. Also 
still out is Kawasaki of Mexico/Tecate's Phil Lawrence, who is on the 
mend with а broken collarbone. 


While a few riders were absent at St. Louis, another few returned to 
action at the Trans World Dome, one of which was Team SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Nick Wey. Wey suffered à slight shoulder disloca- 
tion at the Indianapolis Supercross and missed the Tampa, Daytona and 
Minneapolis rounds of the Eastern Regional 125cc Series. Wey. however, 
did compete a week earlier at the Spring National Amateur MX at Lake 
Whitney, Texas, where he finished second to Robbie Reynard. Wey fin- 
ished fourth in the 125сс. main. Also returning to 125cc East Coast SX 
action was FMF/Honda's Danny Smith, who injured his wrist at the 
Daytona Supercross. Smith finished 10th. 


Team Honda's Ezra Lusk feit confident before the St. Louis main event, 
Team Honda. manager Cliff White said before the evening's racing pro- 
gram that Lusk's fracture in his left-hand has healed, and he is hopeful to 
nab his third win of the year, "Ezra's had a bit of a mental let-down 








because of the injury," White said. “Не needs to pull himself out of that, 
and it's been difficult for someone as serious as. Ezra to do that." Lusk 
said, “Му wrist is 100-percent healed - it's time to start winning again.” 


One of the big questions in supercross right now is whether or not Ricky 
Carmichael - whose chances are good to win the title in the 125cc East 
Coast Series, which will come to a close April 18 at Charlotte, North Car- 
olina - will make his 250cc debut at the Dallas Supercross, on April 25. | 
The one man with the answer is Carmichael's team boss, Mitch 
Payton. "We don't plan on it," Payton said. "It is something to consider, 
though; because the race is going to be televised on ABC the next day, 
and that could be good exposure, but it could backfire. We have the 
Nationals to think about." Carmichael said, "I'd love to ride the 250s, but 
it's up to the team manager." 


The Answer-backed, Primal Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki team picked up a 
new rider for the '98 season - Tony Lorusso. "We'll work with him 
(Lorusso) in the next few rounds, then go hàrd with him at the outdoor 
Nationals," said Primal Impulse mechanic Rick Blasingame. Lorusso was | 
recently discharged from the F&S Suzuki team. 


Now that the AMA/PJ1 Arenacross Series is over, some of the arenacross 
regulars joined up with the Supercross Series at St. Louis, including Cliff 
Palmer, Mike Jones, Grayson Goodman, Todd DeHoop and Jeromy 
Buehl. Even second-place finisher in the arenacross series Chad Peder- 
son came to St. Louis - but did not race. After buying a $780 plane tick- 
et, Pederson arrived at the Trans World Dome but was. not allowed to 
race. The AMA would not issue Pederson a pro license at the race. “I 
didn't fill out the paperwork in time," Pederson, “but | thought they would 
issue me a license anyway. They used to issue licenses on the day of the 
race, but | guess.they don't do that anymore. All you need in.arenacross 
is an AMA membership card..l'll just relax tonight, have fun and. watch." 
Palmer had the most success of the arenacross stars, finishing 11th in 
the 250cc main. Buehl finished 17th. Jones, DeHoop and Goodman failed 
to qualify for the main events.

WAL t was the weirdest thing," said 
ü former AMA 500cc National 
Champion Darrell Shultz, 
reflecting on a telltale moment from his 
youth. "My father was at a local North- 
ern California enduro, and I was there 
watching him. While sitting on my 
Schwinn Stingray bicycle - the full-on 
chopper bike with the banana seat and 
curled handlebars - I saw this wild little 
kid doing these unimaginable jumps on 
his bicycle. There was this big crowd of 
kids around the jump and he would 
peddle towards it as fast as he could. He 
was on some type of Schwinn and just 
whipping it. In fact, he was the first per- 
son I had ever seen whip a bicycle like 
that. I was so in awe of him that I felt 
compelled to go over and meet him. He 
was this short kid and he was all red - 
all red hair and freckles." 

Shultz didn’t realize it at the time, 
but the young Schwinn pilot’s name 
was Danny Chandler, and little did he 
know what effect the young man would 
ultimately have on the sport of 
motocross in the years to come. 

In fact, the scene of Chandler riding 
his bike - whether it be powered by his 
fast-moving feet or eye-stinging premix 
- pell-mell toward the face of a jump 
and launching off of it much to the awe 
and appreciation of the people gathered 
next to it was something that would 
eventually make him a household name 
to motocross fans around the world. 

To this day, Danny "Magoo" Chan- 
dler is arguably the most colorful and 





courageous motocross racer this nation 
has ever produced. In possession of bril- 
liant speed and an enormous amount of 
strength and courage, Chandler was the 
raging bull of the U.S. motocross circuit. 
From the early days of terrorizing the 
slam-bam local tracks of Northern Cali- 
fornia or intimidating the unflappable 
Bob Hannah at Saddleback in 1979 to 
thrilling a nationwide TV audience dur- 
ing ABC TV's Superbikers and pulling 
off the greatest Motocross des Nations 
performance in the event's hallowed 52- 
year history, Chandler, through his race- 
winning, go-for-broke approach to 


always did - crashed at 
the Paris Supercross in 
1985. The seemingly 
harmless shunt result- * 
ed in a serious spinal-cord injury, para- 
lyzing the beloved motocross racer. 
After a touch-and-go period in a Paris 
hospital, Chandler finally returned 
home. It was there that he fell on black 
days. Now a man without a sport, 
Chandler struggled to come to terms 
with life in a wheelchair, and he went 
through a period of dark depression and 
personal struggle that, for all intents and 
purposes, saw him fall off the face of the 
motocross world. 

Fortunately, as time went by, Magoo

line. From that experience, I found 
myself following the brilliant career of 
the Northern California racer. 

Recently, after numerous attempts to 
track Chandler down, I was provided 


` with a phone number by Greg Fox at 


Fox racing. Upon dialing, the phone 
rang, and to my surprise, it was 
answered by Magoo. Finding him 
friendly, funny and animated, we began 
a conversation that lasted a couple of 














hours, and I learned much more about 
the life and times of Danny "Magoo" 
Chandler. 

“I'm from Foresthill, California, 
which is in between Lake Tahoe and 
Sacramento, and I’ve lived my entire life 
in the area," said Chandler from his 
home on a Saturday morning. 

“Му dad was into bikes and I grew 
up around them, and the first bikes I 
climbed on were Honda 50s and old - 
Step-throughs. My dad raced and I 
started to ride at age 4, and I started 
racing when I was 9. My first race 
was in Marysville, California, at 
MMM Raceway, on a Yamaha Mini 
Enduro. I won and kissed a girl - the 
trophy girl - for the first time," he 
recalled with laughter. "I was really 
hooked from the very beginning." 

While motocross is chock-full of 
nicknamed racers, Chandler's is one 
of the most indelible. Just where did 
the clever name "Magoo" come from? 

^My dad had nicknames for every- 
one," Chandler laughed. "My mom's 
name was Mary Jane and she had red 
hair, so my dad nicknamed her 'Big 
Red.' My oldest sister got the nickname 
‘Little Red,’ while my little sister, who 
had black hair, was nicknamed ‘Blackie.’ 
I got the name ‘Magoo’ because I was 
always running into things..." 

After the aforementioned Schwinn 
jumping era, Chandler turned to full- 
sized motorcycles at a very young age. 
And while he had spent some time on 
the nascent, ring-ding minicycles of the 
era, he and his father felt he was ready 
for something bigger and more power- 
ful - a CZ 250. 

“We did the CMC races,” Chandler 
said. “I started racing with them when I 
was 11 years old on a CZ 250. I had to 
have a CZ because Brad Lackey had 
one, and he was my total idol. One of 
the problems I faced then was there 
weren't that many places that would let 
me race because I was too young. Back 
then the mini races were more of a half- 
time deal and I couldn't race AMA 
events until I turned 14. However, with 
the CMC, I was able to race the Expert 
class at a real young age. When I even- 
tually got to race with the AMA, I was 
protested all of the time for being too 
young. I was winning at a young age, so 
that caused a lot of trouble for me. 

"It took me about a year to get up to 
speed in the Expert class, as I had to 
race against fast guys from Northern 
California, like Pat Richter, Danny Turn- 
er and Darrell Shultz," Chandler said. 
“We were real bar-banging fools, Shultz 
and I, right from when we were kids. 
We talked and everything and got 
along, but we were very competitive 
with one another and didn't grow out of 
it until late in our careers." 

“I first met up with him on the 
motorcycles at a local Northern Califor- 
nia race," said Darrell Shultz, who 
together with his regional adversary 
would climb the ladder to motocross 
stardom. “Не and Pat Richter were just 
kicking everybody’s ass. ГА see him at 
the gate at the local races and was in 
awe of him. When I finally beat him six 
months later, it was like winning a 
national championship to me." 

"Racing was a total obsession right 
from the beginning," Chandler said. ^T 
mean I would ride my minibike to 
school. I was kind of a quiet and with- 
drawn kid, and my bike was my 
strength, my world, and my domain - I 
was never intimidated when I was on it. 
At 16, I got my pro license and rode 
Hangtown and qualified, but ended up 
blowing the base gasket on my KTM 
125: 






After a stint as the totalitarian ruler 
of the highly competitive Northern Cali- 
fornia scene, Chandler got serious. 
Armed with a small budget and a cou- 
ple of RMs that had been seriously 
worked over by DG, he jumped head- 
first into the fray of AMA professional 
motocross. 

"In 1977 I hit the Nationals full time 
and was sponsored by Ready Mix. They 
gave me a budget of $15,000 and we 
went down to Southern California and 
bought DG Suzukis with it. The year 
went good, and I was able to run with 
guys like Bob Hannah, but I crashed a 
lot. Then, in 1978, I rode the Nationals 
on a Suzuki RM125 sponsored by BJ 
Cycle in Pittsburgh, Kansas. I did pretty 
well and my best finish that year was a 
third overall at the Trabuco Canyon 
(California) National. I should have won 
that race. I got the lead in both motos, 
but got tired and let (Mark) Barnett and 
(Broc) Glover go past me. Later in the 
season, Jim Moore, Bob Moore's dad, 
who operated Pro Trac Trailers, offered 
to help me and gave me some sponsor- 
ship." 

"In the late 1970s, I was sponsoring a 
couple of local guys in Northern Califor- 
nia and Danny caught my eye," said Jim 
Moore, Chandler's first significant spon- 
sor in the sport. “I gave him bikes and 
parts and support on the road. He was a 
wild man and had a lot of talent. I knew 
then that if we could get him going in 
the right direction, he could be a World 
Champion. In fact, I remember once at 
Hangtown, he had a get-off while wide 
open in fifth gear. He and the bike must 
have flown 150 feet. The bike went one 
way, and he the other. However, he got 
up, dusted himself off, and got back on 
and took off. With that kind of desire, I 
knew he could be a winner.” 

On the eve of the 1979 season, Chandler 
joined forces with Maico. A mere shad- 
ow of what they once were in America 
(and around the world, for that matter), 
the German marque hoped the young 
Turk would help breathe life back into 
their fast-crumbling brand name. 

“In 1979, I raced a metal-tank Maico 
250," said Chandler. "After the season 
opener at Hangtown, we went down to 
Wheelsmith Maico in Southern Califor- 
nia and did a lot of motor work on the 
bike. We would drill out parts to shed 
weight and do anything else we could to 
make it lighter." 

Then, on a sunny 
April Sunday after- 
noon on the outskirts | 
of Orange County, 
California, Danny © 
Chandler pulled into | 
Saddleback Park and 
put in a performance | 
that became legend. / 
Mounted on the big | 
and loud Maico, | 
Magoo crossed swords > 
with the world's then- ^ 
preeminent motocross 
rider - Bob Hannah. ^ 
And much like Steven 
Speilberg's first movie, 
“Duel,” Chandler stalked the champion 
- his image filling up his quarry's 
rearview mirror - to the point that Han- 
nah feared for his safety and well-being. 

"At the first race at Saddleback, we 
passed each other back and forth 
throughout the entire first moto. I 
remember that, after Banzai Hill, we 
would come up towards the announc- 
er's tower, and I would wave him (Han- 
nah) by," Chandler recollected with a 
laugh. ^I was playing total head games 
with him. I always wanted to beat him 
in the worst way and I was doing every-

thing I could to intimidate him. There 
was a set of jumps there that day, and 
during the first practice session, I looked 
at it and knew I was going to jump it. 
That's how I always was: If I thought 1 
could do something on the track, I 
would do it. I did the first practice lap, 
and on the very next lap, I jumped it; it 
was so cool. During the next few laps, 
all these spectators started watching the 
jump, and I would just whip the bike 
and get the rear tire out towards the 
fence and push them back. I loved doing 
that - pushing the spectators back from 
the fence. I was the only one doing the 
jump and everyone was just blown 
away. I was like: "What's up?' I didn't 
think it was that big of a deal. Eventual- 
ly, Hannah had to do it in the race, as 
well. In the first moto, I led for a long 
time but got tired and got second. In the 
second moto, the engine blew up. I 
believe it was due to the fact that we 
had been cutting the back skirt off the 
piston, and we just stuck one." 

"That day at Saddleback was very 
memorable," said Jim Moore. "He was 
the first one to clear the big jump there - 
in fact, I think they began calling it the 
‘Magoo Double Jump.’ He was always 
pulling stunts like that. Also, there was 
a big north vs. south thing going on 
then. We were all from Northern Cali- 
fornia and racing in Southern California 
was a big deal for us. I knew he could 
beat Bob there; we talked about it 
beforehand. In fact, I knew that Danny 
could beat anybody." 

Greg Arnette, the current visionary 


behind Arnette sunglasses and a former. 


mechanic and team manager on the 
AMA. motocross circuit, and who was at 
Saddleback that afternoon, remembers: 
"Bob would pass him, and Danny 
would pass him back. Danny was run- 
ning that big Maico, and I think some- 
thing even fell off it 
during the race, but 
he kept going at it 
with him. When 
they came to that big 
uphill double jump, 
which was like a big 
ditch with another 
jump up above it, 
Magoo would hit it, 
jump, and land way 
up the hill. I remem- 
ber Hannah just 
shaking his head 
like, "You're crazy.’ 
Hannah would catch 
< him in another sec- 
tion of the track, but then Danny would 
just fly over his head over the jump." 

. Shortly after the Saddleback Nation- 
al, Chandler experienced a few nagging 
injuries that ultimately sabotaged his 
season. As a result, he returned to 
Foresthill and regrouped for the 1980 
campaign. 

“1980 was another Maico year and it 
didn't go very well. I lost my mechanic, 
Bill Duprado, who had a big fight with 
Maico over the bikes. We weren't get- 
ting the things we were being promised 
by Maico, and I was just a kid and

didn't want to lose my job. Eventually, 
things went to shit with Maico and I had 
to look elsewhere for help. In 1981, I 
rode one of the new water-cooled 
RM125s, again for Jim Moore at Pro Trac 
Trailers. Jim gave me a trailer, and paid 
for gas and food. I spent a lot of time on 
the road and was growing as a rider. I 
was riding good and it was really a box- 
stock era in my career. I was riding pri- 
marily stock stuff, but I was happy 
because I just wanted to be there, rac- 
ing." 

After finishing ninth in the 1981 
AMA 125cc National Championship 
point standings - his first top-10 finish - 
Chandler returned home and began 
working the phone in an attempt to put 
something together for 1982. It was 
there that he fielded the phone call that 
changed his professional career. 

"Later in 1981," said Chandler, "I 
was up at my house in Foresthill trying 
to get a KTM deal put together, as I 
was really ready to go racing again. 
Suzuki was helping me with a bike, 
parts and a truck, but I was hoping for 
something bigger. I got a phone call out 
of the blue from the guys at LOP rac- 
ing. Jim Tarantino, who was riding for 
them then and getting ready for the 
Trans-USA Series, had broken his foot, 
so LOP gave me a call and asked, 
‘Want to ride for us?’ I flew to Illinois 
and began testing the Honda 480, 
which was just great, on their private 
track with Mike Brown. 

"The Trans-USA opener at Mid-Ohio 
was my first race with the team, and I 
won both motos. I went on to win every 
moto in the series but one, and every- 
thing was so cool. I had a box truck, 
mechanic, and Team Honda was sup- 
porting them, so I had great equipment 
and my head was beginning to swell as I 
gained more confidence. I was able to 
practice a lot and really get around the 
race scene. I was really starting to take 
the sport more seriously, as well. I had 
quit smoking pot when I was 18 or 19. 
That may not sound very good, but 
coming from the hills of Northern Cali- 
fornia, where they grow a lot of that 
stuff, there was always a lot of it 
around. I knew the LOP ride was the 
break I needed. I was running and train- 
ing harder than ever and that really 
helped me." 

Through the LOP ride, and a lot of 
talent, determination, and tenacity, 
Chandler had arrived - rubber side up - 
at another level. Through the insight 
and clairvoyance of a championship- 
winning mechanic named Greg Arnette, 
Chandler had totally capitalized on the 
big break with which he had been pro- 
vided. 

“Greg Arnette helped get me picked 
for the LOP team. He had taken a real 
shine to me and took me into his house 
when we were on the road and helped 
coach me. Greg was the one guy I finally 
listened to; I really respected what he 
said." 





“1 coached him along the way," Greg 
Arnette recalled from his home in Flori- 
da. ^I was running Honda's production 
team then and it was our job to prove 
that Honda's production bikes could 
win. I had to teach Danny that you just 
don't go crazy and have to win by a 
mile. You don't go out and jump over 
everybody's head, get a big lead, then 
crash. I told him that firsts, seconds and 
thirds won championships. It took me 
forever to beat all that into his head. 

“We gave him bikes through ГОР, 
which supported him as a team," con- 
tinued Arnette. “I knew he had all the 
talent in the world, but no one had 
coached him on how to win. He would 
just screw the throttle wide open, and I 
really had to work with him and preach 
that you need to be consistent - I 
brought that to him through my work 
with Kent Howerton. | kept teaching 
him that it was okay to hold third place 
in a moto if it got you the overall. We'd 
work with him before and during the 
race and always tell him where he was 
on the track. It all took a little while, but 
he caught on and we would keep 
explaining: ‘This is how you win cham- 
pionships. Don’t get bummed out if you 
get a third- or a fourth-place finish in a 
moto.’ 

“Dave Arnold and I worked closely 
together. Part of my job was to help the 
production guys slide into the factory 
team. We would always communicate 
together, then stand back and look at 
the production guys and decide who 
had the talent to ride for Team Honda 
and be a champion. I remember telling 
Danny during the 1981 Trans-USA 
Support Series, ‘If you can win this 
series, and show confidence, and smart 
riding, it could open the door for a full 
factory ride with Honda, which would 
provide you with works bikes and a 
good salary.’ With that, he saw the 
light and ended up winning the title. 
No one thought he could do it, but he 
did.” 

That off-season, Team Honda came 
calling, and Chandler was signed to a 
full factory deal with the world’s most 
powerful motocross team. Through the 
help and advice of others, Chandler was 
called up from the “farm team” in order 
to take his place on the works squad in 
“the big show.” 

“Greg Arnette was the one that told 
me I had to calm down,” explained 
Chandler in regard to his new job at the 
factory. "And that was a daily issue 
with me - I mean even my mom was 
telling me that. Between Greg and Roger 
DeCoster and Dave Arnold at Team 
Honda, I ended up with a factory ride. 
Roger DeCoster helped me out so much. 
I'd come in all pumped up after riding a 
45-minute moto and sit in a lawn chair 
to try and calm down, and I would just 
watch him relate with the mechanics 
and the riders. You could tell immedi- 
ately that he knew so much and I had so 
much respect for him." 

“We had a big support team at the 
time that was being run by Greg 
Arnette,” Roger DeCoster said. "Danny 
was already on a Honda at LOP and we 
were looking at him for the Honda sup- 
port team. We could tell right away that 
he was much faster than anyone on that 
team, and we eventually snagged him 
for the factory team. We were looking 
for someone with charisma and color. 
We felt that the factory team needed to 


be lightened up a little bit and that ` 


Danny would fit in well. While O’Mara, 
Hansen and Bailey were great, they 
didn’t have the same amount of charis- 
ma as Danny. It all worked out well. 
Danny never won a championship, but 
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he and his riding generated so much 
publicity for us." 

That summer, Magoo Chandler 
caught fire. On a gray and misty day in 
Carlsbad, California, Chandler scored 
the first big win of his career - the Carls- 
bad 500cc U.S. GP of Motocross. And 
from there, he went on a rampage that 
made him the fastest - and most popular 
- motocross racer on earth. 

"In 1982, I really started getting it all 
together. I got lucky and won the Carls- 
bad 500cc U.S. GP of Motocross. I think 
what helped me was that I ate a chili 
burger for breakfast - I was full of gas," 
said Chandler, laughing. “No, I got 
good starts there and I always liked to 
run with Darrell (Shultz), who was the 
fastest rider there that day and would 
have been right there, but he had a bum 
leg. He rode in a lot of pain that after- 
noon and I really felt for him. After I 
won, I was on top of the world." 

"In 1982, we rode as teammates at 
Honda and were getting along great by 
that time," Shultz said, explaining how 
the two had come from jumping bicy- 
cles over stumps and mounds of dirt to 
being teammates at Team Honda. "We 
finally had become good friends. We 
had come all the way up to the top lev- 
els together, and Danny was one of 
those weird guys you would be terrified 
of, because he could beat you by 30 sec- 
onds if he wanted to. There were only a 
handful of guys in the history of the 
sport that could terrify you like that." 

Later that season, Chandler showed 
up in Carlsbad to ride in "ABC's Wide 
World of Sports' Superbikers." Purpose- 
built for TV, “The Superbikers" brought 
the world's best motorcycle racers 
together on a one-off track made up of 
various dirt and asphalt sections that 
catered to road racers, dirt trackers and, 
of course, motocrossers. Though it was 
an event long dominated by motocross- 
er-turned-road racer Steve Wise, Chan- 
dler made the race his own, pulling off 
one daring high-speed maneuver after 
another on his way to the big win. 

“The Superbikers’ was a great race," 








Today, Chandler promotes 
bicycle races and has an 
interest in small businesses 
and non-profit organizations. 
He also helps people with 
disabilities. 


Chandler said. "Steve Wise 
had been the dominant guy 
in the event, and it felt good 
to go out and beat him. 
Gavin Trippe, who promot- 
ed it, put together a hell of a 
race, and always has. It was 
a very unique race for me. 1 
got to ride with Eddie Law- 
son and Ricky Graham, who 
I met for the first time there. 
In fact, Ricky and I had a lot 
in common, as we were both 
from Northern California 
and his cousin lived right by 
me. We hit it off immediate- 
ly. We would always chew 
Copenhagen (tobacco) 
together and we just became 
friends instantly. I was very 
saddened by his death 
recently. We used to take 
things to the kids in the hos- 
pital and all that - 111 really 
miss him." 

“Magoo was a lunatic,” 
said Trippe, who also pro- 
moted the Carlsbad U.S. GP 
of Motocross, from his 
home near San Diego. “He 
was just a great character 

- and had talent up the butt. 
He was the motocross equivalent of 
Dave Aldana, the great dirt tracker and 
road racer. He was one of those guys 
that had an abundance of talent and was 
really loose on the track. It wasn't that 
he wasn't dedicated, he was just really 
relaxed. Danny didn't realize how much 
talent he had. 

“I believe that ‘The Superbikers’ 
made his name," Trippe said. "He came 
along and beat Steve Wise, who had 
been dominating the event. Everybody 
at ABC loved Magoo because he had so 
much character. We were a TV show 
and we needed somebody like him. Sam 
Posey, who covered the races for ABC, 
was just in awe of him." 

While lounging around at the 
"Superbiker" event, Chandler was 
approached by Roger DeCoster and 
asked if he would be interested in being 
a member of the American Motocross 
and Trophee des Nations team. The year 
before, Johnny O'Mara, Donnie Hansen, 
Chuck Sun and Danny LaPorte - all 
Team Honda riders - had defeated the 
Europeans for the first time in the World 
Team Championship of Motocross, and 
DeCoster was beginning to pull the 
pieces together for a repeat assault in 
'82. : 

“At the ‘Superbikers’ event, I was 
told Га be on the 1982 American 
Motocross and Trophee des Nations 
team as an alternate, and that was cool 
with me," Chandler said. “Ву the time 
we left for Europe, I had been drafted 
on the team as one of the four riders to 
represent America. I had never been 
there and when I got off the plane, the 
first thing I had to do was figure out 
what direction was north - I had to 
know where the sun came up and went 
down. At the airport we rented a BMW, 
got on the autobahn and got it going 140 
mph. I was the full-on tourist, taking 
pictures of the speedometer and every- 
thing. Being there was a weird deal 
because my body clock was all off, but I 
felt really good. We had a lot of fun 
before the races began. I bought a radio- 
controlled car, and 1 remember one time 





Johnny O'Mara fell asleep and we put 
whip cream all over him. I was so 
relaxed there, it was sick - I enjoyed 
being in a new world. It was a new 
place and I felt very confident." 

In the early 1980s, the Motocross des 
Nations operated with a completely dif- 
ferent format than today's current three- 
man version. Held over two weekends, 
the first event - the Trophee des Nations 
- consisted of each nation sending out a 
four-man team aboard 250cc motorcy- 
cles. The second weekend followed the 
same format, but was called the 
Motocross des Nations and was contest- 
ed with 500cc bikes. That September, the 
Americans grooved into Gaildorf, Ger- 
many, for the Trophee des Nations, and 
Chandler and his teammates Johnny 
O'Mara, David Bailey and Jim Gibson 
were ready for war. 

“During practice, there was this killer 
downhill with a jump at the bottom," 
Chandler said. “Га hit it in fourth gear 
and jump up toward this clump of trees 
wide open. I was flying so far, ГА have 
to duck my head when I flew towards 
the trees. The next day, during timed 
training, I would take off on that same 
jump and wasn't coming anywhere near 
the same trees. I was worried and told 
Roger DeCoster that I wasn't getting the 
same distance off the jumps in that sec- 
tion. Later that afternoon, we found out 
that the reason I thought I wasn't flying 
as far was because they had come out 
the night before and cut all the trees 
back." 

After the opening ceremonies, Chan- 
dler felt strong and confident. And from 
the moment the gate clanked heavily 
onto the hard-packed Gaildorf ground, 
he took off like a scalded cat. Once into 
the lead and all alone, Chandler roared 
around the sweeping, high-speed, blue- 
grooved Gaildorf circuit in a league of 
his own, winning the moto with appar- 
ent ease. 

"I knew I had to get a good start,” he 
said. “After the gate dropped, Johnny О’ 
and I were up front at the head of the 
pack. I felt great, because I really liked 
the track. It was fast and there were a lot 
of holes. I got lucky because I rode 


"strong and didn't fall." 


The second moto was a different 
story, as Chandler faced an aggressive 
adversary. Clad in yellow and black, the 
antagonistic foe wasn't a renowned 
European racer - but a sugar-crazed bee. 

“When we first got to the track in 
Germany, I thought, 'Shit! It's all apple 
fields," laughed Chandler, who is aller- 
gic to bee stings. “There were bees 
everywhere. I was comfortable, though, 
because we had brought my bee-sting 
kit with us. Sure as shit, while racing in 
the second moto, I got stung. He hit me 
in the throat and I could feel him wig- 
gling in the front of my jersey and he 
ended up stinging me on the neck - I 
knew it right away. What was funny, at 
the time, was that there were seven laps 
left in the race, but the mechanics and 
team members kept putting up the 'four 
laps to go' sign. I knew I would make it, 
but I was itching so bad. When I got off 
the bike, I was itching like crazy and 
looking for anything to scratch with, 
and that's when hell really broke loose." 

“І wanted him on the team," said 
Roger DeCoster in regard to Chandler's 
performance that afternoon. "I didn't 
think he would win both motos, but I 
thought he had a chance at the overall. 
He was so much faster than everyone 
that he got all the attention. In fact,. he 
was so fast, people over there thought 
he was on drugs. After the second moto, 
where he got stung by the bee, he came 
off the bike at the finish line and he 





went to grab a wire brush to scratch 
himself. He rubbed his body raw with it. 
While this was going on, an old guy 
from the Belgian federation, who was 
also a longtime affiliate of the FIM, saw 
what was going on and thought Chan- 
dler, who was as red às a tomato, was 
on drugs. For a while, some of the Euro- 
peans wanted to protest the results, but 
fortunately a local doctor was there and 
realized what was going on. He 
explained the situation and quickly got 
him an antidote." 

After all the calamitous finger-point- 
ing and confusion subsided and cooler 
heads prevailed, Team America and its 
hero Danny Chandler stood atop the 
victory podium and listened to the 
National Anthem. A few minutes later, 
they packed up their belongings and 
hauled toward Wohlen, Switzerland, for 
the next weekend's Motocross des 
Nations. Would they make it two in a 
row? Sure they would - they had Danny 
Chandler. 

"The next weekend in Switzerland 
was the same thing. I was really relaxed 
and the whole week up to the race was 
cool. It was there that for the first time I 
watched how a European motocross 
track was put together. The track work- 
ers came out and put stakes in the 
ground and put on two layers of rope to 
keep the fans behind and that was it. I 
thought that was so cool." 

For Chandler and his steadfast 
mechanic, Steve Carter (to whom Chan- 
dler referred as an "awesome guy" 
throughout this interview), the stone- 
strewn Swiss circuit was the site of 
another two-moto romp of Europe's 
best. Roger DeCoster, who was manag- 
ing the American team for the second 
consecutive year, recalls the eventful 
afternoon vividly. 

"There were a lot of rocks on the 
track in Switzerland, and, before the first 
moto, the mechanics were putting hand 
guards on the bikes," DeCoster recol- 
lects. “When it came time for the first 
moto, Danny went to the line with no 
chest protector on. I mentioned to him 
that he should put one on because the 
rocks there would level him. He said to 
me with a grin, ‘Don’t worry, ГИ get into 
the lead right away.' He was so fast that 
he would do these wide-open drifts. 
through the berms and corners and just 
blow things up with the rear wheel. Our 
own guys couldn't believe how fast 
Danny was going over there. I remember 
in one of the motos in Switzerland, John- 
ny was up front and Danny came up on 
him. He was in such a hurry to get to the 
front that he would come through the 
mechanics" area, sliding the bike with 
one hand on the handlebars and the 
other off, and waving and signaling for 
O'Mara to move over for him." 

Magoo Chandler returned to Ameri- 
ca a hero. The man a number of people 
had considered the weak link of the 
American effort had pulverized anyone 
and anything that dared to get in his 
way over in Europe. After all the hoopla 
had died down, reality set back in and 
Chandler began preparing for the 1983 
race season. It would prove to be a fruit- 
ful year for the now seasoned - and bat- 
tle-hardened - veteran, as he won the 
first two 500cc Nationals at Hangtown 
and Saddleback, along with round five 
at Mount Morris, Pennsylvania, and the 
season finale at Millville, Minnesota. 
When the big 500cc bikes rolled beneath 
the checkered flag for the final time at 
Millville, Chandler had earned enough 
points for third overall in the final sea- 
son points tally behind champion Broc 
Glover and Kawasaki-mounted war- 
horse Kent Howerton. 








“1983 was good, because I was doing 
what I had always wanted to do - race 
motorcycles and train," Chandler said. 
“However, I was drinking way too 
much, going to clubs and driving 
around in my Porsche 928. I was living 
the high life and being stupid. Looking 
back, it was all really stupid, and I was 
getting out of hand - the life took a hold 
of me. 

“One afternoon, after the season was 
over, I was in my back yard blasting 
laps, and 1 fell off and fractured my 
skull and broke my jaw in two places. It 
was a real hard crash, and it took me 
two years to get over it. I’m still deaf in 
one ear because of it." 

The crash would begin the down- 
ward spiral in Chandler's results which 
ultimately cost him his job at Honda. 
And as if that weren't enough already, 
Magoo fell victim to a temptation that 
unfortunately haunts many an athlete. 

“In 1984, I rode for Honda in the 
Trans-Cal and did a few Nationals," he 
said, “but I was still hurt from the jaw 
incident - it took me so long to get over 
that. Shortly after that, Honda didn't 
renew my contract, because it was a big 
cutback year there, so I 
was off the team. At 
that time, I also started 
doing cocaine. I was at 
а party, and I was in a 7 
lot of pain, both physi- 7 
cally and mentally, and 
I don't know what 
made me do it, because | 
I was never interested ^ 
in the stuff before, but I $ 
broke down and did it © 
anyway. That was а | 
fatal mistake, because I 
got in over my head 
right away. I went 
through a few months 
of that and didn't know when it was 
going to end. 

"Fortunately, out of nowhere, Dave 
Grant, a player in European motocross, 
gave me a call and asked' me if Jeremy 
Whatley could come over and hang out 
with me. It was at that point that I shook 
it all off - the drugs and the booze. I 
began cross-country skiing, lifting, run- 
ning - I was really into cross-training 
like that. Jeremy stayed there with me 
for three months, and it was the hardest 
І had ever trained. I went to Europe to 
race for Alec Wright's Kawasaki team, 
which was based in the United King- 
dom, and was teamed with Georges 
Jobe, who was their main man. We went 
to Beaucaire and I won the first two 
motos, but the swingarm bolt fell off in 
the third. On the flight home, Alec 
Wright pulled me aside and told me the 
way things were going to be with Jobe 
on the team. I was young and told him 
where to stick it. A few days later, Grant 
called and said, "What did you say to 
Alec?' I told him and that was that." 

` “I first met Magoo at an international 
race that Roger DeCoster put together in 
Tahiti," said Dave Grant, who today 
heads up Honda's World Champi- 
onship-winning factory 250cc Grand 
Prix motocross team in Europe. "He was 
racing in it along with Graham Noyce, 
Hakan Carlqvist, Brian Myerscough and 
DeCoster. Later, I came into contact 
with Danny again when Brad Lackey 
called me, trying to help find him a ride 
in Europe after he left Honda. We put 
him in contact with Alec Wright, who 
was running a factory team for Kawasa- 
ki with Georges Jobe as its lead rider. 
There was no budget for another rider, 
but we managed to put something 
together for him. Due to problems 
between him and Alec, it didn't work

out. So I sent him over to KTM. Magoo 
was a damn good rider and the people 
in Europe just loved him. Danny was a 
people's rider." 

"Grant called me and. asked if I 
would be interested in riding a KTM in 
the 1995 500cc GPs," Chandler said. ^I 
said, ‘Yeah,’ and packed my bags for 
Europe. I arrived three weeks before the 
first GP and took a week to get the bikes 
sorted out. Two weeks later, I ran the 
first GP in Austria and went 4-DNF. I 
felt pretty good, but we had a lot of sus- 
pension problems with the bike there. 
At the second GP in France, I got lucky 
and won the overall. I was real happy 
that I had gotten over the big accident 
that I had, and that I could finally ride 
again. I should have won a number of 
GPs, but I made a lot of mistakes. A few 
more races into the season - I think it 
was the fifth or sixth GP - we were rac- 
ing in Italy, and the next thing I know, I 
wake up in a hospital with a concussion 
and a dislocated shoulder. I was out of it 
for the year and I went back to the 
States. 

“During that downtime, I received an 


offer to ride for a Kawasaki team put - 


together by the Ital- 
ian importer there. I 
signed a contract for 
$90,000 and took in 
a lot of additional 
money from Clover 
(a clothing compa- 
ny). I was really 
happy with the deal 
I had set up for the 
new season." 

Excited about the 
possibilities for the 
ý fast-approaching 
“© 1986 race season, 
Magoo hopped on a 
plane and headed 
overseas to compete in a few hand- 
picked, lucrative international super- 
cross events - which were all the rage at 
that point in history. After the first event 
in Italy, Chandler headed for Paris - and 
head-on toward the darkest moment he 
would ever experience. 

“I went to race in Genoa, Italy, and 
we were supposed to receive our start 
money for the following week's race in 
Paris; France," Chandler said. "We 
never got the money, and I told them I 
wasn't going to go - but I did. I crashed 
very hard that night, but I don't 
remember much about it. I was really 
messed up. I had an out-of-body expe- 
rience, and I was in another world. I 
had suffered a bad C4 spinal-cord 
injury and was in bad shape. It wasn't 
so bad at the beginning, because I knew 
I could do this and that, and I kept 
thinking, ‘I’m going to walk.’ I couldn't 
get home at first and everybody pan- 
icked. There was a lot of talk that 
Magoo was stranded in France and he 
couldn't get home." 

Soon after Magoo's career-ending 
accident, word quickly spread around 
the world that his years of taking big 
chances had caught up with him. Sadly, 
his longtime brother in arms and home- 


boy Darrell Shultz got the word whilein . 


Australia. 

“Danny and I raced in Australia just 
before he got hurt," Shultz said. "As a 
matter of fact, he took me out on the last 
lap and sent me to the hospital. I was 
really pissed at him, but I had done the 
same thing to him so many times that it 
wasn't that big of a deal. I was still in 
Australia when I heard that he was par- 
alyzed. The moment I found out, I 
packed my bags, flew home, and never 
raced motocross again." 

"Eventually, they got me home and, 





man, it was real up and down," Chan- 
dler said. "I was a total idiot. I was a 
grump, and I ran my wife off. My mom 
passed away from cancer - and it was 
just wall after wall. A few years later, 
my dad passed away, and I was doing a 
lot of drinking and a lot of dope. I was 
looking for excuses and it was all so stu- 
id." 

Е After a serious bout with depression 
and alcohol that left many friends fear- 
ing for his well-being, Magoo Chandler 
found his way out of the deep blue funk 
that had shrouded his life. Turning back 
to the sport that had both provided him 
with some of the best moments in his 
life and some of the darkest, Chandler 
began putting all the pieces back togeth- 
er. 

“Danny really went through some 
hard times when he got hurt - harder 
than a lot of people realize," said Greg 
Arnette, who spent many a late night on 
the phone with Chandler as he desper- 
ately tried to make sense of it all. "He 
called me a few times and was really 
distressed. He almost wanted to check 
out and take his life a few times. How- 
ever, he made it through and, in my 
opinion, won the biggest championship 
that there is - he went on with his life. 
Danny made the best of the cards he 
had been dealt." 

^You know what helped me get 
through it all?" Chandler asked after an 
extended pause. "Reading my name in 
the magazines. The image I was leaving 
behind wasn't right. I was looking back, 
deep in my career, and the image I had 
created wasn't right. I didn't want to be 
remembered for wildness, both on and 
off the track. That wasn't Magoo, and I 
didn't like it. I wanted to be remem- 
bered as a winner and not for all the 
craziness." 

Back on the gas and feeling better, 
Chandler put his nose to the grindstone 
and began sniffing out projects for 
which he felt he had an aptitude and 
affinity. > 

“I started reading and getting back 
into the motorcycle scene,” he said. “I 
once remembered reading in a maga- 
zine that Johnny O'Mara had ridden in 
some mountain-bike races, and a few 
years prior I had promoted a moun- 
tain-bike race in my hometown. In fact, 
Darrell Shultz rode in it. Once I reflect- 
ed on that, I thought I could put on my 
own mountain-bike races. I had no idea 
what it took, so I went to a number of 
chamber-of-commerce meetings and 
learned what I could. I mean, how do 
you tell someone how to be a promot- 
er? So I started going for it, and, at my 
first race, I had 120 riders. I'm still pro- 
moting bicycle races, and ГА like to see 
a major wheelchair race at Hangtown 
with a $15,000 to $20,000 purse, to give 
these guys a chance to make some 
money. 

“The sport's forgotten about a lot of 
good men. Guys like Ricky Graham and 
Andre Malherbe (a three-time 500cc 
World Motocross Champion who was 
paralyzed at the Paris-to-Dakar Rally), 
and a number of others, have been for- 
gotten about, and that kind of hurts me. 
I mean, I think there should be some 
kind of memorial for Ricky at one of the 
big race tracks - a big statue of him sign- 
ing an autograph for a little kid; that 
would be so cool, man. It seems like 
sometimes the industry doesn't care 
about the racers." After a long pause, 
Chandler said, “Man, these guys are my 
brothers. I really want to help the riders 
and all the kids out there. I like to go to 
hospitals and visit people that get hurt. I 
also like to get involved in the DARE 
drug-awareness programs for kids. I 





mean, motocross is a sport that can help 
people, and more people in it should get 
involved. I still really love the sport and 
would love to be a part of putting 
100,000 people in Hangtown for the 
National there - I think it could be 
done." 

On top of everything else he has 
going, Chandler has also taken it upon 
himself to return to school to obtain his 
diploma and become educated about 
small business as well as various politi- 
cal issues involving both the riders and 
disabled people facing serious chal- 
lenges. з 

"The riders need to work together 
and help each other," Chandler said. 
“McGrath, Hannah, Chandler, (Marty) 
Tripes, (Marty) Smith need to sit down 
around a table and take control of issues 
that involve the riders. I’m going back to 
school and will be taking classes at Sier- 
ra College. I want to get my high-school 
diploma, which I never got because I 
dropped out of school in 11th grade to 
ride the Nationals. I also want to learn 
more about small business and non- 
profit activities. Another thing I want to 
learn more about is the ADA, or Ameri- 
can Disabilities Act, that helps out peo- 
ple with disabilities. I would like to help 
people that are facing the challenges 
that I have." 

Having experienced the highest 
highs and lowest lows of being a world- 
famous professional motocross racer, 
Chandler also feels compelled to edu- 
cate the next generation of American 
racers on the dangers and pitfalls of 
both racing and life. 

"Stay away from alcohol and drugs," 
Chandler said passionately. “Wear all 
the protective gear that you can: hel- 
mets, braces, chest protectors - every- 
thing. Don't be a macho man like the 
ignorant Magoo was." 

To this day, mention the name 
“Magoo” to any true motocross enthu- 
siast, and a smile will likely appear on 
their face. Whether it was flying 
through the mud and ricocheting off 
tree roots and snow fences at Mid- 
Ohio, or drifting through the high- 
speed asphalt switchbacks of Carlsbad, 
or ducking his head below the tree 
branches while flying as high as a 
house at Gaildorf, Germany, Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler was the dazzling 
showman of American motocross. 
Week in and week out, he took big 
chances, jumped over things that 
weren't meant to be jumped, rode with 
determination, and built a huge follow- 
ing of adoring fans. But more impor- 
tantly, Danny Chandler was a winner. 
His larger-than-life on-track actions 
were so impressive that many people 
forgot that the Californian won some of 
the world's biggest motorcycle races. 
During his career, Chandler won the 
Carlsbad U.S. GP, the "Superbikers" 
race and five AMA 500cc Nationals, 
and he became the only racer in 
motocross history to win all four motos 
at the Motocross and Trophee des 
Nations - that's an incredible feat when 
one takes into account that the race has 
been run for 51 consecutive years. 

Said an eloquent Roger DeCoster: 
“Danny had a big heart. There could be 
100 people who would want to fight 
you, and he would be right there by 
you. Danny would never let you down - 
he is a great person. With most riders, 
you had to push them up and get them 
motivated. But with Danny, we actually 
had to settle him down." 

Well, as much as they could, any-

hile the whereabouts of the 
legendary Australian rider fac- 
tory remain uncertain, tracking 


down the location of one of the rather 
less mythical Aussie bike factories’ R&D 
base reads like a page from a Hobbit 
novel. “After you exit the freeway north 
of Sydney, run straight for 29 kilometers 
till you reach a nothing place called 
Buckerty,” said RTV co-founder Terry 
Prince when I called him for directions 
from the Olympic City of the year 2000 - 
making sure to do so during daylight 
hours, when the solar panels that pro- 
vide all his electricity also allowed his 
phone to work. “Turn left just after the 
Bush Fire Brigade and head out into the 
bush for 18 kilometers on a dirt road - 
it's hardly rained for the past six months, 
so there'll be a fair bit of dust. Look out 
for a roof on the right and a Vincent 
sidecar rig among the eucalyptus: That'll 
tell you you're in the right place." 

Such a remote location deep in the 
bush, surrounded by koalas, possums 
and some very stroppy giant goannas, 
may seem an unlikely birthplace for the 
first of the new wave of Ozbikes to hit 
series production - but this is where the 
RTV1200 Black Widow, inspired by the 
legendary Vincent V-twin, was con- 
ceived, built, developed and refined, all 
before it enters production in a fully 
equipped, modern factory many hun- 
dreds of miles further north, in tropical 
Queensland. There, the first batch of a 
dozen customer bikes is being readied 
for delivery in April, all presold to local 
customers (one enthusiast in Western 
Australia has even bought three!), 
before work starts on the next batch of 
30 machines. Those 30 will include the 
shipment to Europe, the United States 
and Japan. After that, say Prince and his 
partner, Ron Slender (RTV: Ron & 
Terry's Vincent - get it?), RTV is aiming 








at progressively stepping up production 
volume to four bikes per week. This will 
be accomplished by batch-manufactur- 
ing the RTV engine, which, apart from 
JE pistons made in the United States, is 
100 percent Australian-built. 

If you had to choose any motorcycle 
of the vintage era on which to base a 
modern-day sportbike, it'd be no con- 
test: The Vincent was the benchmark 
superbike of the postwar era (see side- 
bar), a sort of vintage equivalent of the 
916 Ducati which - though built in 
Britain - was in fact designed by an Aus- 
tralian, the legendary Phil Irving. That 
kind of makes it appropriate that, 40- 
something years after the last Vincent 
rolled out of the Stevenage factory, an 
updated version of Irving's visionary 
engine design should be developed 
Down Under to power a modern sport- 
bike, created by a man such as Terry 
Prince, who has devoted his life to the 
Vincent marque - including an eight- 
year collaboration with the first person 
to produce an updated Vincent, Swiss 
legend Fritz Egli. 

A 57-year-old Londoner who still has 
a Cockney twang despite spending the 
past 15 years in Australia, Prince experi- 
enced watershed moment at the age of 
12, when his dad took him to the 
Brighton Speed Trials. It was there that 
he saw the great George Brown sprint- 
ing his legendary Vincent-powered 
"Nero" along the promenade. Then and 
there, young Terry decided to become a 
Vincent owner, much like a Carl Fogarty 
fan today might aim to become a 
ducatista - except that by the tender age 
of 16, Prince Jr. had actually achieved 
his goal. It was at 16 that he purchased a 
wrecked Rapide for 40 British pounds - 
a bike that over the next two years 
became the first of literally hundreds of 
Vincents that he has restored. 

Renouncing his career as a scientific- 
instrument technician, Prince wound up 
moving to Switzerland in 1967 to join

Fritz Egli, who by then was earning his 
reputation as Europ&'s leading Vincent 
performance guru. 

"Fritz was at the outset of his chassis- 
development program, so we combined 
ideas to produce the original Egli-Vin- 
cent backbone frames," Prince recalls. 
“Even after I left Switzerland after an 
eight-year collaboration, I continued to 
work for Fritz on a contractual basis as a 
consultant - especially on the Egli-Rotax 
GP bike and the Honda single chassis. 
But Vincents were my life, so as he con- 
centrated more on the Japanese-engined 
bikes, I had to move on." 

In 1982, Prince immigrated to Aus- 
tralia, where he not only met his Swiss 
wife, Ursula, but also established the 
world's leading Vincent-restoration 
business, in Sydney. It was a business 
that served customers worldwide - most 
notably in the United States and Japan. 
And along with the thriving business, 
Prince developed an updated version of 
the Egli-Vincent, the TPV, fitting recon- 
ditioned original Vincent motors (for 
which he was remanufacturing many of 
the parts) to an Egli-type spine frame. In 
doing so he created a classic, Vincent- 
powered, '70s-type cafe racer that was 
the predecessor of the RTV. 

However, as Prince is the first to 
admit, the Black Widow’s inception 
wasn't all his.own work, but the inspira- 
tion of his partner Slender, a Brisbane- 
based businessman who - apart from 
being a qualified toolmaker, former bike 
racer and fellow Brit - also talks a mean 
game. He had to, as Prince explains. 

"Ursula and I were sick of the city, 
and had bought this property to move 
out to the bush - a classic case of get- 
away-from-it-all syndrome. The day 
before we were set to move, in March 
'96, with the business shut down and 
everything packed up to go, Ron Slen- 
der turned up unannounced, with the 
idea to create a modern version of the 
Vincent motor from scratch. That had 








been my own personal dream for the 
past 30 years - but Га had no money to 
do it with. Ron stayed for three days 
while we talked about it day and night. 
By the time he went back to Brisbane, 
we had a deal - I'd create the product 
and take care of the technical side, he'd 
handle the manufacturing and commer- 
cial aspects. Our goal was to create a 
modern classic - we're not interested in 
competing with the Japanese on power, 
but in building a modern engine with 
the same presence and character as the 
original Vincent: a motorcycle where 
you can get your hands dirty adjusting 
the tappets or fiddling with the carbure- 
tion - a hands-on motorcycle, built for 
real-world riding and having fun on. 
Two years down the road, here we are 
with the RTV entering production. And, 
though it's entailed an unbelievable 
amount of work by our small team to 
get this far, I have to admit that, for me 
personally, it's a dream come true - as I 
hope it will be for our customers." 
Eleven miles back down the yellow 
dirt road, and an hour's plane ride north 
to Queensland brought me to the RTV 
factory, and face to face with the Black 
Widow. It was the two-seater sport-tour- 
ing product of the RTV team's labors, 
and one half of the current RTV model 
lineup - which also includes a slightly 
swoopier-styled single-seater, also with 
a half-fairing and presumably, if they 
want to retain the spider syndrome, to 
be known as the Redback (since it comes 
in red, not black). However, I believe 
RTV is making a marketing error by not 


offering a naked and unashamed version | 
of their V-twin neo-vintage musclebike - | 


a sort of Antipodean Monster with a sin- 


gle round chromed headlight surmount- | 


ed by a modern version of that fabulous 
big Vincent speedometer that was an 
optional trademark of the fastest thing 
on two wheels in the 1950s. RTV already 
has a digital electronic version of this - 
combining revs and speedometer - 
under development (the prototype was 
fitted to the Widow test bike, but not 
functioning), so hopefully this will hap- 
pen. An RTV Black Monster would sure- 
ly sell... 

There were no shortcuts in designing 
the RTV: Vincent engine drawings have 
long disappeared, so Prince had to start 
from scratch. He drew upon his 40-year 
experience of the 50-degree V-twin to 
redesign some aspects completely 
where necessary, while retaining others 
as appropriate. The main difference, 
apart from the increase in capacity to 
1197cc via 92 x 90mm engine dimen- 
sions (compared to the 84 x 90mm of 
Irving's original 998cc Vincent motor), is 
the RTV's new crankcase design. It's a 


design that incorporates a Bosch electric | 


starter as well as a beefed-up roller- 
bearing crankshaft aimed at reducing 
flex, with bigger main bearings, 
enlarged mainshafts and meatier 40mm 
crankpins which require a special press 
to deliver their 20-ton interference fit. 
The balance factor on the flywheels 


has been altered from 46 percent to 60 | 


percent, in line with Prince's past expe- 
rience when fitting Vincent engines to 
other than stock Stevenage frames. 

“I thought of fitting a bobweight 
crank or even a balance shaft to smooth 
out vibration," he admits, "but decided 
it would spoil the personality of the bike 
if I did so. By adding weight to the fly- 
wheels instead of removing it, we've 
eliminated unwanted vibration, except 
at tickover. Really, in adapting the Vin- 
cent concept to a modern engine design, 
I've tried to stick to things I'd already 
done over the years on race-bike or car 
engines which I know work."

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Within the cast-iron sleeves of the 
CNC-machined alloy cylinders run Aus- 
tralian-made billet connecting rods car- 
rying three-ring JE pistons delivering 8:1 
compression - low enough to ensure 
that the RTV can run on regular unlead- 
ed fuel, especially with the hardened 
valve seats and stainless-steel valves, all 
of which (two per cylinder) are the same 
sizes as in the original, smaller-capacity 
engine. 

"The one-liter Vincent was always 
over-valved," says Prince, "so now it's 
correct for a 1200 motor. But though Irv- 
ing's design was a masterpiece by any 
standards, let alone for 60 years ago - 
and we've retained the same 65-degree 
included valve angle in redesigning the 
heads - we've increased flow by as 
much as 40 percent on the new cylinder- 
head design." 

The many changes incorporated in 
this - while still retaining the overall for- 
mat with short pushrods worked by the 
redesigned cams high-set in the 
crankcases - include increased fin area 
for extra cooling, a hemispherical com- 
bustion chamber (that incorporates a 
squish band not found on original Vin- 
cents), a more-rational oiling system 
(but still incorporating the same design 
of double-delivery oil pump as in the 
older motor), and stronger seats for the 
cylinder studs and engine bolts to deliv- 
er a stiffer structure (which is important 
with the engine a fully stressed chassis 
member). The engine also features a 
revised valve gear as part of an overall 
redesign of the timing side that Prince 
says were often a weak point of stock 
Vincents. There is also provision for 
later fitting of the MicroTech fuel injec- 
tion Prince has under development, in 
the form of cast-in bosses that can be 
machined for the injectors, etc. There are 
also much-larger inlet and exhaust 
ports, including the D-shaped ones that 
their fellow Aussies at Vee Two use on 
their two-valve Ducati heads (as does 
Prince on his tuned Vincents), which 
have already proved to deliver more 
performance. 

With primary drive provided by 
triplex chain, and a crank-driven alter- 
nator housed in the primary case that 
powers the RTV Hall-effect electronic 
ignition with fully programmable curve, 
power is transmitted via a heavily 
beefed-up multiplate clutch to the RTV's 
all-new five-speed gearbox - not one of 
the original Vincent four-speeders with 
an overdrive fifth fitted, but an all-new 
cluster. 

“Realistically, the engine has so 
much torque it doesn't need this,” 
admits Prince, “but fashion dictates 
what the market wants, so here it is.” 


More to the point, perhaps, the all-_ 


new transmission resolves one problem 
of the old engine, whereby it was 
impossible to fit a rear tire any bigger 
than a 130-section without fouling the 
drive chain. 

Offsetting the gearbox sprocket 
20mm via a new casting housing and 
outrigger bearing means more space, 
plus a stiffer, stronger mainshaft assem- 
bly - needed for the 90 bhp at 6500 rpm 
which the RTV1200 engine is claimed to 
deliver at the gearbox. That's a big step 
up from the 55 bhp at 5700 rpm of a late 
Black Shadow, or even the 70 bhp of a 
more radical Black Lightning racer. 

"The chassis sort of designed itself,” 
said Prince. 

And he should know. After all, his 
experience in building the Egli-based 
forerunners of the RTV means that he 
knows what worked, so he opted for the 
same spine frame design (with the large- 
diameter tubular-steel backbone dou- 





bling as an oil tank for the dry sump 
engine - which is underslung from it, 
acting as a fully stressed chassis mem- 
ber). Wheelbase is a contained 1420mm, 
and while the 26.5-degree head angle for 
the Paioli upside-down forks and 
105mm of trail wouldn't be accused of 
delivering radical steering geometry, the 
idea was to build a modern classic 
rather than a racer with lights, says 
Prince. By those standards, the styling 
by Bike Art's Richard James, who has 
also worked on the Hunwick Hallam 
project, which employs twin headlights 
off a CB400 Honda, hits the mark. 

Ihave to admit that, for all the wrong 
reasons, I approached the chance to ride 
the Black Widow with some precon- 
ceived ideas, not all of them positive. 
See, back in the mists of my motorcy- 
cling past, before I encountered the 
shining path of 90-degree desmo V-twin 
technology, I too was a Vincent owner. 
But in all the years that I rode my Series 
C Rapide, I never did learn to kickstart 
it the first time - except, heaven be 
praised, the day I came to sell it. That 
might have been because the buyer was 
so impressed to find an easy-starting 


.Vinnie that he paid my asking price. 


And while I'd certainly been impressed, 
even in a 1970s context, by the British V- 
twin's performance, it didn't impress 
me as a particularly user-friendly road 
bike. It came with a fair bit of vibration 
from the 50-degree engine, brakes that 
faded badly if you used them hard more 
than once every five minutes, and what 
we then used to call a funny front end in 
the form of the Girdraulic forks that 
gave me a couple of tank slappers for no 
apparent reason. 

Okay, hearsay, I know - but at the 
risk of irredeemably antagonizing Vin- 
cent diehards, it's best to be honest, 
even if a later track test on Patrick 
Godet's Vincent Speciale revealed some 
of the amazing performance this close- 
coupled pushrod V-twin was capable of 
delivering. 

Well, the best compliment I can pay 
the RTV1200 is a backhanded one, inas- 
much as I completely forgot I was riding 
a modern Vincent and instead found 
myself relishing the unique personality 
of a bike I would say has genuinely 
achieved the goal its creators set out for 
it. The bike is yesterday once more, but 
in a modern context - the two-wheeled 
equivalent of a ‘90s cover version of a 
'60s hit record. For starters, relax about 
firing it up: Thumb the button, let the 
Bosch baby do the business for you, and 
listen to the muted, offbeat lilt of the 50- 
degree V-twin echoing its ultra-distinc- 
tive tune through the prototype exhaust 
system. The silencer cans are fairly 
quiet, but that's more than you can say 
for the rest of the engine. Overall, it 
Seems pretty noisy by the standards of 
anything else on the road today - bar a 
Harley or Moto Guzzi, with which it 
shares the same mechanical clatter dic- 
tated by an air-cooled pushrod motor. It 
all serves to remind you of all the tap- 
pets and gears whirring and spinning 
around inside. Hey - that's personality, 
though RTV will surely need to silence 
the engine down to at least Guzzi levels 
in order to get it homologated in 
Europe. 

Equally distinctive is the riding posi- 
tion of the bike. In spite of the cantilever 
rear end that's controlled by an Ohlins 
monoshock, the bike seems much lower 
than comparable bikes today, underly- 
ing the compact build and low height of 
the RTV/Vincent engine design - 
though for a rider of my height the posi- 
tion seemed a little cramped. With a 
750mm/29.5-inch seat height, this was 





probably because the Black Widow pro- 
totype had the rear-set footpegs of the 
single-seat sportbike rather than the fur- 
ther-forward pegs of the two-seater 
bike. I'm fairly certain the placement of 
the pegs would fix the problem. But the 
(black!) swan's-neck handlebars were a 
nice height and gave good leverage 
around tight turns.as well as a comfort- 
able stance without too much body 
weight on your arms. 

This felt like a bike for the long haul 
(once the footpeg position is sorted out), 
with good wind deflection from the 
quite tall screen. 

There wasn't as much vibration as I 
was expecting from the 50-degree V- 
twin motor, indicating that Prince got 
the balance factor right and was justified 
in leaving out a counterbalancing sys- 
tem. It does shake a bit at rest while 
waiting at an intersection, but as soon as 
you work the right hand and rev it, 
everything smooths out quite dramati- 
cally. There's actually no vibration at all 
through the bars, and what you get 
through the footpegs and high revs can 
be put down to character. 

Strangely, the only places you notice 
any undue vibration are where your 
knees grip the fuel tank and through the 
seat of your pants. But this isn't nearly 
as bad as your average Harley, and 
doesn't detract at all from riding enjoy- 
ment. 

Aside from the rear-sets and the pro- 
totype exhaust system, the Black 
Widow differs in one other way from 
the future production version - it's fit- 
ted with 34mm Mikuni CV carbs rather 
than the 38mm flatslides that will 
appear on the customer RTV1200s. This 
is a heritage from RTV's original inten- 
tion to make their engine available in 
1000cc form for customers to retro-fit to 
their existing Vincents or Vincent-pow- 
ered devices, ranging from Egli cafe rac- 
ers to Cooper cars. The flatslides won't 
fit such an application, hence the CV 
option; don't ask why they were fitted 
to the bigger engine (it's a long story), 
but suffice it to say it only went to 
prove that the bigger cylinders need at 
least a 1 /з1псһ carb - or 38mm іп real 
money. But even with the carburetion 
needing to be cleaned up, especially 
low down, once you wind the RTV up

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on the clutch (which felt light, but bul- 
letproof) to get it revving, it really 
motors. 

This is an impressive, long-legged 
neo-classic powerbike with an appetite 
for speed that is easy to satisfy. The RTV 
engine picks up revs fairly leisurely - 
with such a lot of flywheel inertia, it ' 
doesn't have the zap of a modern V- 
twin - but it has enormous punch and 
very torquey acceleration. This, coupled 
with well-spaced gear ratios, gives an 
impression of muscular urgency, togeth- 
er with a sense of inevitability to its per- 
formance. This is a bike that feels like it 
could be ridden hard all day long, 
which augurs well for long-distance 
RTV roadies. 

Prince is completely right about the 
five-speed gearbox, which - though the 
right-foot, one-up shift action is quite 
smooth (an optional left-foot change is 
under development) - has not only at 
least one ratio too many with the 1200cc 
motor's hefty torque, but also an elusive 
neutral which furthermore sometimes 
appears unexpectedly changing up from 
bottom to second. First gear is far too 
high - I know Vincent legend speaks 
about Black Shadows that did 100 mph 
in bottom gear, but as long as you have 
a five-speed cluster, you might as well 
make proper use of it, and fit a lower 
first gear that makes the bike easier to 
ride in town, without having to slip the 
clutch so much. . 

The low center of gravity makes the 
bike seem unexpectedly nimble for what 
is after all quite a big motorcycle with 
kicked-out steering geometry, though 
the 50/50 weight distribution and rela- 
tively skinny tires (by modern sportbike 
standards) help keep the steering light. 
The Widow seems pretty stable on faster 
turns, though, where the suspension set- 
tings on the Paioli forks and Ohlins rear 
shock gave good response, if quite a 
hard ride. But I suspect Prince's experi- 
ence with the TPV enabled him to dial 
in the settings well enough that the 418- 
pound (dry) bike shrugs off bumps on 
country roads. While the Metzeler rub- 
ber on the 17-inch Dymag wheels gave 
good grip, I never came close to explor- 
ing the outer limits of the plentiful 
ground clearance. The combination of 
the big Brembo brakes and effective 





engine braking deliver power-up stop- 
ping potential. 

А carbon front wheel is one of RTV's 
many projected options, including tour- 
ing luggage, black-painted engine, EFI, 
and the usual regalia like.riding jackets 
and so forth. The company will also cus- 
tomize each hand-built bike to its future 
owner's specification, though such 
bespoke treatment inevitably means a 
hike on the $25,000 base price (plus tax) 
for single or dual seater alike. For 
$13,000 (plus tax), you can get an RTV 
engine in either 1000cc or 1200cc guise, 
including carbs and ignition. 

While the RTV, in the form I rode it, 
still had some rough edges that need to 
be tidied up, it's hard not to admire 
what Slender and Prince (together with 
their business partner, Rod Brown, 
whose expertise as technical consultant 
for one of the largest foundries in the 
world has allowed RTV to employ lost- 
wax-casting techniques for all the 
engine's major castings, thus cutting 
down on vital machining time and thus 
expense), have achieved in creating the 
RTV1200. 

Really, this appears to be a tight but 
well-structured operation that, admit- 
tedly on a far smaller scale, has followed 
Triumph’s John Bloor in bringing its all- 
new motorcycle to the marketplace 
without owing anyone a cent. Slender is 
proud that, so far, RTV has been entirely 
self-financing, though some degree of 
outside investment must surely be nec- 
essary for stepped-up volume produc- 
tion. Still, my Queensland caper not 
only delivered an insight into the 
world's newest sportbike manufacturer, 
it also lent a note of reassurance: The 
ghost of Phil Irving, the man who lived 
in my neighbor's house for three years 
while working at the Velocette factory 
in Birmingham between stints at Vin- 
cent, can lie still. The RTV is indeed a 
born-again Vincent - but it's a modern 
classic without tears, which I’m sure 
will find a ready market. CN

GRAND NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 
CROSS COUNTRY SERIES

CROSS KEYS, SC, MAR. 22 
Be om о hide” is the message that 
hh (t Team Honda's Scott Summers 

( y) received on his pit board after 

taking the lead in round two 
of the AMA Grand National Cross 
Country Series - and that's exactly what 
he did. After fighting traffic for four 
laps, Summers found his way to the 
front of the 21-rider Pro field, leaving 
the competition behind by stepping up 
the pace and turning in a mistake-free 
finish. 

The bumpy, root-infested Big Buck 
racecourse was obviously a good match 
for the defending series champion and 
his big Honda XR. 

“I really like this place," Summers 
said from the podium. "The terrain is 
real similar to my place in Kentucky, so 
it just feels like I'm riding at home. I 
honestly feel like the XR is an advantage 
on this kind of course. It just makes 
power everywhere (in the powerband) 
so I don't have to worry about traction 
in the roots so much." 

Sharing the winner's circle were 
AMA National Hare Scrambles Champi- 
on Rodney Smith in second and GNCC 
first-round winner and former National 
Champion Fred Andrews in third. Team 
Suzuki's Smith managed to maintain a 
top-three position throughout the event, 
a difficult task on a course that saw the 
nation's premier riders suffering mis- 
take after mistake on the challenging 
terrain. It was one year ago at this event 
that Smith injured his knee on the first 
lap after sliding out at the end of a high- 
speed grass straightaway. 

"I'm learning a lot every week, and 
this is where I hurt my knee last year, so 
I didn't really have any track experience 
here," Smith said. "My main concern is 
to get points every week, so I feel really 
good with the rest of the series ahead. 
Some of these tracks I haven't even rid- 
den, where people like Summers and 





(Scott) Plessinger have raced on them 
eight or nine times." 

Team Kawasaki/ Andrews Cycles’ 
Andrews was also happy to be in the 
top three, considering how this 'event 
went for him just a year ago. Seconds 
after the start of the 1997 Big Buck, 
Andrews cartwheeled to a stop after 
clipping an unseen tree stump. Out for 
four races last season with a broken 
back as a result of that mishap, Andrews 
has since won two GNCC events, 
including the season opener in Okee- 
chobee, Florida. A dominant showing in 
the sand at round one and a third in 
Cross Keys combine to give the 1993 
Series Champion the early points lead. 

Team Kawasaki/ Andrews Cycles’ 
Brian Keegan followed the lead trio 
home in fourth after enjoying the point 
position during the early laps. Keegan 
put in a strong performance in a star- 
studded field to establish himself as one 
of the riders to watch in the coming 
months. After winning the final GNCC 
round of the 1997 season, Keegan is in a 
position to become one of the sport's 
future stars. 

Rounding out the top five was no 
stranger to the spotlight - Team KTM's 
current AMA National Enduro Champi- 
on Mike Lafferty. The highly accom- 
plished enduro rider has made retaining 
his title the number-one priority for the 
coming season, but for the first time he 
is also focusing on top finishes in the 
GNCC series. 

"I'm trying to put my head and mind 
into (the GNCCs) more,” he said. “It’s 
more mental than anything else. Last 
year, at the end of the season, I just kind 
of showed up for some races and I 
didn't want to get into the mix with 
everybody. I just rode and got used to 
the terrain, really. Now everybody's 
starting even right out of the gate, so 
I've got my head into it more and 1 feel 
more confident. Hopefully, those guys 
will see that I’m up here, too, and that 
I'm willing to run." 








At just 22 years of age, Lafferty is 
also a solid pick for future GNCC star- 
dom. 

Weather conditions leading up to the 
start of the Cross Key event could not 
have been more ideal. While neighbor- 
ing North Carolina and Georgia 
endured tornadoes and severe weather 
in the days prior to the race, Cross Key 
remained relatively untouched. The

large crowd of racers and spectators 
were greeted on the morning of race day 
by clear blue skies, warm temperatures 
and a moderate wind. The 11 miles of 
clay and loam single-track consisted of 
tight, technical, rooted trail and a couple 
of high-speed, grassy straightaways. In 
all, more than 400 riders would compete 
on the day after adding the morning's 
C-rider program to the afternoon's 
main-event tally. 

The 21-rider Pro gate stretched across 
the length of the starting field, with 
series veterans Summers, Andrews and 
Scott Plessinger choosing the far-inside 
picks. None of these riders would be 
considered the crowd favorite on this 
day, though, with GNCC National num- 
ber eight Randy Hawkins enjoying an 
event just 60 miles from his home in 
Travelers Rest. The former enduro 
champ and current Team Yamaha/ 
HWK Racing four-stroke pilot was com- 
ing off a fifth-place finish in the season 
opener and was looking for another top 
finish here - in front of his home crowd. 
Also on four-strokes in the Pro class 
were Hawkin's teammate Barry Hawk 
Jr. and Team Husaberg's Jason Dahners, 
aboard his new electric-start FE501. In 
contrast to previous years of GNCC rac- 
ing, Summers now has competitive 
four-stroke company on the starting 
grid. 

Of immediate concern to Summers 
just moments before the drop of the flag 
was that tuner Fred Bramblett noticed 
fuel running freely from his carburetor's 
overflow. A bit of sediment was 
removed from the float-valve seat with 
less than a minute to spare and the 
number-one rider powered off to his 
usual midpack start along with the rest 
of the field. 

Heading into the woods, Smith took 
command of the lead, with Lafferty, 
Team KTM's Scott Plessinger and 
Andrews in tow. After one lap, Smith 
still held the point position. Plessinger, 
after carding a DNF in round one, was 











оп Smith's heels in second. Andrews, 
Lafferty, and the Team Suzuki duo of 
Steve Hatch and Paul Edmondson all 
followed the leader within 10 seconds. 
The top-10 cluster was rounded out by 
South Carolina's Frank Ramey, Dahn- 
ers, Summers and Italian Import Luca 
Trussardi. 

By lap two, some major movements 
had taken place among the top ranks, 
most notably Brian Keegan's one-lap 
charge from 16th to first. By jumping a 
creek crossing that not all riders 
attempted every lap and by using his 
tight-woods skills honed in western 
Pennsylvania, Keegan ripped to the 
fastest lap time of the day - and to the 
head of the pack. Also moving forward 
was Summers, who picked up two spots 
and climbed to seventh. 

Plessinger's luck was not as good, 
having lost a shift lever on the second 
lap and falling from second to sixth after. 
just one of three of his unscheduled pit 
stops during the day. Edmondson also 
lost four places and cruised in 10th after 
beginning a backward slide that would 
eventually see him pull out after four 
laps. Unable to start the previous round 
due to a shoulder injury suffered just 
| days prior to the event, "Eddy" used Big 
Buck as an opportunity to become accli- 
mated to competition once again. 

"I haven't really ridden in the woods 
since last June, when I hurt my knee (at 
the Starvation Point GNCC),” Edmond- 
Son said. "I'm just trying to get out there 
and get some riding in until I’m back at 
the level that I need to be. My neck and 
Shoulder starting hurting and I didn't 
want to push it today. I feel good that I 
got in four laps, and I'm looking for- 
ward to Loretta Lynn's in two weeks 
(the site of Edmondson's first GNCC 
win last year)." 

Suzuki teammate Steve Hatch would 
also be unable to go the distance after 
crashing and hurting his pelvis. Also 
unable to get in much riding time over 
the winter due to injury, Hatch felt he 
had made progress at this race. 

"I was about 65 percent at Okee- 
chobee and 80 percent here, but I just 
couldn't keep going after I hit a tree," he 
said: “I just need to keep making steady 
progress and ГИ be up there soon." 

Things were beginning to look all 
green up front by the third go-around, 
when Andrews joined up with team- 
mate Keegan and the two enjoyed run- 
ning together in the top two spots for a 
couple of laps. 

^Me and Fred got together on the 
second lap and just pulled away 30- 
some seconds on Rodney (Smith)," Kee- 
gan noted. "Actually, I think we were 
playing around too much, because we 
ended up hitting into each other and 
crashing, and that's how they caught 
Ws 

“It's just like we were on a trail ride 
together," Andrews said later. "You 
know, I can trust him and he can trust 
me, and we were just kind of cruising. 
Rodney was with us and then we 
stopped for gas and we were still all 
together. Then Summers was catching 
us and I was going as fast as I wanted to 
go, and he (Summers) wanted to go 
faster." 

Taking the lead on lap five, every- 
thing was working well for Summers. 

^My bike just works so good on this 
course," Summers said. "The same thing 
happened a year ago: I ran out of gas 
and was a minute or two down and I 
came back and won it. When Rodney 
fell in front of me, I got the lead and it 
was the first time all day that no one 
was in front of me and I could go as fast 
as I wanted to go, so I just hammered on 








and gained maybe 40 or 45 seconds." 

After seven laps, Summers collected 
the checkered flag 35 seconds ahead of 
Smith, who only found a comfortable 
rhythm toward the end of the event. 

“When Summers caught up to us, I 
had a big crash after hitting some tree 
roots and fell back to fifth or sixth," 
Smith said. “I. caught back up and then 
crashed again - I just made a lot of mis- 
takes today. Га drop back, then come 
back up, drop back, then come back up. 
I finally settled into second with two 
laps to go and got away from Fred 
(Andrews) a little bit and could go at my 
own pace." 

Andrews trailed a minute and one 
second behind the leader. 

"I'll take third," Andrew said. "I 
could've done a little better, but it's 
good to be in the points lead. I’m happy 
for myself and Kawasaki and the rest of 
my sponsors". 

The rest of the field was 2 1/2 min- 
utes behind the top three, with Keegan 
the next to get the checkered flag. Laf- 
ferty finished a career-high GNCC fifth 
after crashing with two laps to go and 
physically “hitting the wall.” 

Hawkins and Dahners boomed their 
four-strokes into the sixth and seventh 
spots. Dahners was pleased with sev- 
enth aboard his new Husaberg ride, and 
also with the fan support he encoun- 
tered down in NASCAR country. When 
he dropped the hammer on the big 
thumper, the crowd responded. 

“I got the biggest cheers down at the 
big creek jump,” Dahners said. “Man, 
everybody was cheering when they 
heard me coming - it was great! I still 
need to dial the jetting in, but if it stalls, 
all you have to do it is plant both feet 
and hit the electric start. I had a lot of 
fun." 

Dismal luck left Plessinger in eighth, 
but he never gave up after fighting back 
from all of the bad cards he had been 
dealt. 

“I broke my shift lever on the first lap 
and had to stop and replace it," 
Plessinger explained. “Also on the first 
lap, something happened to my forks; I 
thought something broke inside of 
them. Every time I'd go into a turn or 
tree roots, I'd just fall over. It felt really 
weird, and 1 finally hit a tree and busted 
the throttle, so I had to come in and 
replace that. While they were doing 
that, I looked down and saw that the 
rebound adjuster was totally closed 
down. A tree got in there and just pulled 
it shot. The last two laps I felt great and 
was riding really fast. I came from 
around 12th back up to eighth."

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, MAR. 20-21 
Ga into the final rounds of the 
PJ1 National Arenacross Series at 
Salt Lake City's E Center, Primal 
Impulse/Answer/Bill's Pipes-backed 
Buddy Antunez had a 59-point lead 
over fellow competitor and good friend 
Chad Pederson. In order for the 
Nielsen/Lightspeed-backed Pederson to 
win the championship, Pederson had to 
have a near-perfect weekend, and 
Antunez would have to fumble under 
the pressure. 

"I'm just thinking that I have to get 
through the night and ride as consistent 
as I-have been and it will be over with," 
Antunez said before Friday's event. 
"After that, I can ride how I want and 
have fun." 

"I'm just going to go out and try to 
win some races," Pederson also 
explained before the show. "It's never 
over till it's over, and I'm going to give 
it 100 percent." 

Although Pederson did quite well, 
with three podium visits - one of them 
after a win in Saturday's 250cc final - 
Antunez did his part, holding on and 
coming away with Friday's 125cc win. 
That win sewed up Antunez' second 
consecutive PJ1 National Arenacross

Championship. In the process, Antunez 
gave Suzuki its first AMA National MX 
championship since Guy Cooper earned 
the AMA 125cc National Championship 
in 1990. 

"This one feels better than the first," 
Antunez explained while receiving his 
$25,000 check from РИ at the awards 
banquet. "Many of my friends and fami- 
ly are here, and I had to work a lot hard- 
er for it." 

Third place overall in the standings 
went to Kawasaki of Carrollton/ 
Thor/Smith-sponsored Cliff Palmer, 
who never gave up throughout the 
series despite some bad luck, and he 
claimed second place in Saturday's 
250cc final, taking home a $10,000 bonus 
from РЛ for his efforts in the series. 

Fourth and fifth in the series went to 
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BUDDY ANTUNEZ 


TUF/Thor/Pro Circuit-backed team- 
mates Denny Stephenson and Jeromy 
Buehl. Again, with a 36-point difference 
between the two going in, Stephenson 
had to falter and Buehl had to shine. 
Both riders had several top-five finishes 
on the weekend and left Salt Lake City 
nearly the same way they came in. 

The Event was held at Salt Lake’s E 
Center for the first time, and comfort- 
able temperatures along with excellent 
dirt and a one-off chicane made for a 
memorable finale to the 1998 Arenacross 
season. 
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FRIDAY 


Pederson grabbed an important 
holeshot in the 125cc final and was hop- 
ing that Antunez was mired back in the 
pack. In reality, Antunez was in third, 
behind Kawasaki of Carrollton's 
Grayson Goodman. Antunez quickly 
moved by Goodman and into the sec- 
ond spot through the added tunnel chi- 
cane before setting his sights on Peder- 
son. Jim Chester and Brad Woolsey 
went down over the double soon there- 
after and brought out the flags, signal- 
ing riders not to double. This helped 
Antunez close in a little more, and he 
was soon on Pedreson's rear wheel. 

On lap five, Antunez made the all- 
important pass on Pederson, block-pass- 
ing before the triple, and was for all 
intents and purposes the 1998 Are; 
nacross Champion. 

By the halfway point of the 16-lap 
feature, Antunez had stretched his lead 
to several seconds over Pederson, who 
now knew it was close to being over. 
Goodman, Nielsen Kawasaki's Jimmy 
Gaddis, Palmer, Buehl and Stephenson 
were next. 

Stephenson was the only rider mak- 
ing up ground, as he moved by Buehl 
on lap 12, Gaddis on lap 13, and Palmer 
on lap 14, and he was working on Good- 
man with two laps to go. 

Antunez crossed the finish line about 
three seconds ahead of Pederson with 
his fists in the air, now knowing that he 
was the champ. Stephenson passed 
Goodman in the chicane on the final lap 
for third, and Buehl also moved by 
Goodman before the checkers for fourth, 

“А lapper messed up in front of me 
on the second-to-last lap," Antunez said; 
"and I saw a flash of not winning this 
thing that Гуе been working so hard for. 
I'm happy to win the championship for 
Primal Impulse Suzuki and, as you 
know, I rode minis for them (Suzuki), 
and it's good to come back and give 
them а championship." 

“Ronnie Tichenor pointed out 
to me that there were some pret- 
ty good lines through the 
whoops on the left," explained 
third-place finisher Stephenson. 
"I got over there at about the 
halfway point and made things 
happen." 

A disappointed Pederson 
grabbed another holeshot in the 
250cc final, but it was FMF/ 
SMP's Mike Jones who blitzed 
by Pederson through the 
whoops and into the lead. Jones 
turned up the gas on the second 
lap and was never challenged 
from there. Pederson, Palmer 
and Antunez filed in next, bat- 
tling for position. 

On lap seven, Antunez want- 
ed to prove that he was the 
rightful champ, and he squirted 
by Palmer and Pederson within 
three turns. Jones had a seven- 
second lead by lap 10 over 
Antunez. Pederson and Palmer 
were having a good race, dicing 
for third and fourth. Palmer 
made his pass on Pederson for third sev- 
eral laps later, and he was now gunning 
for Antunez. 

With several laps to go, showman 
Jones was already styling for the crowd, 
but Palmer had moved to the rear fend- 
er of Antunez. Palmer could not find 
another line, though, and Jones took his, 
fifth win of the series, in front of 
Antunez, Palmer, Pederson, Buehl and 
Ancae Heating's Travis Hodges. 1 

“I had fun. I got a good start and 
pulled away," Jones said of his win. "I 














knew I had a lead on Buddy and 
it felt good to pull away from 
the new champ." 


SATURDAY 


Antunez nailed the holeshot 
in the 125cc final, followed by 
Pederson, Gaddis, Palmer and 
Goodman, but Goodman was 
the man on the move as he 
moved by Palmer on lap three 
and Gaddis through the rockers 
on lap four. It took another eight 
laps, but Goodman moved by 
Pederson over the enormous 
triple and into second on lap 12. 

Antunez was too far ahead 
for Goodman, though, and 
crossed the line for his second 
125cc win of the weekend. 
Behind Goodman at the finish 
were Pederson and Palmer, fol- 
lowed by Stephenson, who 
worked his way up through the pack 
after another dismal start. 

"I want to thank all my sponsors - 
everything worked great." Antunez 
said. "I got out front early and never 
had to pull a tearoff." 

Arenacross announcer Robbie Floyd 
noted that Goodman looked fast all 
night and predicted a podium finish.

Goodman said of his solid second-place 
run. “I felt strong tonight, and Wyatt

have been working hard. I'm getting 
ready for Supercross." 

In the 250cc final, Stephenson, Jones 
and Palmer all went down in a heap in 
the first turn. As Jones was very slow in 
getting to his feet, the red flag came out, 
signifying a restart. Antunez, Kawasaki 
of Carrollton's Brad Woolsey and Peder- 
son were at the front of the pack at the 
restart. Pederson moved by Woolsey on 
lap three into second and aimed for 
Antunez, wanting to win at least one 





final on the weekend. The chase was on. 

By the halfway point of the race, 
Antunez and Pederson were running up 
front, with Stephenson, Buehl and 
Palmer next. 

On lap 15, with Pederson on his tail, 
Antunez got completely sideways while 
jumping into the rockers. Pederson 
moved into the lead, while Antunez 
regrouped to get back on track in sec- 
ond. 

With about four laps to go, Pederson 
was in control out front, with Antunez, 
Palmer, Stephenson and Buehl all in a 
tight group, giving chase. One lap later, 
Palmer scooted by Antunez through the 





rockers into second, a position he would 
never relinquish. Stephenson soon 
moved by Buehl for the fourth spot. 

At the finish, it was Pederson taking 
the final Arenacross main-event win of 
the year in one of the most exciting races 
of the season. Palmer finished second, in 
front of Antunez, Stephenson, Buehl 
and Gaddis. 

“1 was following Buddy, hoping he 
would make a mistake, and sure 
enough, he did," a smiling Pederson 
said of his win. "The restart kind of 
made me mad. I was leading, but who 
knows - I may not have won that one."

MURPHY, ID, MAR. 22 

t was one surprise after another at 

PA round two of the National Hare and 
Hound Championship series. 

Rain was the first surprise of the day 
for the 200 desert racers who gathered at 
Murphy, just outside of Boise, Idaho. 
Steady drizzle that fell almost all the 
way through the race combined with 
dust to form a goggle-clogging mess 
that cut visibility to near zero and made 
life miserable for racers at the back of 
the pack. 

Local hotshot Brian Brown was the 
other surprise. The Kawasaki KX500 
racer from nearby Nampa, Idaho, blast- 
ed his way up from a slower-than-usual 
start and was leading the way at the 
halfway point of the 96-mile race. He 
was still in front when the checkered 
flag fell after 2 ^; "^ hours of fast-paced 
competition, and he scored the first 
National Hare and Hound win of his 
racing career. 

“I had a terrible start but I made it up 
and got around everyone," said Brown. 
“It feels great to win this race. I came in 
second here last year." 

Light drizzle was falling when the 
banner dropped for the start of the 
event at 11 a.m. Despite the drizzle, and 
the rain that had fallen the day before 
the race, the course was still dusty and 
slower starters were in trouble right 
from the word go. 

“With the dust and the rain, your 
goggles kept getting really messed up 
and it was very hard to see," said Rex 
Staten, who was racing in the Senior 
Expert division. "A lot of people ended 
up riding without goggles, which was a 
problem later on because it was raining 
pretty good on the back of the course. I 








got goggles when we came through the 
alternate and I'm really glad I did." 

The charge up fhe short bomb run 
was led by Nevada's Russ Pearson on a 
KTM250, and Pearson was still in front 
when the front-runners cleared the 8- 
mile opening section and headed into 
the rest of the 50-mile first loop. 
Kawasaki's Paul Krause was hard on his 
heels in second; Brian Brown had 
already recovered from his bad 
start and was racing in third; 
and Ty Davis, Destry Abbott 
and Donnie Book were close 
behind. 

“1 got a mediocre start,” 
said Davis, who squeaked out 
a win in the last 100 yards of 
the first race of the seven- 
round Hare and Hound series. 
“Trying to get through the dust 
to get those guys was tough. 
My goggles went to crap right 
away and it was hard to see." 

Pearson continued to set the 
pace all the way to the alter- 
nate gas stop. Brown had 
tucked in behind him and 
Krause, Davis, Abbott and 
KX500-mounted Dan Richard- 
son waged a back-and-forth 
battle all the way.

“1 guess Brown was right behind me 
at the alternate because he pulled up 
beside me right after that," said Pearson. 
“I stayed in front of him for probably 
three or four miles after the alternate; 
then we got on a fast road and he just 
went by me." 

But Pearson's reign at the head of the 
pack wasn't quite over. 





“We got into some off-camber stuff 
and Brown stalled his bike," Pearson 
said. "I went on the inside of the hill and 
got him, but we got into a fast sand 
wash about five miles later and he got 
by again. I was trying to keep my 
momentum, going around the outside of 
the corners, and there was a little bush. I 
barely clipped the side of it but I guess 
there was a rock behind it. It clipped my 
forks and clipped my foot and kind of 
spit me over the bars." 

Krause stopped to check that Pearson 
had survived the crash. 

“I was right up with Pearson at the 
start and had a good pace going, but my 
rear brake started to fade a little bit and 
that slowed me down," Krause 
explained. “Ву the time Pearson 
crashed, I had no brakes at all. I stopped 
to make sure he was all right; then 
Davis and Abbott got me." 

Abbott may have been hot on Davis' 
tail, but he was far from confident about 
the outcome of his ride. j 

"| had an okay start and was like 
sixth, but I couldn't get into the groove 
off the start," said Abbott. "Davis 
passed me about seven miles out and I 
rode with him for the first half of the 
race and felt real good, but then the 
weirdest thing happened when we got 
to the alternate. I went into his gas stop 
and got his gas, and he went into my 
gas stop. I was a little nervous because T 
didn't know if I was running unleaded 
or what, and I didn't know what to do 
about it, but I made it in." 

The first loop received mixed 
reviews. Davis described it as, "Just 
whooped-out, trashy kind of stuff,” but 
other racers such as Jon Parks gave = а 
solid thumbs-up. . 

“I thought Dirt MC did a great job on 
the course,” said Parks. “It was a lot of 
fun and it was tight and technical 
enough that it was easy to pass guys. 
My start wasn't so hot. I crashed about 


. five or six miles into it, and having а 


technical course let me get back into the 
hunt." 

Parks wasn't the only top racer try- 
ing to make up time. 





“I had a two-kick start, but I still 
came out good and I was still in the top 
10 at the end of the bomb; but about 
four miles into it, my pipe broke in 
two," said KX500-mounted Jeff Capt. ^I 
rode the whole first loop with that and 
the bike didn't run at all. I tried to hang 
on, do the best I could and stay up with 
everybody; then it took us about 10 min- 
utes to change the pipe when I came 
into the pits." 

Defending Vet-class champion Ed 
McCoy had his work cut out for him 
after he crashed in the first ditch on the 
course, and quarter-liter hotshot Shane 
Esposito combined a slow start with a 
few mechanical glitches to create prob- 
lems of his own. 

“I had a last-place start," said the 
Yamaha YZ125 racer. "The bike 
wouldn't start in gear, so I had to put it 
back in neutral to get it started. Then I 
ripped off my shifter to where it was 
just dangling. I couldn't shift it with my 
foot - I had to reach underneath and 
grab it - but I still passed people, and I 
thought it was a real good course." 

Brown was in the number-one spot 
when he dashed out of loop one and 
headed into the pits for gas. Davis was 
just over a minute back in second, and 
Abbott's KX500 dashed through in 
third. Dave Ondas had his KX500 in 
fourth. 

“I didn't get too good of a start. It 
was kind of dusty and it started raining 
real bad, so my goggles got messed up, 
but I think everybody had that prob- 
lem," said Ondas. 

Krause came in for a brake-pad 
change in fifth overall, ahead of Oakley 
Lehman, who was leading the 250cc 
Experts on a Kawasaki Team Green/Pro 
Circuit-backed KX250. и 

“I didn't have that good of a start, so 
I had to pass some people, but I just 
kind of rode my own race," said 
Lehman. ^I liked the course a lot. The 
first loop was a lot of whoops, but the 
second loop was real good and techni- 
cal." 

Lehman was followed out into the 
second loop by Casey Longman, Jeff 
Capt, Dan Richardson and Chris Brown. 
Curtis Dice led the Four-Stroke con- 
tenders into their second loop in 10th 
overall. 

“I liked the course because it had a 
good mix of everything," said Dice. 
"There were a few whoops, some really 
awesome cow trails - the club did a 
good job." 

Most of the riders agreed, at least as 
far as loop two was concerned. 

"The first loop was nothing but 
whoopville and I didn't particularly 
care for that, but the second loop was 
less whoops, more fun washes, better 
tighter trails. It was better all the way 
around, plus the rain kept the dust 
down a bit," said Over 40 contender 
Steve Pitts.

Speeds fell with the tighter terrain of 
the 46-mile second loop, and so did a lit- 
tle more rain. 

"It drizzled on us most of the day 
and it got real slick out there," said 
Utah's Jeff Lundgreen. “I got stuck on a 
rock hill on the second loop and I didn't 
have any goggles for the last loop and a 
half. My vision got a little blurry, so I 
just kind of cruised on in to the finish." 

Closer to the front, nobody was 
ready to cruise on in and a lot of corners 
were getting missed in the push to make 
up бте. 

"I got lost a couple of times out on 
the course,” said Eric DuCray. “I guess 
some of the riders knocked down a cou- 
ple of the stakes that had arrows on 
them, and that made it a bit hard to fol- 
low in places." 

But even front-runners such as 
Abbott, who was running third overall, 
had their share of difficulty. 

"On the second loop I got lost twice," 
Abbott said. "The course markings were 
really weird. Certain arrows would be 
really soon and some of the others 
would be late, so I wasn't sure if I was 
on the course. One time I went about a 
half a mile past it." 

Some riders, like Dan Richardson, 
managed to use the confusion to their 
advantage. 

“I was kind of running along by 
myself out there in the middle of 
nowhere when I came to one of these 
fences. The ribbons were all on the 
fence," said Richardson. "The three 
guys ahead of me went to the left and 
the course was on the right, so I passed 
those three guys." 

Out in front, Brown continued to 
lead, and there was little that Davis 
could do about it. 

“I rode as hard as I could but he rode 
really good," said Davis. "I missed the 








course a few times. It was kind of hard 
to follow all of the corners because they 
weren't really marked. There was an 
arrow here, then in another 50 feet 
there'd be another arrow. It was tough 
to find it in places." 

Krause was going strong in the mid- 
dle of loop two and had battled all the 
way back to fifth overall, but he started 
to slip after his brakes faded for the sec- 
ond time. Steve Hengeveld, who suf- 
fered similar brake problems, was also 
going nowhere fast. 

“Му rear brakes decided to go out 
about halfway through the first loop, 
but they started working just as I came 
to the pit, so I said to forget changing 
them," said Hengeveld. "But when I 
went out on the second loop, they were 
just gone, so I was stuck with trying to 
ride the rest of the way with no 
brakes." 

A little bobble in a turn cost Chris 
Brown a couple of spots in the 250cc 
Expert Division. Parks lost time when 
he slammed into a rider who was weav- 
ing back and forth on a slippery uphill, 
and Dana Van Stee, who was trying to 
reel in 125cc class leader Shane Esposito, 
had his work cut out for him after he 
missed a couple of turns and then got 
stuck in a creek. 

"I was doing okay up until then, but 
I still had a good ride," said Van Stee. 
"Esposito was riding fast and he beat 
me fair and square." 

Brown was riding just as well and, at 
the end of the almost 2 ^; hours and 100 
miles of racing, he was still out in front 
and almost three minutes ahead of 
Davis when the checkered flag fell. 

“Thad a terrible start but I made it up 
and got around Davis, Hengeveld, 
Krause, Capt and everybody else. I got 
Pearson, then stalled it and had to get 
around him again, but that was about

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it,” said Team Green rider Brown. "I 
had a good ride once I got going." 

Davis wasn't too impressed with sec- 
ond overall and wasn't very impressed 
with the course, either. 

"There were a couple of sand washes 
that were fun, but most of it was just 
whoops and just trash," said Davis, who 
goes into this year's series as the defend- 
ing champion and now has a one-two 
record in the opening two rounds that 
puts him ahead in the early points race. 

Third overall went to Abbott, who 
spent the first half of loop two chasing 
Davis and the second half riding alone 
after he lost the course twice. Fellow 
KX500 racer Ondas took fourth. 

"I had a good time and just stayed 
consistent," said Ondas. "I fell one time, 
but that's about it. It was a bit rough in 
sections, but all in all it was a good 
course and the markings were real 
good." 

Richardson brought his KX500 home 
in fifth overall to top the Over 30 class, 
just ahead of 250cc Expert winner 
Lehman. 

"The danger markings were real 
good but the turn arrows weren't - I 
kept overshooting turns and stuff," said 
KX250-mounted Lehman. "I was a bit 
higher up than this, but I got lost and a 
few people passed me." 

Lehman's closest competition came 
from FMF-backed Chris Brown, who 
finished ninth overall, and Kawasaki's 
Steve Hengeveld, who took third in 
class. 

KTM-mounted Dice took the Four- 
Stroke honors, ahead of Jonah Street and 
Mike Bryant. Esposito took a wire-to- 
wire win in the 125cc class ahead of Van 
Stee, and Staten topped the Senior class, 
ahead of Steve Pitts. 

“It would've been a lot easier if I'd 
had rolloffs," said Pitts, "but I had a 
great race with Daryl Brown, a new guy 
in my class. He would blow a corner 
and Га pass him, then I'd blow one and 
he'd pass me. That's what racing's all 
about." €N

ith a full moon... Friday the 
\ 13th... lunar eclipse... 13th 
L weekend of the series... and 
after a three-year hiatus, the PJ1 Nation- 
al Arenacross Series returned to North- 
ern California’s Bay Area with the series 
championship still on the line as the 
contenders showed up to do battle at 
the Cow Palace. 

Carrollton Kawasaki's Cliff Palmer 
fought his way through the pack to get 
the 125cc win on Friday night, but 
defending PJ1 Arenacross National 
Champion and current points leader 
Buddy Antunez guided his Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki wire to wire in the 
250cc final to inch ever closer to a sec- 
ond straight series title. Antunez 
returned on Saturday night to drive 
another nail into his competitors’ coffins 
by sweeping both main-event victories 
to gain a 59-point advantage over his 
nearest rival, Chad Pederson 


FRIDAY 


Pederson collected the 1-900-PRO- 
RACE Holeshot Award as the 125cc 
finalists exited turn one for the 16-lap 
main. Jeff Willoh, however had his own 
ideas, as he got a better drive into the 
rocker section and passed Pederson for 
the lead spot. That lasted for three laps 
before Pederson had had enough of play- 
ing follow-the-leader and reclaimed the 
front position. While the two played cat- 
and-mouse with each other, Palmer and 
Stephenson, who had their own seesaw 
battle going, patiently bided their time in 
third and fourth, waiting for either of the 
two front-runners to make a mistake. 

That mistake came at the halfway 
mark. Palmer first got by Willoh and 
then, two laps later, passed Pederson for 
the lead. Stephenson was hooked into 
Palmer’s draft, but got out of shape over 
the triples, dropping back. 
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While Palmer set sail for the check- 
ers, Willoh reclaimed second while Ped- 
erson secured the third podium spot, 
with Antunez and Nathan Ramsey 
rounding out the top five. 

Antunez was the man to beat in the 
250cc final. Grayson Goodman fol- 
lowed, along with Denny Stephenson, 
Jimmy Gaddis and Willoh after having 
trouble with the rocker section. Ramsey 
looked to be the man on the move as he 
left the gate in seventh, and by the 
eighth lap he was second behind 
Antunez. That ride, however, ended 
when the SplitFire rider threw it away 
in the rocker section. Goodman moved 
back into second, with Willoh third, 
Jeromy Buehl fourth and Pederson fifth. 

After 10 of 20 laps had been complet- 
ed, Pederson seemed to get a second 
wind and he started to pick off one rider 
at a time: first Buehl, then Willoh, then 
Goodman. 

With four laps remaining, Antunez 
had established a good-sized lead, but 
Pederson tucked in and up-shifted. Ped- 
erson put on a show of both speed and 
bike-handling skill in an effort to catch 
the Suzuki rider. With one lap to go, 
Pederson made up a four-bike-length 
deficit to follow Antunez across the 
checkers half a bike length back.

Willoh had the hot hand as he 
grabbed the holeshot in the 125cc fea- 
ture, with Mike Jones, Stephenson, 
Palmer and Antunez in tow. Willoh led 
for the first seven of 16 laps. Then all 
hell broke loose: Willoh went down in 
the rockers, and Stephenson tried to set 
up an inside move on Jones coming out 
of the rockers and went down. In the 
meantime, Antunez got into his zone in 
the early going and moved into the lead 
at the halfway mark. Ramsey fought his 
way up from a poor start to follow 
Antunez after a four-lap battle with 
Jones. With Antunez in control of the 
race, followed by Ramsey, the third 
podium spot wasn't decided until 
Palmer edged out Jones at the checkers. 

Pederson recovered from his disap- 
pointing ninth-place finish in the125cc 
final to grab the early lead in the 250cc 
main event. The Nielsen rider left the 
gate in first and never looked back - at 
least not until lap 13, when Antunez, 
after battling past Willoh and Ramsey in 
the early going, got by Pederson for the 
lead. 

Antunez rode very smoothly tonight, 
seemingly not pressured about anything 
or anyone. After Antunez got by Peder- 
son, Pederson held his ground despite 
advances from Ramsey for the second 





position. While Ramsey had his sights 
set on getting by Pederson, it was 
Palmer who again fought off the poor- 
start blues, locking onto Ramsey. With 
four laps to go, Palmer made his move 
past Ramsey to follow Antunez and 
Pederson to the checkers, while Ramsey 
collected fourth and Stephenson fifth. 

"This weekend was the first time in 
six weeks I was able to.ride without 
worrying about the war instead of the 
battle," Antunez said later. "When you 
start worrying about the title, sometimes 
you start playing it too safe instead of 
riding like you are capable of riding. 
Tonight, I had so much fun. I rode like I 
wanted to ride - without a care." 

"If any rider - and I don't care what 
rider we are talking about - thinks they 
are going to come to this Arenacross 
series and kick butt - better think again," 
Ramsey, a regular in the AMA Super- 
cross Series, said, "These guys are haul- 
ing and have this game wired. Buddy's 
a friend, and to be battling against him 
and finishing second in the 125s was 
very cool. I don't like to lose, but if I had 
to get beat, I don't mind it being him." €N

76/GFI Racing-sponsored Califor- 
nia Winter MX Series made its way 
down south to the Barona Oaks race 
track, where Pro 
Circuit /SplitFire / Kawasaki-backed 
Casey Johnson came out on top of a cou- 
ple of hard-fought moto. wins to sweep 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes. 

When the gate dropped for the one- 
shot, 20-minute 250cc Pro moto, it was 
Billy Payne getting the jump off the 
cement starting pad to lead Dustin 
Evans, Spud Walters and Johnson 
behind. Walters quickly pushed Evans 
back to third and closed in on Payne. 
ohnson then dropped Evans another 
position and then proceeded to blow 
past Walters in a whoop section a short 
time later to run second. A few turns 
later, Payne fell victim to the hard- 
charging Johnson as the latter used an 
inside move in a tight corner to steal the 
lead. Walters pushed Payne out of a 
turn for second place and set out after 
Johnson. Five laps into the race, Walters 
had his YZ400F all over the KX250 of 
Johnson in a duel that continued for a 
couple of laps until Johnson went down. 

“On the top of the hill, in one of the 
rutted corners, I came into the corner 
and the back tire wasn't quite in the rut 
and I got on it and just kind of spun 
around and Walters got by," Johnson 
said. 

, Walters suddenly had a four-second 
lead, but Johnson was quickly back up 
to speed and reeling him back in. With a 
lap and a half remaining, Johnson flew 
past Walters off a triple jump, looking 
over at him as he sailed by to retake the 
lead and the win a short time later. 

"The track was really good and there 
were a lot of different lines that made 
for good passing today," said Johnson 
after the win. 

Walters hounded Johnson right up to 
the checkers for a close runner-up finish. 

While Johnson and Walters battled 
up front, SMP/Zing/Escondido Cycle 


Center-backed Suzuki rider Tim Beatty ` 


quietly worked himself up into an 
impressive third-place finish after a start 
that found him out of the top 10. 

Dustin Nelson was another rider 
buried in the pack after a 15th-place 
start, but he finished a respectable 
fourth, ahead of Suzuki riders Donald 
Upton and Chris Wheeler. Espen Blik- 
Stad got around Payne (who didn't look 
like his usual self on the bike) for sev- 
enth in the final laps. 

"| got hurt a little over a month ago 
and I haven't been riding much," Payne 
said. "My arms pumped up and my tim- 
ing was way off, but I guess my starts 
are still there." : 

Payne definitely had his starts down 
today as he reeled off the 125cc Pro- 
moto holeshot, ahead of Robbie Skaggs, 
Doug Parsons, Josh Tarantino and Steve 
Andrich. Payne bobbled in a small jump 
section, allowing Skaggs to pull next to 
him and stuff him in the following cor- 
ner to take the lead. Tarantino chal- 
lenged Payne for second for a lap before 
they tangled in the same small jump sec- 
tion and both ended up on the ground. 

Skaggs had a six-second lead that 
was reduced to nothing by Nelson with- 
in a couple of laps. Wheeler hooked up 
with Johnson, and the two riders moved 
up into third and fourth, respectively, 
after bad starts. Johnson outjumped 
Nelson for second and then stuffed his 
way under Skaggs a couple of laps later 
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for the lead. Wheeler matched Johnson 
move for move and made his way into 
second place. Wheeler was all over 
Johnson during the final two laps, but 
had to settle for a close second at the 
checkers. 

“I don't know where I was on the 
start," Johnson said. "All I know is, I 
saw a lot of dust. I had a couple of good 
lines out there and the passes seemed to 
stick. I got into the lead and I saw Chris 
(Wheeler) behind me. I knew he was 
right there, and he's a good rider, but I 
knew I only had a few laps to go." 

Nelson put the move on Skaggs with 
а lap remaining to collect the third-place 
money.

15 
ith clear skies, perfect track 
mrs 14 anxious Pros 
and a large crowd of specta- 
tors, the fourth round of the GFI Califor- 
nia Winter MX Series got under way at 


the popular Hollister GP track. And 
looking like he was shot out of a gun 


` was Suzuki-mounted Michael Brandes 


as he smoked both the 125 and 250cc 
Pro Classes in convincing fashion. In 
fact, the 22-year-old Stiffie/West- 
wood/GP Sport/Tom Morgan Racing- 
backed Brandes was never challenged. If 
the crowd was eagerly anticipating a 
Brandes/ Jeff Willoh battle, then they left 
unsatisfied, as Willoh ended up down 
and slightly hurt in the beginning of the 
125cc race. а 

With more than 310 riders making 
their way to the infamous Hollister GP 
track, the Azevedo crew once again 
worked their magic and laid out a chal- 
lenging track. Their decision to cancel 
rainy weekend races in favor of dry 
ones was definitely well-received by rid- 
ers and spectators alike. 

As the gate dropped for the 125cc Pro 
race, it was Yamaha-mounted Danny 
Paladino leading the screaming two- 
strokes to the first turn. However, Pal- 
adino soon found himself surrounded 
by fast company, as Rick Ryan, Willoh 
and Brandes were right on his tail. Ryan 
and Brandes quickly scooted by Paladi- 
no, and as Willoh was trying to do the 
same, the Suzuki pilot hit Paladino's 
rear tire on a tricky uphill turn and went 
down hard. 

In fact, he went down hard enough 
to injure his left elbow, ending his day. 

“I think Paladino did a major brake 
check on me and I had no place to go," 
the Team Suzuki/Stiffie/Westwood- 
backed Willoh said later. "After I went 
down, I got hit again. My elbow is pret- 
ty sore and unfortunately I'm calling it a 
day." 

With Willoh out of the picture, Bran- 
des appeared to have an easy win ahead 
of him. Ryan, however, wasn't about to 
hand over a win without a challenge. 
The veteran from Northern California, 
who is commonly known as "The Iron- 
man" because of the fact that he rides 
four to five classes every race, set out 
after Brandes. Try as he might, he was 
never able to get close enough to be a 
serious threat. Behind Brandes and 
Ryan, Kawasaki rider Aaron Cheselske 
had a firm hold on third. Unfortunately 
for Cheselske, a battle for fourth 
between Paladino, Daniel Blair and 
Travis Preston would eventually intrude 
on that hold. 

At about the halfway point of the 20- 
minute-plus-one-lap race, Paladino, 
Blair and Preston came over the finish- 
line jump in tight formation, and all 
three riders nearly went down in the fol- 
lowing right-hand turn as they fought 
over the same line. Eventually, Preston 
got around Paladino and set his sights 
on Cheselske. Preston, aboard an F&S 
Suzuki/Bill's Pipes/NAKED-backed 
RM, passed Cheselske in a big left-hand 
sweeper, but was promptly repassed. 
However, on the next lap, Preston made 
another pass in the exact same spot and

this time was able to pull away for 
good. 

Meanwhile, up front, Brandes was 
busy keeping Ryan far enough back and 
eventually took the win. Ryan would 
follow in second, with Preston, 
Cheselske and Paladino rounding out 
the top five. 

"I saw Willoh and another rider 
make contact on the uphill, and then 
Willoh hit the dirt wall," an exhausted 
Brandes said. “I didn't get a great start 
and I figured Ryan would be trouble 
because he rides here a lot." 

In fact, the last time Brandes rode at 
Hollister was back in 1996. 

"This is the best shape I’ve seen this 
track in, because it's usually either 
muddy or dusty," said Brandes, who is 
currently sitting in seventh place in the 
AMA Western Regional 125cc Super- 
cross Series. 

Ryan, content with second, summed 
up his race thusly: "I got a good start 
and didn't have any problems out there. 
АП the recent rain has kind of slowed 
me up in the conditioning department." 

Ryan, by the way, rode four classes 
on the day - finishing no worse than sec- 
ond. 

Preston, who had taken a seventh 
place at the AMA Arenacross at the 
Cow Palace the night before the race, 
was all smiles. 

"I got a bad start and ran out of 
time," he said. "I felt good the whole 
race, and by the time I worked up 
through the pack, Ryan was already 
gone." 

The 250cc Pro race got under way 
with the same 20-minute-plus-one-lap 
format in place, and blasting into the 
first turn was Yamaha-mounted Nathan 
Woods. Following Woods in hot pursuit 
were Brandes, Dean Matson, Cheselske 
and Trevor Meagher. Missing from the 
picture was Ryan. 

"The guy next to me hit the gate and 
I got my front wheel stuck in it,” Ryan 
said. “It felt like I was stuck in the gate 
for about 10 seconds." 

Ryan had his work cut out for him, 
and the seasoned veteran was up for the 
challenge. 

Brandes quickly made his way by 
Woods and, just as in the 125cc Pro race, 
said adios to the competition and basical- 
ly cruised to a victory. 

Behind Brandes, however, things got 
very interesting as the crowd kept its

eyes glued on Ryan to see if he could 
make an incredible charge toward the 
front.

But by the second lap, Ryan had 
amazingly made his way up to sixth 
place, and the first rider in the top-five 
group to fall victim to his charge was 
Meagher. As Meagher and Ryan came 
over a tabletop jump, the two made con- 
tact in midair and, luckily, neither rider 
went down. Ryan was on a furious pace 
and left Meagher and his Suzuki behind. 


. Next on Ryan's hit list was Cheselske, 


and he also fell victim to the veteran's 
charge. 

When Ryan caught up to Woods, 
who was running third, the crafty veter- 
an sailed by on the right as Woods 
looked to his left. But Woods wasn't 
about to give up and he promptly 
repassed Ryan on the following turn. In 
fact, Woods began to pull a lead over 
Ryan throughout the next lap. That lead 
soon dwindled and Ryan once again 
passed Woods in the big sweeper - this 
time making it stick to take over third 
place. As Brandes continued to increase 
his lead up front, Matson, who was run- 
ning in second place, soon felt the pres- 
sure from Ryan. Ryan eventually made 
the pass on Matson on the back section 
of the track, making the running order 
Brandes, Ryan, Matson, Woods and 
Cheselske. Things stayed calm for a few 
laps until Cheselske got a little out of 
shape and crashed. Capitalizing on the 
mistake was Meagher, who slipped by 
the downed Cheselske to take over fifth. 

When the checkered flag finally came 
out, Brandes sailed across the finish-line 
jump, airing it out for the crowd to take 
the win. Ryan would follow in second, 
to the delight of the appreciative crowd, 
followed by Matson, Woods and 
Meagher. 

“I had a very good start and just rode 
smooth," a satisfied Brandes said. 
"Compared to the 30-minute motos they

ll eyes were on Fred Hoess, 
A: 1997 Enduro Champion, 

to set the pace at the 61st running 
of the annual Sandy Lane Enduro, but 
this Sunday wasn’t going to be Hoess’ 
day. Instead, it was Richard Lafferty 
roosting his KTM 250 into the paceset- 
ter's position at the first check and keep- 
ing that spot at every remaining check. 

"I had a little trouble in the first sec- 
tion, and I actually got stuck briefly a 
couple of times," said Hoess afterward. 
"| figured he was going to get me, but I 
had no idea he'd get me that bad!" 

Lafferty, the middle sibling of the 
three-brother Lafferty family, dropped a 
total of nine points over the 72.7-mile 
course. Hoess held on for second, with a 
13, giving their sponsor - Bromley Suzu- 
ki-KTM - a one-two sweep of the 
ECEA's opening round. Third place for 
the day went to Richard's brother Jack 
Jr., a past multi-time champion of the 
ECEA, on his first ride aboard a Hus- 
aberg 501 for his new sponsor, Griffin 
Vehicle Service. 

Richard Lafferty made his intentions 
known at the first check-out, after a 
short warmup section right off the start. 
Open trails and fire cuts from the start 
tightened down to low-lying and typi- 
cally tight pine-woods trails, spiced here 
and there with water holes. The first sec- 
tion was barely 6 miles long but tricky 
to ride. Lafferty charged right off the 
start and blitzed through it all to card a 
single point at the check-out, putting 
him firmly in the lead for the rest of the 
day. The best anyone in the A or AA 
class did was a two at that check, with 
threes and fours being more typical. The 
two-point scores were all posted by ex- 
ECEA Grand Champions, namely 
Honda XR250 pilot Kevin Bennett 
(champ іл '87, '88, and '90), Honda 
CR250 rider Mark Spence (champ in 
'96), and Husaberg 501 rider Jack Laffer- 
ty Jr. (seven-time ECEA Champ). 

Jack Jr. seemed to be having no trou- 
ble at all switching over to the big four- 
stroke (last year he competed aboard a 
KTM 250). Spence, who sat out last sea- 
son to concentrate on higher education, 
had high hopes for the day, but soon 
found himself nursing a bike that had 
ingested a fair amount of sandy water, 
and would only get through eight 
checks before having to retire for the 
day. 

The next section was nearly eight 
miles of typical South Jersey sand and 
tight trees, with a fair amount of "igno- 
rant tight" so beloved by the ECEA reg- 
‘ulars. Once again, Richard Lafferty was 
the pacesetter, flying through the jersey- 
ripping woods with a 3:57 at the check- 
out. Bennett, who can ride an XR250 like 
no one else, matched Richard's score 
exactly and was the only other rider to 
drop a three in the section. Jack Jr. card- 
ed a 4:11 at the checkout, followed by 
Hoess with a 4:15. Going into the gas- 
available, Richard Lafferty had a com- 
manding lead with a total of four points 
lost, followed by Bennett with a five, 
Jack Jr. with a six, and Hoess with seven 
points down. 

A quick section after the gas deter- 
mined who was sleeping or not, and it 
took a point from Richard Lafferty, 
fioess and Jack Jr., while nipping Bennett 
for two. The rest of the best ECEA riders 
carded three or more, with the exception 
of the two-point scores posted by the ail- 
ing Spence, AA-class rider and KTM 
pilot Bill Atkinson, eventual A 200cc- 
class winner Robert Mohn, A Open flash 








Dave Groemm, and past A Four-Stroke 
champ Bob Bennett, who recently moved 
back into the region and was up to his 
old tricks (making life miserable for the 
rest of the four-stroke riders). 

Another medium-long points-taking 
section followed, with Richard Lafferty 
once again topping the field, this time 
with a 3:59 - and once again just making 
the flip of the time cards. Getting closest 
to Lafferty was Hoess, managing a very 
respectable 4:22 over the same section. 
Atkinson and Jack Jr. came next, with a 
5:28, more than a minute behind, with 
Bennett at 5:40. 

It was clearly Richard Lafferty's race, 
although Hoess was finally warming up. 
In the last section of the day, the pair 
wound up dogging each other convinc- 
ingly, with Richard Lafferty checking 
out at 1:53 and Hoess a few seconds 
behind at 1:58. The total scores left Laf- 
ferty with a nine-point card and Hoess 
the only rider to come home with a 
“lucky” 13. Jack Jr. and Bennett came in 
next with 14 points each, with Jack tak- 
ing the third-place spot by a margin of 
21 seconds. Rounding out the top five 
overall and top five in the AA class was 
Bill Atkinson, who finished up with a 17. 

Seventeen points turned out to be the 
score to beat in the A class as well, with 
Dave Groemm and Bob Bennett (no 
relation to Kevin Bennett) both sharing 
the score. Bennett topped Groemm by 
39 emergency seconds, however, which 
guaranteed him the High Point A tro- 
phy. Bennett, who has just returned 
from spending time out west for the 
past two years, has always been a top 
finisher in the A class, and is a natural 
four-stroke rider. 

The B class was subjected to a whip- 
ping by SJER’s Dan Sharpless, who has 
plainly spent the warm winter practicing. 
Sharpless slammed through the sand 
whoops and tight trees with a blazingly 
fast 24-point score at the end, fully eight 
points better than his closest rival, earning 
him the High Point B trophy. Dan Polak 
came closest to Sharpless' score, with a 32- 
point card that earned him the B Veteran- 
class win, and next in the B overall line 
was Bill Gilbert II, who finished up with a 
34 and the B 250cc-class win. 

Jason Catlett of Tri-County MC was 
the High Point C winner for the day,

klahoma's Johnny Marley added 
three more national titles to a 
long and impressive list of 
championships and wins by taking the 
second annual Lake Whitney Spring 
National by storm in the 125cc Stock 
and Modified Schoolboy events, in addi- 
tion to the overall win in the 125cc Open 
class. The Chaparral Yamaha/Fox/PJ1- 
backed racer struggled in his first motos 
on Friday, but came back a different 
Johnny Marley for Saturday's and Sun- 
day's second motos. 

The FMF/Kawasaki/LCS-sponsored 
event hosted more than 1100 racers 
entered for the three days of racing, 
with picture-perfect Texas weather 
accommodating riders from 27 states at 
the beautiful Lake Whitney facility. 

Marley's biggest challenge came 
from fellow Oklahoman Chase Reed. 
Reed raced to the front in the first motos 
of the Schoolboy Modified, 125cc Open 
and 125cc Intermediate Stock events, 
laying the groundwork for the second 
motos. Marley's second and Reed's 
fourth in the first moto of the 125cc 
Intermediate Modified division gave 
New Mexico's Ivan Tedesco the go- 
ahead for the class win in that event. 

By far, the best racing came from the 
Intermediate and Schoolboy races, as 
the riders showed no fear and grabbed 
as much throttle as could be allowed. 

The 125cc Schoolboy Stock class set 
the pace when Marley took the first- 
moto win, chased by Team 
Green/Grapevine Kawasaki/Fox- 
backed Reed. Returning in the second 
moto, however, Marley showed a differ- 
ent side of his racing when he passed 
Reed early on. From that point on, Mar-

ley was an absolute rocket as he stayed 
in front of the pack, leading Reed to the 
checkered flag. Rounding out the top 
three was Colorado's Team Green- 
backed Andrew Short. 

The 125cc Open race had Marley lin- 
ing the gate with a first-moto second to 
Reed's first-moto win. Reed grabbed the 
holeshot, with Team Green/D&S 
Kawasaki /Pro Circuit's Ryan Wallace in 
the number-two spot, while Marley 
gated third off the start. Marley hung 
tough and hunted down Reed during 
the final lap to claim his second champi- 
onship. 

“Chase was riding really good in that 
race," Marley offered. "I was over my 
head a couple of times, but once I 
caught up to him, I slowed down a bit 
and rode his pace, and then got around 
him." 

Marley's third championship came in 
the 125cc Modified Schoolboy class and, 
once again, he entered the second moto 
with a first-moto second to Reed's first- 
moto win. 

"This time I was unfortunate off the 
start," Reed said. "I got cross-rutted and 
was fifth in the corner up the moun- 
tain." 

“I got a good start and got out front 
and rode hard trying to pull a comfort- 
able lead, which I did, leaving the bat- 
tling behind me, which I like,” Marley 
said about his race to earn his third and 
final championship of the weekend. "I 
had a lot of fun in that race!” 

Reed did get a win, though, taking 
both moto wins in the 125cc Intermedi- 
ate Stock class. Travis Elliott finished 
second with a 3-2 to Marley's third over- 
all by way of a 2-4 finish. 

Texan Adam Mennenga put his 
Team Green/Impact Kawasaki /LCS- 
tuned 80s out front for three titles: the 
80cc (14-16) Stock and Modified classes 
and the Supermini class. A first-moto 
win in the 80cc Open class would have 
set the record for the event (four class 
championships), but a crash in the sec- 
ond moto placed Mennenga back in 
17th overall. Colt Humphrey used a 2-4 
tally to take the overall win. 

California provided the fastest 65cc 
(7-11) Stock and Modified racer in the 
form of Team Green/ AC Racing/Fox- 
backed Mike Alessi, while the other side 











of the United States sent American 
Suzuki/Bent/AXO-sponsored Davi 
Millsaps from Florida, and he rocketed 
his way to all four moto wins in the 65cc 
(10-11) Stock and Modified classes. 

It came down to the final moto in the 
65cc Open as to which side of the United 
States would take home the most wins. 
The first-moto encounter saw Millsaps 
take the win, with Alessi in the number- 
two spot. It looked like it might be a 
repeat performance in moto two until 
Alessi grabbed more throttle in the final 
lap of the race, in the final turn, to pass 
Millsaps to take the win and the overall 
championship. 

Robbie Reynard crossed the Red 
River from Oklahoma to Lake Whitney, 
the very place that has seen this young 
man take many championship titles 
over the years. 

“I’m here to practice for the upcom- 
ing outdoor nationals," said the Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki/ Answer/Bill's Pipes- 
sponsored Reynard. "This a really fast 
track and very similar to Glen Helen." 

Reynard won all four of his 125 and 
250cc Pro events, while Team 

Green/ AXO/Bell-backed Nic Wey took 
second overall in both events. єх

Everts

MONS, BELGIUM, MAR. 22 
tefan Everts has entered the 
5 defense of his World 250cc Cham- 
pionship in the best form of his 
career, and a win in the last Internation- 
al of the preseason certainly proved this. 
His rivals could be in for a long year. 

Usually a slow starter to the season, 
four-time World Motocross Champion 
Everts looked brilliant as he carved up a 
field of top 250 and 500cc riders to win 
the Mons International with 1-1 results. 
Finishing second to Everts was Hus- 
aberg's Joel Smets with 4-2 results, and 
third place went to another Belgium 
sand rider, Suzuki's Marnicq Bervoets, 
with 3-3 finishes. 

For Everts, who had spent the week 
recovering from a virus, it was especial- 
ly sweet in Victory Lane. 

“T took some tablets from the doctor 
a couple of days before Mons, but I 
expected to struggle here a little,” Everts 
said after his win. "This is one of those 
tough deep-sand tracks Belgium is 
famous for, and you really need to have 
your fitness perfect, but I must say I feel 
really good for this early in the year." 

The Mons track, in the French-speak- 
ing part of Belgium (just below. Brus- 
sels), was at its most dangerous as the 
cold, wet weather in Europe had left the 
track in no condition for the weak, and 
it was looking likely that Everts (with 
his cold) and World 500cc Motocross 
Champion Joel Smets (with his shoulder 
injury still healing) would be struggling 
against the likes of a healthy Bervoets, 
brothers Shayne and Darryll King, as 
well as Yamaha's two four-stroke spe- 
cialists, Andrea Bartolini and Peter 
Johansson. Like true champions, 
though, both Everts and Smets fought 
overcame their problems and showed 
why they are the favorites for the 
defenses of their World titles. 

The first moto of the day saw Smets 
take the lead, ahead of a hard-charging 
Darryll King, Everts, Werner Dewit and 
Bervoets. For Yamaha riders Johansson 
and Bartolini, the start was not as spec- 
tacular, as the two trailed near the rear 
of the field. Smets had made a great first 
lap, while Everts moved past King, 
Bervoets and Dewit and set out after 
Smets. 

“I knew I could catch Joel,” Everts 
said. “He has been really riding fast, but 
I felt good early, and I could see he was 

“tiring a little.” 

Actually, Smets was having troubles. 

“My arms were pumping really 
bad,” Smets said. “I always have arm 
pump in these races - not enough prac- 
tice this morning, plus I’m still having 
problems with my shoulder - well, not 
so much when I’m riding, but I am real- 
ly not sleeping very well.” 

Smets and Everts had cleared away 
from the others, while Suzuki team rid- 
ers Bervoets and Dewit were engaged in 
a heated battle for the third and fourth 
places. 

“My arms were killing me,” Bervoets 
said. “This track is one of the worst 
around.” 

Dewit was also suffering. 

“This track is very narrow and 
bumpy, so you get no chance of pass- 
ing,” Dewit said. “I think everyone's 
arms are hurting." 

The King brothers were plugging 
away in fifth and sixth place, but their 
sand-track form was anything but

impressive. Both riders were way back 
from the lead pair. 

Up front, Everts had blasted past 
Smets, and now it was his turn to expe- 
rience arm pump. 

"As soon as I passed Joel, the arm 
pump started," Everts said. "He was 
really putting some pressure on, and I 
could hear his four-stroke behind me. 
But luckily he made a mistake." 

Smets had been roosted by a lapped 
rider and, with his vision impaired, he 
crashed. 

"It was stupid," a somewhat angry 
Smets said. "I was riding okay and felt 


good to pass Stefan; then a lapped rider 


messed me up." 

From then on, Everts cruised to the 
win, while Smets' problems grew. 

^With one lap to go, I was a strong 
second and thought, ‘Just take it easy,” 
Smets said. "Then it happened again, 





my goggles were filled in, and I 
crashed and lost two places." 

Smets would move from his 
safe second to fourth place, 
behind Dewit and Bervoets. 
Fifth place went to Darryll 
King, with Shayne King in 
sixth. Yamaha's strongmen 
Johansson and Bartolini fin- 
ished 12th and 25th, respective- 
ly. 
T In moto number two, Smets 
again showed that his starting 
prowess is one of the best, as 
he again led KTM rider Johan 
Boonan, Everts, Bervoets, 
Shayne King, Dewit and Dar- 
ryll King. Then Smets and 
Everts again commenced a bat- 
tle royal, with the two charging 
around the long, narrow Mons 
track. 

“You can't take anything 
away from Joel," Everts said. 
“He is one of the best; I’m not 
saying we are the two fastest 
riders in the world, but we are 
two of the fastest." 

The action was first-class all 
the way, but the leader of the 
class was again Everts, as 
Smets' moto-one problems 
returned to haunt him again. 

“It was not easy in the 
lead," Smets said. "Stefan was 
putting a lot of pressure on, 
and I again made mistakes. 
When he got by me, I had noth- 
ing left to fight with."

Up front, there was no stopping 
Everts, as he won by 24 seconds over 
Smets, who had moved away from 
Bervoets. Bervoets came home third, 
Darryll King fourth and Shayne King 
fifth. 

Taking the overall and entering the 
new Grand Prix season with another 
win, Stefan Everts had some bad news 
for his rivals. 

“I have not seen too much of Tortelli, 
or some of the others, but I feel very 
good this year," Everts said. "Our team 
is very strong. We have done a lot of 
work on the bike and it's better than last 
year, for sure. I don't want to make any 
predictions, but I'm looking at winning 
more GPs this year than last." CN

Justus 
prevails at 


Camp 
Coker

emperatures in the mid-60s and 
Ts» skies drew more than 590 

riders to Camp Coker Motocross for 
round two of the U.S. Mega Series and 
round two of the Winters Amway Team 
Carolina Ultra Series. With the record 
number of riders in attendance, the 
competition was sure to be stiff. Paul 
Justus, though, had an answer for all of 
them. Using good starts and consistent 
finishes, Justus earned victories in the 
highly competitive 125 and 250cc B 
classes. 

In the first 250cc B moto, KTM- 
mounted Shane Lawson nabbed the 
holeshot over Yamaha four-stroke rider 
Jamie Nicholson, Kawasaki-mounted 
Nick McAllister, Suzuki rider Shane 
Jenkins and Kawasaki rider Trey 
Younce. As the field sorted itself out 
during the first lap, Nicholson made a 
move on Lawson for the lead. McAllis- 
ter took a fall through the finish-line 
whoops and was relegated to the back 
of the pack while Lawson encountered 
troubles as well. 

With all this action, Nicholson took 
full advantage and stretched out a big 
lead - a margin he held to the finish. 
However, the race for the rest of the top 
five was anything but over. Justus was 
recovering from a terrible start and 
quickly slicing his way through the pack. 
By midmoto he had moved into the top 
five and had his sights set on Jenkins, 
who was in second place. As the moto 
drew to a close, Justus made his move 
on Jenkins, with fellow Suzuki rider 
Brad Edwards following suit. At the 
checkered flag, it was Nicholson - styling 
his four-stroke for the crowd - followed 
by Justus, who made a run at the winner 
but ran out of time, Edwards, Jenkins 
and the hard-charging Joshua Capps. 
Capps managed to pass Yamaha-mount- 
ed Baldwin on the final lap. 

The second moto started off quite dif- 
ferently, with Capps grabbing the 
holeshot over McAllister, Justus and the 
rest of the field. Capps jumped out to an 
early lead, but Justus had other ideas 
and wasn't content to let the Kawasaki 
rider off that easy. Justus quickly dis- 
placed McAllister and set out after 
Capps. Meanwhile, there was a close 
battle for the third position as McAllis- 
ter had his hands full with Alabama 
rider Jon Boy Monk and Edwards. As 
the lead duo battled, Monk took over 
third and made a charge toward the two 
front-runners. 

As the moto drew to a close, Capps 
took the win, with Justus in second - a 
position that gave him the overall. 
Monk, McAllister and Edwards rounded 
out the top five. First-moto winner 
Nicholson crashed during the moto and 
could only muster an eighth-place finish. 





In 125cc B-class action, Justus again 
used consistent rides to take the overall 
win. The Suzuki rider went 3-2 - enough 
to edge out fellow Suzuki rider Daniel 
Tesh, who went 1-4 on the day. 

Tesh won the first moto after a trip to 
the hospital with a dislocated hip. 

“Daniel popped it back in place at 
the hospital and then turned to me and 
said, ‘Let’s go racing,’” said Tesh's 
father. 

Third on the day was Capps, who 
had a terrible first moto and finished 
10th but came back to win moto two. 
Jered Black was fourth overall with 9-3 
scores. Black had shown the speed of 
the front-runners, but bad starts ham- 
pered his performance. Rounding out 
the top five was Casey Barnes. 

Double class wins seemed to be the 
order of the day. Counting Justus, five 
riders earned multiple wins at Camp 
Coker: Jeff Gibson, Gaylon Dickson, 
Jake Grims and Gary Baisden were able 
to duplicate Justus' feat. 

Gibson took his wins in the 125cc 
Schoolboy class and 250cc A divisions. 
Gibson came back from a crash that rele- 
gated him to second in moto one of the 
Schoolboy class and won moto two. 
Barnes took the victory in the first moto 
and followed Gibson home on the sec- 
ond for second overall. Mooresboro, 
North Carolina's Doug Earls rounded 
out the top three. Gibson also had to 
deal with a couple of Suzuki riders in 
the 250cc A division as he reeled off 
wire-to-wire wins. The ever-present Jon 
Boruff took the runner-up position in 
both motos. Filling out the top three was 
Suzuki-mounted Chad Lough with 4-3 
scores. 

Pennsylvania's Dickson made his 
drive down from the north worthwhile 
as he garnered wins in both the Over 25 
A and Over 30 A classes. Billy Liles, 
who is just returning to action after a 
long layoff, kept Dickson honest in both 
classes. Rounding out the top three in 
the Over 25 A class was Yamaha rider 
Kirk Johnson. In the Over 30 A class, the 
always-consistent Suzuki rider Joel 
Baker took third. 

Like Dickson, Suzuki-mounted rider 
Gary Baisden also took two age-class 
wins. Baisden reeled off double moto 
wins in the Over 48 class. Trying to keep 
Baisden in sight was Terrell Welborn 
and Byron Hager. In the Over 40 class, 
Baisden stormed to the win in moto one 
but had to settle for a third in the second 
moto. This, however, was good enough 
for the overall. South Carolina riders 
Rick Rikard and Stuart English complet- 
ed the top three. 

The last double moto winner on the 
day was mini pilot Jake Griffis. The 
rider from Ridgeland, South Carolina, 
was hot in the 60cc (7-9) and the Junior 
Mini classes. In the 60cc class, Davin 
Price from Gastonia, North Carolina, 
and Chad Wages from Frederick, Mary- 
land, kept the Kawasaki-mounted rider 
on his toes.

Kempkes, 
Peters set 
the pace

erfect 70-degree Florida weather 
p: dry, sandy sections set the 

stage for round one of the 1998 U.S. 
National Observed Motorcycle Trials 
Series, and it was Jess Kempkes making 
a huge comeback over National Cham- 
pion Geoff Aaron to win the first 
National event of the season at Cooms

Motorcycle Park, with New York's Ray 
Peters in third overall. 

At round two, however, New York's 
Ray Péters was simply dominant, turn- 
ing in easy, low scores to come out on 
top of both Aaron and Ryon Bell. 

Nebraska's Kempkes, number three, 
started off round one with a 13 after the 
first loop, only one point ahead of num- 
ber-two Peters. Up in front was four- 
time National Champion Aaron holding 
ground with an eight-point loop. Gas 
Gas rider Kempkes stated after his 
round-one win that visiting World-level 
rider Tommi Ahvala, here for a Gas 
Gas-sponsored promotional tour of the 
United States, had helped him immense- 
ly with a bit of advice. 

“Tommi saved me on section six 
when he came up to me and said I 
should rewalk through the section 
twice, because he didn't think I had 
picked the best line," Kempkes said. 
"After I rewalked the section, I saw the 
terrain had shifted from the previous 
riders coming through and basically it 
turned into a new section. I told Tommi 
about my adjustment and he gave an 
approving nod. I cleaned what could 
have turned ugly and knocked me out 
of the lead." 

The added confidence showed as 
Kempkes won with a mere two-point 
lead with a 21 over Aaron's 23. 

Going into the second loop of three 
for the day, Kempkes turned up the heat 
with a five-point loop that turned 
Aaron's five-point lead into a three- 
point lead after Aaron turned in a 
seven-point loop. Peters struggled, still 
holding a strong third place all day. He 
started the first loop one point behind 
Kempkes, but a second-loop score of 10 
put him six points out, with a cushion 
for Aaron and Kempkes to duke it out in 
the third loop. 

At section four, the riders faced a tree 
that stood five feet off the ground on its 
side with a top clearance of about six 
feet. 

"The overall loop is fairly easy - 
every section is a possible clean - but lit- 
tle mistakes are adding up," Aaron said. 
"I m basically beating myself every 
point." 

Aaron went on to clean the 6-foot 
wall and continued to show the abilities 
that have been winning him champi- 
onships. Kempkes shadowed Aaron by 
a couple of minutes, with Ahvala riding 
behind him. Kempkes was impressive 
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as he cleared the 6-foot wall and went 
on to clean the section. 

The race for the win was up in the air 
until the cards were turned in. Kemp- 
kes' minder (and father), Rod, said, 
"Jess was on fire. He only took three 
points on his last loop. It's all up to 
Geoff's score. Jess did his part." 

As the scores came in, Kempkes' 
three-point third loop gave him an 
impressive 21. Aaron repeated his first- 
loop score of an eight for a total of 23, 
two points behind Kempkes. 

Peters was on fire at round two of the 
U.S. Trials series, coming back strongly 
from his third-place finish on the previ- 
ous day to card a first-place finish. 

Peters turned in a first-loop score of 
only five points. Next was Beta's Aaron 
with a 14. New in the mix was Monte- 
sa's Bell and Matt Moore, both with a 
15, just three points ahead Kempkes' 18. 

The sections were similar to the day 
before, consisting of fallen trees, creeks 
and sandy walls. 

"The sections are more difficult than 
the previous day, but they are ali possi- 
ble cleans," Aaron said. 

Ahvala, the 1992 World Champion 
from Finland, rode as an exhibition rider 
with an amazing 2-1-1 on each loop for a 
total of four on the day. His dominance 
showed as he made effortless cleans 
through the first sections, which took 
single and double dabs from the top 
US. riders. 

The second loop set Peters alone in 
the lead with an amazing two-point 
score for a total of seven after the first 
two loops, 11 points ahead of Aaron. 

The first and second positions were 
pretty well-established, with the remain- 
ing battle for third place between Bell 
with a 23 and Kempkes with a 24. 
Moore fell two seats behind Kempkes 
after а loop score of 26, putting him at 
41 after the second loop. 

The third and final loop returned 
Peters to the spotlight with another two- 
pointer, for a total of nine on the day. 

"Today, every section just went dif- 
ferent,” Peters said. "As I entered each 
section, my line almost glowed in front 
of me - everything just felt right. I was 
relaxed and put everything behind me 
from yesterday and just rode like it was 
a new day." 

Aaron turned in an impressive three- 
point loop for a total of 21 on the day, 
securing another second-place finish. 

Third went down to the wire, with 
Bell on top after an eight-point loop for 
a total of 30 on the day. Kempkes turned 
in a 10-point loop for a total of 34 on the 
day and a fourth-place finish. 

“Му hat is off to Raymond - he found 
his focus and came out riding great," 
round-one winner Kempkes said. “1 
didn't think I rode bad today. It was just 
little worthless points here and there. I 
think we have a really competitive run 
for the U.S. title with the new Gas Gas, 
and it's showing with two wins at the 
first nationals. I am glad to see a fellow 
Gas Gas rider on top.” CN

week earlier and was to be held at Devils Ridge 
MX in Sanford, North Carolina, but it was a total 
washout - thanks to El Niño. The skies finally 
cleared up and round two of the series at Lake 
Sugar Tree was bumped up to serve as the open- 
ing round. With nearly 500 riders, it was obvi- 
ous that the racers were ready to get back on the 
track - none more so than Mitchell Hodges. 

Hodges, who was coming off a very success- 

ful 1997 racing season, was ready to break out 
when the gate fell at Sugar Tree - picking up 
right where he left off. Hodges would end up 
winning a total of three Pro motos on the day, 
two of which swept the overall in 250cc A rac- 
ing. 
Hodges' 250cc A win didn't come easily, as a 
few northern boys had come down from Penn- 
sylvania to get out of the snow - and they meant 
business. Indiana, Pennsylvania's Shane Shipley 
put in strong efforts in both motos. Although he 
ran up front, he just couldn't match Hodges' 
pace. Shipley would record a pair of third-place 
finishes, giving him second overall on the day as 
he was able to edge Rob McWhorter from Den- 
ton, Maryland. McWhorter blazed to second 
place in the second moto, and that was enough 
to put him on the podium. Jamie Frazier had a 
strong ride to second in moto one, but faded 
back to sixth the second time around; his score, 
though, was still good for a fourth overall - 
ahead of yet another Shipley, Scottie. Hailing 
from Greensboro, North Carolina, and no rela- 
tion to Shane, Scottie Shipley turned in a score of 
4-5 to round out the top five. 

The toughest competition Hodges would 
face was in the highly competitive 125cc A class. 
Troy Brewer has overcome a major hip injury to 
regain his Lake Sugar Tree speed, and he 
showed it off early by grabbing the holeshot in 
moto one. Brewer had his hands full with the 
other Pennsylvania hotshot - Ryan Gates, out of 
Johnstown - and Brad Tester. Tester's Kawasaki 
slipped slightly back to fifth while Hodges 
worked up from a poor start to take third 
behind Gates. Brewer held the point to the flag 
and the top three remained the same. McWhort- 
er had taken some time off from motorcycle- 
mechanics school and looked right at home back 
in the saddle of a dirt bike as he started the 
series with a fourth-place finish in moto one. 

The second moto would see Hodges get back 
on track, taking a perfectly timed holeshot to 
lead Brewer, Yamaha-mounted Doug Neighbors 
and Gates. Hodges left the rest of the pack to eat 
his dust while he ran off and hid. Although he 
nabbed the moto win, it wasn't enough to cap- 
ture the overall; that honor fell to Brewer. 
Hodges did take second over Gates, while 
MeWhorter played it cool with a pair of fourths 
to finish fourth overall. Tester did what he had 
to do to hold off Neighbors and Suzuki of Win- 
ston-Salem pilot Dustin Floyd to hold on to the 
final top-five spot.

Joey Ozarek proved to be the top banana in the 
Over The Hill Gang Intermediate class, putting 
his Suzuki ahead of the field and taking a 1-1 for 
the overall victory at Competition Park. Ozarek 
did it the hard way, getting bad starts and 
charging his way to the front. 

Moto one saw holeshot artist Phil Means 
schooling the class once again as he took the 
lead on his IMS-backed YZ250. His lead was 
short-lived, though, as Tim McEntee leaped 
from third to first in a single bound on his 
Southland Cycles RM. McEntee would hold the 
lead for several laps before it became a three-

Ozarek would exit the whoops with the 
lead and take it to the checkers for the victory. 
The top four spots went to the RM-mounted 
foursome of Ozarek, Sarac, McEntee and Fun- 
derburg. 

Moto two was almost a repeat of the exciting 
moto-one action as Means nailed down the 
holeshot, but he would eventually finish in sev- 
enth due to stiffness resulting from a crash dur- 
ing practice. This time, CR-mounted Rocky 
Hash would temporarily join the front-runners, 
with McEntee in second and Sarac in third. 
Moto-one winner Ozarek was deep in the field 
in 10th. Sarac would quickly assume the lead, 
passing Hash by lap three and separating him- 
self from the field. Dave Rodriguez was charg- 
ing to the front and in control of third. 

With two laps to go, Ozarek came out of 
nowhere to claim fourth and heat up the action.

Parsons shows pack his back 
at Tulare Motocross track

TULARE, CA, MAR. 1 

Although Matt Parsons of Santee, California, has 
always ridden in AHRMA’s Classic class at the _ 
Tulare MX, he decided to try his luck for the first 
time in the hotly contested Sportsman 500cc 
Intermediate class at an AHRMA Vintage 
Motocross. Aboard his classic 1969 Rickman- 
BSA 441, powered by a B-44 engine, equipped 
with a Westlake top-end, Parsons garnered 
holeshots in each moto. 

In moto one, Parsons was followed out of the 
gate by Gary Egloff and Richard Yelkin, both on 
large-displacement Husqvarnas. The thundering 
B-44 thumper, however, proved too much for 
the two-strokes and Parsons took the checkered, 
followed closely by Egloff and Yelkin. 

In moto two, Parsons took the early lead, but 
this time he was forced to battle another 
thumper rider, Bob Spicer, on a Cheney-BSA B- 
50 500. Spicer is well-known for immaculate 
equipment and meticulous attention to cleanli- 
ness and detail. His racing Cheney-BSA out- 
shines most show bikes and his pit area would 
make Martha Stewart proud. It is not uncom- 
mon to see Spicer with a broom in hand, doing a 
final sweep-down of his pit area while other 
competitors are anxiously positioning them- 
selves for a preferred spot at the starting gate. 
Once on the track, however, Spicer is the first to 
get down and dirty. 

Spicer had edged Parsons out the day before 
on Tulare's famed TT course, and Parsons want- 
ed revenge in Sunday's MX - and he got it. 
Although it appeared Spicer had the horsepow- 
er advantage, Parsons, who is renowned for rid- 
ing a very wide line, used his ability to maxi- 
mize every inch of track to stifle each of Spicer's 
attempts to pass. In the end, it was Parsons in 
first, immediately followed by Spicer. Combined 
with his fourth-place finish in the first moto, 
Spicer got second overall. Yelkin's two thirds 
earned him a third overall. н 

After a full day of open-traction TT racing on 
Saturday at Tulare, the Sunday MX lived up to 
the great expectations of many racers who were 
entered in both days' events. Having been post- 
poned the week before as a victim of E] Niño, 
the Tulare MX was run under blue skies, with 
many well-attended classes. As usual, the track 
was expertly prepared by Triple-M Racing, and 
the schedule of races went off perfectly.

Sec- 
ond place was a whole different story, however, 
as Daniel Price and Joey Page both came up to 
challenge Miles and Theobald for runner-up 
honors. Patao, who had fallen earlier in the race, 
was able to fight his way through the pack to 
finish third, right behind Miles, at the finish line. 
FMF's Roberts lined his Yamaha up in the win- 
ner's circle, going perfect for the day and claim- 
ing the overall 80cc (14-16) crown. Patao, Miles 
and Theobald filled out places two through four, 
respectively.

Parriott still rules AFM RR

BUTTONWILLOW, CA, MAR. 8 

The first round of the American Federation of 
Motorcyclists’ 1998 season was held in perfect 
weather at Buttonwillow Raceway, despite the 
ever-present threat of rain that has plagued Cali- 
fornia this winter. The large pools of water and 
mud evident in most of the run-off areas provid- 
ed the only clue to the recent torrential down- 
pours. 

Brian Parriott, off to Europe on the following 
Monday to test a World Supersport 600, left 
everyone with a reminder of why he is one of 
the best 600cc riders the club has ever seen, win- 
ning both 600cc races and being only narrowly 
edged from victory in Formula Pacific. Parriott, 
riding his Honda CBR600 backed by Parriott 
Motors, battled closely with the Suzuki 
GSXR750 of Cory Call, leading most of the race 
despite a power disadvantage. 

Parriott outrode Call at every opportunity 
until the final lap, when Call slipped past in the 
back section of the track and used the over- 
whelming power of his 750 to hold Parriott off 
on the dash to the checkered flag. Number-one 
plate holder Rob Mesa circulated in fourth place, 
losing third in the closing stages of the eight-lap 
race to Mark Foster. Ed Marchini rode his 
Honda RS250 to fifth place, the first two-stroke, 
just ahead of Jeff Short's Chandelle Motorsports 
Suzuki. Short rode well despite being hampered 
with a broken shoulder and hand. 

Call proved successful in the first defense of 
his Formula One title, finishing ahead of visiting 
Willow Springs rider Ken Chase. Both Suzuki 
riders, however, soon found themselves in a bat- 
tle for position as Rich Snowden, aboard his 
British Top Brass/Miyuki Imports 1998 Honda 
RS250, steadily closed on the four-strokes 
despite starting at the back of the pack. Snow- 
den was coming off an impressive debut aboard 
his new bike in the Formula Two race, where he 
had charged from the fifth row to take fourth 
place - all the while gaining ground on the riders 
in front when the checkered flag was thrown. 
Daniel Reeser was circulating alone in third 
place behind a close battle for the lead between 
Dave Mason and Ed Marchini. Both riders 
pulled away from the pack straight from the 
start, leaving no one else with a shot at victory. 

Mason took a narrow victory, ensuring that 
he - along with Marchini and Snowden - will 
play a major part in determining who succeeds 
the absent Brian LeFevre as Formula Two cham- 
pion. 

Snowden's teammates also had strong rides 
in Formula Two, with both Roy DeGroot and 
Phil Snowden finishing in the top 10. DeGroot 
also finished seventh in Formula One, making 
the British Top Brass team the only two-strokes 
in the top 10 in that class. 

Michael Hannas П began this season where 
he left off last year, taking the victory in Formu- 
la Three. With Carlos Neves suffering from ter- 
minal engine failure, and defending champion 
Thomas Alldredge having moved on to Formula 
Two, Hannas was the obvious favorite in the 
class. Rocky Wong returned from third place in 
the championship last year to take second. 

The invasion of the Japanese twins hit the 
AFM in the Formula Twins race, with Brian 














Long taking his Suzuki TL1000 to the front of 
the pack. Gary Jaehne, also riding a TL1000, fin- 
ished fourth, sandwiching Paul Orlandi's Ducati 
and John Burden's homegrown Kawasaki 
EX500. Tim Kamholz returned this year to find 
himself in a position with which he has grown 
familiar since the beginning of last season: sec- 
ond place in both 600cc Production and Super- 
bike, behind Parriott. Call bested defending 
750cc Superbike champion Short by a place, tak- 
ing the victory as the Chandelle Suzuki rider 
continued to battle despite his injuries. 

Jacen Puerta ran well in both 750cc classes, 
finishing fifth in Superbike and then taking the 
victory in Production.

Two in a row for 
Montoya at Willow RR

ROSAMOND, CA, MAR. 14-15 

Michael Montoya snared his second straight vic- 
tory in the Tom Sera Racing Formula Two race 
in the third round of Willow Springs Motorcycle 
Club racing at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. 

It took several laps for Montoya to thread his 
way into the race lead on his Michael Montoya 
Sr.-tuned Yamaha TZ250. Initially, it was Jeremy 
Toye who took the holeshot off the line, with 
Dave Campbell emerging in second. At the end 
of lap one, rounding the fast turn-eight sweeper, 
Montoya powered around the outside of Camp- 
bell and started to focus on catching Toye. 

A lap later, as the leaders exited turn nine, 
Montoya was in Toye's draft and shot into the 
lead just before entering turn one. At the same 
time, Campbell's hold on third came under 
attack as Michael Tamayo closed the gap on 
him. Two laps later, Tamayo made his move as 
he powered around Campbell. 

With no further changes in the top three, it 
was Montoya taking the win, followed by Toye 
and Tamayo. 

In the Graves Motorsports/Bert's Motorcycle 
Mall 650cc Superbike race, Chuck Graves 
grabbed the lead off the line but was passed by 
Toye after just a few turns. At the end of lap one, 
Graves tried to go around the outside of Toye in 
turn eight but came up short. 

Toye nearly committed a serious mistake on 
the next lap when he almost lost the front end in 
turn five. He recovered, but the error cost him 
two positions as Graves took over the lead, with 
Vincent Hascovec in second. 

Hascovec's role in this race was in doubt 
from the start because he was riding with incor- 
rect numbers on his motorcycle. As such, he 
wouldn't even be listed in the results at the end 
of the race. 

With Hascovec out of contention, the race 
leader at the halfway point was Graves - fol- 
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lowed by Toye and Larry Pasquale. As the 
white-flag lap started, Toye closed up on Graves 
and was right on his tail coming out of turn 
nine. Toye used the draft to his advantage and 
then pulled ide Graves as the racers came 
to the line. In a photo finish, it was Toye with 
the win, followed by Graves and Pasquale. 

The Viewpoint Photography /Honda Chal- 
lenge 600cc Super Stock event turned into a race 
of red flags, as it took two restarts before the 
race was over. In the initial start, Jerry Evans Jr. 
was the early leader, but he was quickly caught 
by Graves, who had a poor start off the line. 
Evans maintained heavy pressure on Graves for 
the next two laps and seemed poised to mount a 
challenge when the red flags came out, forcing a 
four-lap restart. 

In the first restart, Graves got a better start 
and was into the lead. This time, Toye was sec- 
ond and Evans held down third. At the end of 
lap one, Evans drafted by Toye down the front 
straight. 

Evans managed to open up a bit of a gap on 
Toye on the next lap, but Toye was closing back 
up again in the third when another red-flag con- 
dition brought the race to a halt for another 
four-lap restart. 

Graves took the lead again in the final 
restart, with Robbie Dowie jumping off the line 
into second while Toye held third. Dowie was 
soon pushed back several places, first by Toye, 
then by a charging Evans, who moments later 
passed Toye for second. 

On the third lap, Toye came under pressure 
from Karl Lowry Jr., who took over third when 
he passed Toye in the back straight. At the line, 
it was Graves with the win, followed by Evans 
in second and Lowry third.

Ledesma a hero at 
Firebird Sprint

CHANDLER, AZ, MAR. 13-14 

Mark Ledesma was the man of the hour during 
а cold and rainy third round of racing in the 
CCS Southwest Sprint Series, winning six races, 
including the Unlimited GP. Ledesma went on 
to win the respect of his peers and the admira- 
tion of spectators by going from last place to 











first in 13 laps during the Lightweight Sportbike 
class, nipping Scot Jensen at the line. 

Ledesma got the holeshot at the start of the 
Lightweight Sportbike race but stalled in turn 
one while the rest of the field streamed by. The 
electric shifter on Ledesma's Kawasaki EX500 
malfunctioned and he had to stop to turn it off 
manually, leaving himself about half a lap 
behind last place. Ledesma took off after the 
leaders and by lap 12 he caught Scott Jensen and 
just nipped him at the line to take a popular win. 
On returning to the pits, Ledesma was greeted 
by a round of applause from the spectators. 

Later, Ledesma got into a pitched battle with 
Ducati 916-mounted Bill Morgan and, although 
they were in different classes, they went at it in a 
hammer-and-tong battle for the entire 13-lap 
sprint that had the spectators on their feet. Mor- 
gan led early on, but Ledesma outcornered Mor- 
gan to take the lead. It was short-lived, however, 
because Morgan's Ducati simply ran away from 
the little 500 down the straightaway. They 
swapped positions for several laps before Mor- 
gan decided to go to school on Ledesma's rear 
fender. Morgan followed Ledesma for three 
laps, then pulled out and passed him and put to 
use what he had just learned. But Ledesma was 
just too quick and managed to get back in front 
as they entered the last turn for the last time. 
Morgan pulled the trigger on the 916, but came 
up six inches short. This would be the second 
time Ledesma received a well-deserved round of 
applause from the spectators. 

Ledesma scored his final win of the weekend 
during the Unlimited GP by using the superior 
acceleration of his Kawasaki ZX7 to beat the 
Suzuki GSXR750 of Chris Greve to the finish 
line. 

Although Ledesma won most of the races at 
Firebird, he did not set fast lap. That honor went 
to an inspired Jim Cox during the Unlimited 
Superbike race. Cox and Charles Dixon were the 
only bikes on the track for this race because the 
third entry, Mark Hensley, was prohibited from 
racing by referee Tom Dahl because of an “acci- 
dental" wheelie in the pits. 

Nevertheless, Cox (on a Yamaha YZF600) 
and Dixon (on a Honda CBR600) stayed nose to 
tail for 13 laps, with Cox getting quicker and 
quicker as the laps wound down. 

Stopwatches came out and two of them 
clocked Cox at 1:03.67. The record is currently 
held by David Durpey at 1:03.18 on a Suzuki 
GSXR750. €N

hat is it about numbers, anyway? 
W It's hard to argue against the fact 

that digits are part of the fabric 
that gives us our identity in modern 
society. We have driver's license num- 
bers, social-security numbers, credit- 
card numbers, telephone numbers, 
numbered addresses, account numbers, 
PIN numbers, take-a-numbers... Stop me 
if you've had enough. 

Pop artist Bob Seger once wrote a 
song about feeling like a number instead 
of man. That Seger, a model for intelli- 
gent men the world over - not! But I 
digress. The point is that we are so often 
recognized by our numbers more than 
by our names. Richard Petty is number 
43, Wayne Gretzky is number 99, Reggie 
Jackson is number 44, God is number 7... 
Don't ask. 

There is perhaps no place that this 
rings more true than in Grand National 
dirt track racing, where the top riders 
and their numbers are spoken as one. 
National number 67 Mike Hacker; 
National number 21 Will Davis; Numm- 
berr 9, Jayyyy Sprrringsteen... Follow me? 

So I'm sitting in a dirt track buddy's 
garage the other day, and while we're 
mulling over the paint he's applying on 
his new Rotax and what parts we're 
going to need to finish my project 
Yamaha TT540 that has been stewing for 
the past 16 months, we start talking 
about what this National number or that 
National number is doing. It just so hap- 
pened that during the course of the con- 
versation, I noticed an old flier from 
some forgotten National, the primary 
use of the parchment now being to clean 
paintbrushes or something like that. The 
photo on the flier was a golden oldie, 
featuring then Grand National Champi- 
on Gene Romero alongside Jim Rice and 
Dave Aldana. 

"Pop quiz," I chortled to the other 
guys in the garage. "What makes this 
picture so odd and why?" 

None of them really picked up on it, 
so I continued. 

“Look at the numbers," I said. 
"Romero is number 1, yes, but Rice 2 
and Aldana 3?" I concluded with a 
refresher on how Romero carried the 
number-one plate in 1971, and that was 
the year that the AMA decided to award 
dirt track numbers based upon the 
points standings. Romero won the 
championship, so he carried number 1. 
Rice and Aldana were next, followed by 
Dick Mann (4), Don Castro (5), Mert 
Lawwill (6), Mark Brelsford (7), Chuck 
Palmgren (8), Tommy Rockwood (9), 
Gary Nixon (10) and on down the line. It 
turned out to be wildly unpopular, as 
fans howled that the system made rider 
recognition confusing, and the riders 
themselves complained that they had 
carried the same number for so many 
years that it was part of their identity. 
So, for 1972 the system reverted back. 





Mann had won the title and got to wear 
the coveted number 1. Romero was back 
to 3, Bart Markel to 4, Mert took number 
7, Nixon had number 9, and order was 
restored to this chaotic universe. 

This benign exercise got me to think- 
ing about the guys who carried some of 
the low numbers and how they got 
those numbers. So I started calling them 
for my own edification and things 
snowballed, and so here I am telling you 
about it. 

For example, if you have ever 
watched the movie "On Any Sunday" 
(if you haven't, try stepping outside the 
cave), you know that Romero held num- 
ber 3 before he ever won the champi- 
onship. 1 found this interesting, because 
I came along in the era where everyone 
knows that the single-digit numbers are 
reserved for past Grand National Cham- 
pions - it's the law. But a quick consulta- 
tion with the person who would get my 
vote for “man that I wish was my 
grandpa if I hadn't had two of the 
coolest already" - Dick Mann - revealed 
that this wasn't always the case. 

"They (low numbers) were just given 
out on an arbitrary basis by (AMA's) 
Jules Horky," Mann remembers. "There 
was no set system. Of course, it was a 
smaller organization then. It was Jules' 
personal choice, but he was careful 
about who he gave them to. I was num- 
ber 64, but after Dick Klamfoth retired, 
Jules called me and asked me if I want- 
ed a lower number. I told him no, not 
unless I could have a smaller number 
than Al Gunter (3). I was just joking, but 
Jules said, ‘How about number 2?' I told 
him that was fine." 

And that was the number that Dick 
Mann carried when he didn't carry the 
number 1, except in ‘71, when he was 
number 4. I believe that number 2 is the 
number that most people associate with 
Dick Mann, don't you? 

Okay, so what about Romero, who so 
prominently carried the number 3? 

"I don't recall the exact circum- 
stances," Romero says. "I was 22Z my 
first year, and then I got National num- 
ber 20. But I guess I was an up-and-com- 
ing rider, so they gave me number 3. I 
remember that I got the design from 
some hippy who lived on Mulholland 
Drive (in Los Angeles). The guy handed 
it to me on a paper bag." 

Interestingly enough, Romero says 
he was one of the proponents of the 
1971 numbering system. 

“I pushed for that at an AMA board 
meeting in Las Vegas, because I thought 
it would be really simple, but I guess I 
was wrong," Romero says. "Looking 
back on it now, I do agree with it (the 
current system). My intentions were 
good, but I guess as far as everyone is 
concerned, Richard Petty is 43, Nixon is 
9. I like being number 3.” 





Mark Brelsford, who rode the alloy 
Harley-Davidson XR engine to its first 
Grand National title in 1972, chose num- 
ber 6 because, as he puts it, "There 
might have been only two at the time, 
number 6 and number 8. I chose 6 
because it hadn't been used for a while." 

Of course, in 1971, Brelsford was 
number 7, and Mert Lawwill was num- 
ber 6, a number that the 1969 title win- 
ner remembers hating. 

"That (6) was awful, because it was 
an awful year for me," Lawwill remem- 
bers. “That was the year that I crashed 
and got hurt real bad. It (6) was just a 
doom-and-gloom ride. The number 7 
was just a number I was partial to; there 
were no particular heroes associated 
with it. But having 7 helped me, because 
it was just a fresh start for me." 

Superstitious or no, Lawwill retired 
as number 7 in 1977, but thanks to "On 
Any Sunday,” ГИ always remember him 
more as number 1. 

And that's the number that I most 
closely associate two other men with, 
one of them being Randy Goss. The 
quiet, two-time title winner ('80, '83) 
from Michigan told me that, like Brels- 
ford, he chose number 6 because there 
just weren't that many single digits to 
choose from. 

“1 am more proud that I won the 
championship while I was number 13," 
said Goss, who started his Expert career 
as 30X. "So I ain't afraid of that number. 
In fact, when we got a truck chassis 
(Goss works for a NASCAR Super 
Truck team) with the number 13 on it, 
I'm pumped." 

More superstition? Who knows? But 
some single digits do have historical 
implications, such as Scott Parker (my 
third number 1 of number 1s) and Jay 
Springsteen (9). Parker, who has held 
number 1 almost as many seasons as he 
held his former number 11, has a lock 
on number 2 - in those rare instances 
when he is not the champion - because 
Kenny Roberts carried 2. 

"Roberts was the man in all the mag- 
azines that I was reading in school when 
I was coming up,” Parker says. “In fact, 
he gave me one of his number plates 
with that number on it. If you look at 
mine, it's exactly the same style as his." 

* Three-time winner Springer (76-78), 
who was formerly National number 65X 
and then 25, got his number from salty 
ol' Gary Nixon, who was formerly 
National number 63, then 9, then 1, then 
10 (1971), then 9 again. 

"I kept renewing my number for a 
long time because I was riding this one 
ice race where they were paying me 
every year," Nixon says. "After I quit, I 
didn't want some idiot to get it, so I told 
Springer that if he lost the champi- 
onship, then he should take my number. 
We had already been good buddies for a 
long time."

"If he hadn't asked me to take it,” 
Springer replies, "I probably would 
have taken number 4, because of Bart 
Markel." 

Can you imagine that? Nummberr 4, 
Jayyyy Sprrringsteen. Sounds kind of 
funny. 

Then again, some numbers don't nec- 
essarily have historical implications. 
Former champion and National number 
20 Chris Carr (92) chose number 4, and 
not because he was a Bart Markel fan. 

"I have a lot of respect for Bart 
Markel," Carr says, "but I chose number 
4 because I was 4Y as a Junior and 4Y as 
a Rookie Expert. I thought about num- 
ber 6, because I liked Randy Goss, and 2, 
because of Roberts. Scotty beat me to 
that number." 

I regret that ГЇЇ never get to ask Steve 
Eklund why he chose number 8, or 
Ricky G. why he took number 3, but 
with regard to Graham, Romero says 
that he doesn't think it was a case of 
hero worship. 

^I would have been flattered if Ricky 
had asked me if he could use it," 
Romero says, "but he never did, and 
that's okay. His design was totally dif- 
ferent, too. Ricky had a style all his 
own." 

Interesting responses, all of them. But 
the man who gave me the best response 
to the question of what and why was 
none other than the most reclusive of all 
AMA Grand National Champions of the 
modern era, Gary Scott, who won the 
title in 1975. Scott just somehow seemed 
to tie it all together. 

" After I was number 1, numbers 4, 5 
and 8 were available," Scott says. "I seri- 
ously thought about talking to Bart 
Markel, just to be courteous, and ask 
about using number 4, but at the last 
minute I decided to take number 5. I’m 
not superstitious or into numerology or 
anything like that, but that number 
turned out to be a lucky number. It 
wasn't one of my favorites, and I was a 
little cautious about taking it, but I don't 
mind being associated with it now." 

Scott then went on to explain, in a 
nutshell, what I think that the rest of the 
championship-winning riders that I 
talked to all feel in their hearts to this 
day. 

"A lot of people just don't realize 
how much power that number-one plate 
holds," Scott says. "I have only one of 
my original number-one plates left. It's 
authentic - it came off of one of my race 


„bikes. When I hold it, it has quite an 


effect on me. It's like you can almost feel 
the power and the aura from all the 
effort that you put in to win it, and feel 
what happened when you were on the 
bike. I almost threw it away once, but 
when I grabbed it, it felt awesome. I 
wouldn't give it up for anything."
